ACT of SECRET COUNSEL. 


Apud. Edinburgh, quarto die menfis Decembris, Anno 
Dom. 1567. 


He whiche daie my Lorde Regentis Grace, the Lordes 
dh of Secrete Counfale and uthers, Baronis, and men of 
jugement above written, being convenit in counfale, it was 
proponit unto them that the parliament now approchis, : 
wheirin the caufe of the apprehenfion and reteninge of the 
Quene our Soverane Lord’s moder, mon be debaitit, ref- 
fonit and tryit, and it found and declarit, quhither the 
Noblemen and others quhilkis tuke armes before the faied 
apprehenfion, and whiche joyned with them and afliftit them 
at that time or ony wife fenfyne, has donne the dewtie of 
Noblemen, gud fubjectis, and nawife offendit nor tranfgref- 
fit the lawes in that fact, or anie thing depending thairon, 
outher preceding or followinge the fame, or not: and in 
caife it be found that they have not offendit, but done their 
dewtie, how and be what meane a full and perfect law and 
fecuritie maie be obtanit and maid for all them, that other 
be.deid, counfale, or fubfcription hes enterit in that caufe 
fen‘the beginninge. The matter being largelie and with gud 
deliberacion reffonit at great length, and upon fundry daies, 
at 
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at laft all the faied Lords, Baronis, and others above expre- 
mit, can find no other way or moyen how to find or make 
the faied fecuritie, but be oppynynage and reveling of the 
trewth and grund of the haill matter fra the beginninge 
plainlie and uprichtlie, quhilk (in fa far as the manifeftati- 
‘on theirof maie tend to the difhonor or difeftimation of the 
Quene) they air mait loith to entre in, for that luif they 
beare unto hir perfon, wha fomtime was theire Soveraine, 
and for the reverrence of his Majeftie, whais moder fhe is; 
as alfua thay mony gude and excellent gifts and virtues 
quharewith God fometimes indowit hir, gif otherwife the 
finceritie of their intentions and procedings from the begin- 
ninge mycht be knownto forrein nacions, and the inhabitan- 
tes of this ile (of whome mony yit remains in fufpence in 
jugement) fatisfiet and refolvit of the richtuefnefs of theire 
quarrel, and the fecuritie of them, and theire pofteritie be 
ony other meane myght be providit and eftablifhed. But fen 
God will fuffer no wickitnes to be hid, and that all actions 
otherwife foundat. nor on the fimple and nakit trewth, what 
apperance that evir they have, has na continewance nor fta- 
bilitie : Theirfore the Lords of Secrete Counfale, Baronis 
and men of jugement above expremit, defires it to be found 
and declarit be the Eftates and haill body of the Parliament; 
that the caufe and occafion of the previe conventionis and 
meflages of the Erles, Lords, Noblemen and Baronis and others 
faithful and trew fubjects, and confequentlie theire taking 
of armes and cominge to the fields with oppin and difplait 
baneris, and the caufe and occafion of the taking of the 
Quene’s perfon upon the 15th daie of Junii laft bypaft, and 
holding and deteininge of the fame within the hous and place 
of Lochlevin continewallie fenfyne, prefentlie, and in all 
tymes comyng ; and generallie all other things inventit, fpo- 
kin, writtin, or donne be them, or aney of them, fen the 
tent daie of February laft bypalt (upon quhilk daie umquhile 
King Henrie, the Quene's lawfull husband, and our Sove- 
raine Lord the King’s dearcft father was fhamefully and hor- 
riblie murtherit) unto, the daie and date heirof, toweching 
the faied Quene hir perfon, that caus, and all things depend- 
ing 
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ing theiron, or that anie wife maie apperteine theirto, the 
intromiffioun with the difponinge upon hir propertie, cafual« 
ties, or other thing whatfoever perteining, ‘or myght pertené 
to hir, was in the faied Quene’s awin default, in as faras 
be divers hir previe lettres writtin and fubfcrivit with her a4 
wen hand, and fent by hir to Fames Er! Boithwell, cheiffe 
executor of the faid horrible murdor, afwell before the com- 
mitting theirof, as therafter, and be: hir ungodlie and dif- 
honorable proceding in a priveit mariage with him foddanlie 
and unprovifitlie yarefter, it is moft certeine that fhe was 
previe, art and part, and of the actual devife and deid of the 
foirmencionit murther of the Kinge, hir lawchfull husband, 
our Sovereine Isorde’s father, committit be the faid Fames 
Erll Boithuill, his complices and partakers; and theirfore 
jultlie defervis whatfoever hes bin attemtit or fhall be ufit to- 
ward hir for the faid caus : Which murther although be mo- 
ny indirect and colorat meanes fhe and the faied Erl} zaid a< 
bout to collour and to hold bak the knowlege of the trewith 
theirof ; yit all men in their harts ‘wer fully perfwaided of 
the authors and devifers of that mifchevous and unworthie 
fact, awaiting qubill God fuld move the harts of fom to en- 
ter in the quarrell of revenging of the fame. And in the 
meaine time a great part of the Nobilitie, upon juft feire to 
be handillit and demanit in feamblable manner, as the King 
had bene of befoire, perfaivinge the Quene fo thrall and blu- 
dy affeccionat to the privat appetite of that tyran, and that 
fhe and he had confpired togidder ‘fic horrible cruelties, be- 
ing theirwith garnyfit with a companie of ungodlie and vici- 
ous perfons redy to accomplifhe all theire unlawchfull com- 
maundments, of whome he had a fufficient nomber contine- 
wallie awaiting upon him for the fame effe& : All noble and 
vertuous men abhoring theiretraine and companie, but chief-

A E arryved here at Karlell yefterdaye at 6 of the klocke 

afternoone, and by the waye my Lord Harrys mett 
us fix mylles from this towne, and after he had difcourfed 
of the lamentable eftate of the Quene of Scotts hys myftres, 
inveying motche agaynft the treafonable crueltie of hir ene- 
myes, and alfo faying as motche as he cowlde for the inno- 
cencye of hys myftres towching the murder of hir husband, 
the which, he fayd, wold be eafelye proved, if the Se 
hys myftres myght be heard to fpeyk for her felfe in your 
Hyghnes prefence ; s and affyrming, that he trufted your 
Hyghnes wolde eyther gyve hir ayde, to the chaftenyng of 
hir fa abjects, for her relee ffe : nd comforte, or els that your 
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Hyghnes wold gyve her leave to pafs throw your countrye 
into France, to feke releeffe otherwais. Whereunto we anfwer- 
ed, That your Hyghnes could in no wyfe lyke her fekying 
ayde in France, therby to bring French men into Scotland. 
And we dowted whether your Hyghnes could thynke it mete 
to receave hyr fo honorablye into your prefence, as your 
defyrous affeétyon and good wyll towards her dyd wyfhe, 
untyll your Hyghnes myght be well inftruéted and fatisfied 
by probable reafons, that fhe was cleare and innocent of the 
fayd morder, by fome fotche wyfe man as he, that myght 
fet forthe the fame manyfeftlye: Whereupon, and throghe 
other conferrences private with me the L. Scrope, he femed 
to determyneto ryde towardes your Hyghnes, for that intent, 
within a day or twayne, which was the thyng that we {pecy- 
ally fought for. And after thys, repayryng into the cafîle, 
we found the Quene of Scotts in hyr chamber of prefence, 
readye to receave us, where, after falutations made, and our 
declaration alfo of your Hyghnefs forowfuilnes for hyr la- 
mentable miffadventure, and inconvenyents arrived, althoghe 
your Hyghnes was glad and joyfull of hyr good efcape from 
the perryll of hyr parfone, with many circumftances there- 
unto belonging. And we fownd hyr in hyr anfwers to have 
an eloquent tonge, and a difcreet Head ; and it feemethe by 
hyr doyings, that fhe hath {towte courage, and liberalle harte 
adjoyned thereunto. And after owre delyvery of your Hygh- 
nefs letters, fhe fell into fome paflion, with the water in hyr 
eyes, and therewith fhe drewe us with hyr into hyr bedd- 
chamber, where fhe complayned unto us, for that your 
Hyghnes dyd not anfwer hyr expectations, for the admit- 
tyng hyr into your refence furthwith ; that upon good de- 
claration of hyr innocencye, your Hyghnes wold eyther with- 
out delaye gyve hyr ayde yourfelfe, to the fubdueing of hyr 
enemies, or els, beying now come of good wyil, and not of 
neceffitie, into your Hyghnes handes (for a good and great- 
eft part of hyr fubjects, fayd fhe, doe remayne fafte unto hyr 
{tyll) your Hyghnes wold, at the leaft, forthewith gyve hyr 
paffage throghe your countrye into France, to feike ayde at 
other Prynces handes, not dowting but both the French 
Kyng 
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Kyng and the Kyng of Spayne wold gyve hyr releeffe in that 
behalfe to hyr fatisfaction. And here fhe fell into difcourfes, 
that the cawfe of the warre, and difobedient treafon of the 
cheeffe of thefe hyr fubjects was, thereby to kepe that which 
fhe had to lyberally gyven to them, by violence, fince throe 
hyr revocation thereof within full age, they cowld not injoye 
the fame by lawe. And withall fhe affyrmed, that both Lyd- 
dyngton and the Lord Morton were affentyng to the murder 
of her husband, as it cowld well be proved, althoe nowe 
they wold feme to perfequute the fame. Unto the fyrft parte 
whereof we anfwered, that your Hyghnes was inwardly fo- 
rye, and very moche greved that you cowld not doe hyr 
that greate honor to admitt hyr folempnly and worthely into 
your prefence, by reafon off thys great fclander of murder, 
whereof fhe was not yet purged. But we fayde, we were 
fure, that your Hyghnes affection towards hyr was great, 
that whether hyr Grace could purge hyrfelfe or note in that 
behalfe, yet yf fhe wold depend upon your Hyghnes favor, 
without fekyng to bryng in ftrangers into Scotland, (the im- 
mynent danger whereof your Hyghnes could not fuffer) ‘then 
undoutedly youre Hyghnes wold ufe all the convenient 
means you cowld for hyr releeffe and comforte. And with- 
all we fayd, that yf it wold pleafe hyr Grace to direét us 
thereunto, we wold advertife your Hyghnes of thofe hyr 
declarations, with all fpede, upon anfwer whereof we fhould 
be hable to declare further of your Hyghnes intent and 

neaning. Wherewith hyr Grace complained motche of de- 
lays to hyr prejudice, and wynying of tyme to hyr enemies, 
fo that difcontentedly fhe contented hyr felf therewith. 
Whereupon we tooke oure leave, faying, we wold difpatche 
away with all poflible fpede. Alfo, the Quene of Scottes 
doth prefently fend up the Lord Herrys with hyr letters for 
fpedie refolution. And nowe it behoveth your Hyghnes in 
myne opynyon, gravely to confyder what anfwer is to be 
made herein, fpecially becaufe that many Gentlemen of dy- 
vers fhyres heare neare adjoynyng, within your realme, have 
herd hyr dayly defences and excufes of hyr innocency, with 
byr great accufations of hyr enemies, very cloquently told 
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before our comyng hither. And therefore, I the Vice-cham- 
berlayn do refer to your Hyghnes better confideration, whe- 
ther it were not honorable for yow, in the fyght of your 
fubjects, and of all forrayne Prynces, to put hyr Grace to 
the choyfe, whether fhe will depart frély backe into hyr 
countrye without your Hyghnes Impeachment, or whether 
fhe will remayne at your Hyghnes devotion within your re- 
alme here, with hyr neceflary fervants only to attend upon 
hyr, to fee howe honorably your Hyghnes can doe for hyr : 
For by this means your Hyghnes, I thynk, fhall ftopp the 
mowths of backbyters, that otherwayes wold blowe out fedi- 
tious rumors as well in your own realme as elfewhere, of de- 
tayning of hyr ungratefully. And yet I thynk it is lykely, 
that yf fhe had fo hyr owne choyfe, fhe wold not goe back 
into hyr owne realme prefently, nor untill the myght looke 
for fuccors of men out of France to joyne with hyr there, or 
yf fhe wold goe prefently into hyr owne countrye, the worft 
were, peradventure, with danger ynoughe, fhe myght get 
into France; and that wold hardly be done, yf my Lord of 
Murraye have a former ynklyn of hyr departure thether : 
And on the other fyde, fhe cannot be kept fo rygoroufly as 
a prifoner with your Hyghnes honor, (in myne opynyon) 
but with devyces of towels or toyes at hyr chamber wyndow 
or elfewhere, in the night a body of hyr agylytye and fpy- 
ryte may efcape foone, beyng fo neare the border. And 
furely, to have hyr caryed furder into the realme, is the 
hygh waye to a dangerous fedition, as I fuppofe. Thus, 
ceallying to troble your Majeftie, we wyfhe the fame profpe- 
rous felicytye, with long continuance of health, to the plea- 
fure of God, and good contentation of all your good fub- 


jects.

By THE QUENE. 


IGHT trufty and right welle beloved coufin, we greete 
~ you welle, For as much as the Quene of Scotts our 
good fifter is lately come into our realme, as we are well 
aflured you knowe, with the caufes of her arrivall in the 
partes where fhe now is, and that fhe hath fent to us the 
Lord Herrys with Credit to report unto us her Eftate, and 
to defcovet her whole late trowbles and great injuries done 
to hèr by her fubjects, begynning at theire notorious üngrate- 
fulnefs upon her pardoning of theit former great offences, 
and receiving them into her favour at our requeft, and con- 
féquently by rayfing firft force ägainft her, and notwith- 
ftanding the yeilding of. herfelf into their hands for avoid- 
ing of blodde, and being defirous to reforme any thing that 
was amifs; yet fhe was takert and committed to prifon, 
where fhe was moft hardly kept, and could bé never heard 
to anfwer for herfelf, but was for fear of her life, compel 
led to make a dimiflion of her crown, and in parliament 
proceeded againft her, without hereing of herfelf or any ad- 
vocate, and fo deprived her of her royal eftate. And now 
finally, fhe being efcaped and accompanyed with her Nobi- 
litie, was by force and arms purfued by you and fome o- 
ther particular perfons in battle, and fo fhe was compelled 
to flye into this our realme. 

All which things cannot but found very ftrange in the 
ears of us, being a Prince Sovereign, having dominions and 
flibjedis committed to our power, as fhe had. For remedy 
whereof fhe requireth our ayde, as her next coufine and 
neighbour : And for juftification of her whole caufe, is con- 
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tent to commit the hearing and ordering of the fame fimply 
tous. We have thought good and neceffary, not only to 
impart thus much unto you, wherewith fhe chargeth you, 
and others joined with you, confidering the government of 
that realme is in your power at this prefent, and that by 
your fervant Mr. John Woodd, we have underftood your of- 
fer, to make declaration unto us af your whole doings ; but 
alfo to require and advife you, utterly to forbeare from all 
manner of hoftility and perfecution againft all fuch as have 
lately taken Part with the faid Queen, and to fufpend all 
manner of aétions and: proceedings again{ft them, both by 
law and arms, as the like is ment by us. to be obferved on 
the Queen's part, and. others, adjoined to. her; and to im- 
part unto us plainly and fufficiently, all that which fhall be 
mete to inform us of the truth for your defences in fuch 
waighty crimes and caufes, as the faid Quene hath allready, 
or fhall hereafter object againft yon, contrary to the duety 
of naturall borne fubjeéts : So as we being duely informed, 
on all parts, may, by the afliftance of God's grace, direct 
our aétions and orders principally to his glory, and next to 
the confervation of our owne honour in the fight of all o+ 
ther Princes ; and finally, to the maintainance and increafe 
of peace and concord betwixt both thefe two realmes. And 
as you fhall meane to have us favourable.to all your juft caus 
fes, fo we earneltly require you to obferve the requeft of 
thefe our lettres.

And zit gif hir Hienes will that we fend other for mair fpe- 
cial informatioun of the cais, we fall glaidlie follow hir ple- 
foure, with als grite haift as poflible we can. 

Bot becaufe we perfave the trial, quhilk the Quenis Ma- 
jeltie is myndit to have taken, is to be ufit with grit cere- 
monye and folemniteis, we wald be maift laith to enter in 
accufatioun of'the Quene, moder of the King our Soverane, 
and fyne to enter in qualificatioun with hir; for all men 
may judge how dangerous and prejudicial that fuld be.

i HE faid Commiflioners fhall notify to the Queen 
o. of Scots, or to her Commiffioners, the tenor of 
their commiflion, and fhall require the fight of the faid 
Queen's commiflion, and thereupon offer themfelves ready 
to do all good offices for the honor and wealle of the faid 
Quene, according to their commiffion, and as they are fpe- 
cially charged by the Quene’s Majeftie in that behalfe. 
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II. They fhall alfo fignify to the Erle of Murray, or to 
fuch as fhall come in the name of the Prince, the caufe of 
their coming, and require the fight of their commiflion, and 
fo fhall ufe expedition for their meeting in fome convenient 
place; and fhall firft devife by fome fpecial order, that nei- 
ther of the two parties, nor any of their traines, fhall move 
any trouble againft other by fpeche, countenance, or act, 
dire&ly or indirectly, during the Time of this treaty, For 
which purpofe it may be well done to caufe a certificate to 
be made to them of the numbers and fpecial names of the’ 
perfons of either part, fo as by order they may be favour- 
ably ufed in the faid city, and that no other diforderly per- 
fons of Scotland, or other ftrangers, under colour of this 
affembly, fhall have refort to the faid city. 

III. They fhall fyrft heare the requefts or complaints of 
the Quene of Scotts Commiflioners apart by themfelves, and 
require them to have them put in writing briefly, and there- 
with they fhall alfo apart charge the other party as earneft- 
ly, as the caufe fhall require, and fhall demand their an- 
fwers, not only in fpeche, but alfo in writing. ` 

1V. They fhall declare to both the parties, how her Ma- 
jefty hath exprefly charged them, in conference with them 
about this charge, that they fhould in all their actions re- 
gard their duties to Almighty God, and in no wife to furder 
any thing, otherwife than their confciences fhould bear wit- 
nefs in the prefence of God, to be honeft, juft, reafonable. 
aud true: For fo, hir Majeftie exprefly faid to them with 
great earneftnefs, that her intention. in this action was ground- 
ed upon a found confcience in the fight of God; and as fhe

in their confciences they fhall think to be true, honeft, rea- 
fonable and juft. And to that end the Commiflioners may 
move 
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move both parties, as they fhall find their difpofitions, to 
receive a folemn oath, and proceed accordingly upon the 
foundation of the fear of God, which is the beginning of 
all wifdom. | 
V. As foon as tyme fhall ferve convenient to treat with 
both parties together, how to come to fome reafonable end, 
thefe and fuch like things hereafter following are to be well 
confidered : + 
I. If the Erle of Murray and his partie fhall alledge, that 
although they can juftly convince the Quene of the great 
crimes wherewith fhe hath been burdened, yet they find it 
not expedient fo to do, upon the doubt they have that the 
Quene’s Majeftie will, notwith{tanding any crime proved 
upon her, reftore her to her kingdom and rule, whereupon 
they fhould never be free from her indignation ; and fo they 
will tay and not proceed, without they may know her Mar 
jeftie’s purpofe, in cafe the faid Quene fhould be proved 
guilty of her husband’s murder. 
It may be anfwered by the Quene’s Majeftie’s Commifli- 
oners, That indeed her Majeltie’s defire hath been alwife 
from the beginning, that the faid Quene might be found 
free, {pecially from the cryme of her husband’s murder. Ne- 
verthelefs, if her Majeftie fhal! find it to be plainly and ma- 
nifeftly proved, (whereof fhe would be very forry) that the 
faid Quene of Scotts was the devifer and procurer of that 
murder, or otherwife was guilty thereof, furely her Maje- 
fie would think her unworthy of a kingdom, and wold not 
ftayne her own confcience in mayntainance of fuch a de- 
teftable wickednefs, by reftoring her to.a kingdom. But if 
if it fhall not be proved probably and apparently, that fhe 
was guilty of her husband’s death ; yet, becaufe the fufpi- 
cions and conjectures to be produced againit her, may feem 
nearly to touch her in mifgovernment of herfelf, and that 
fundry other her apparent actions, as well in the marriage 
of Bothwell, and maintenance of him in his notorious ty- 
ranny, as in other things, may feme to deminifh and abafe 
her princely eftate and reputation of a Quene and governor 
of a realme; the Quene’s Majeftie, meaning to have fome 
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good end of all thefe troubles, as thairby peace and tran- 
quility might be recovered and continue in that realme, and 
that reafonable confideration might be had of the princely 
ftate, whereunto fhe was born, from the which fhe never 
Bi aried. but, for fear of her life, wold have it confidered 
by them, being fubjects born of that realme, in what fort 
and in what manner fhe might be reftored to her crown, 
without danger of her relapfe into the like defaults, and 
without any like civil diffentions to follow as of late hath 
happened. 

And the faid Commiffioners having thus anfwered, and 
declared her Majeftie’s plain manner and intention, fhall 
fay, they muft needs leave it to the choyce of them, being 
principal parties hereto, what they will do therin. Where- 
upon if they fhall be content, and procede to charge her as 
guilty of her husband’s death, and fhall produce matter ma- 
nifeftly probable to convince her thereof, then the commif- 
fioners fhall fpedily advertife her Majeftie. 

But if they fhall, notwithftanding the Commiflioners fore- 
faid anfwer, either forbeare to charge her, or fhall fhew no 
fuficient matter to convince her of the murder of her huf- 
band, then, according to the anfwer aforemaid, it muft be 
required of them to “confides in what fort the faid Quene 
may be reftored to her crown, according to her eftate, with- 
out danger of a relapfe to fall into mifgovernment, or with- 

out the danger of her fubjeéts to fall into her difpleafure 
without their juft defert. And though there may be many 
ways to be ache of not unmete, yet before any devife 
fhall be touched by her Majeftie’s Commiflioners, they of 
the other party fhall firft be induced to propound their devi- 
fes, which, becaufe they are likely to be for the advantage 
and furety of themfelves, and prejudicial and very difho- 
norable for the Quene of Scotts, the Quene's Majeftie’s 
Commiflioners fhall, by conference with them, bhias to 
induce them to fome indifferent means, and do their utter- 
moft that both the parties may, upon conferences together, 
accord to have her reftored to her kingdom, with fuch con- 
ditions as thereby fhe may be reftrdined, from Le 
anc 
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and diforder of hir realme. ` And herin good forefight wold 
be had, that the fame may come and procede from the o- 
ther parties, either òf the one fide or the other, and not 
from her Majeftie’s Commiffioners, who may well fay, that 
it properly belongeth to themfelves, to propound and de- 
vife the manner how their own country fhall be governed. 
Whereupon the Quene's Majellie’s Commiffioners fhall of- 
fer all indeferency to furder fuch means as fhall feme rea- 
fonable for both parties. And becaufe her Majeftie’s Com- 
miffioners may be alfo inftruéted what may feme to her Ma- 
jeftie reafonable in this cafe, her Majeftie wold have them 
underftand certen things hereafter following, which they 
fhall take rather for inftruction, to judge thereby the rea- 
fonablene{s of the things propounded, either by the Scottifh 
Quene’s Commifhoners, or by the others, than directly to 
propound any of them as things devifed or defired by her 
Majeftie. And as things fhall be propounded on the one 
party, tending for their advantage, fo the fame may be noti- 
fyed to the other, and by conference fo ordered, as the ar- 
ticles and devifes that fhall tend to abridge the Quene’s au- 
thority, may plainly appear to come of themfelves, and not 
of her Majeftie’s Commifhoners. 

Firft, It femeth very mete, that this treaty fhuld be tri- 
partite ; that is, betwixt the Quene’s Majeftie of England 
on the one party, as principall author and mediator of the 
fame, and the Quene of Scotts on the fecond, and the Prince 
bir fon on the third. And that the whole accord may be 
alfo fpeedily confirmed by act of parliament in Scotland ; 
whereby both the Quene of Scotts and her fubjeéts may be 
in juftice bound to obferve the fame ; and the Quene of 
England, by her great feale of England, to mayntene the 
fame. And that alfo from the end of the treaty, until fome 
convenient time to follow the end of the fame parliament, 
there might remaine three or four good hoftages of either 
part in England, for the more orderly holding of the par- 
liament, and better obfervation of the treaty. And here- 
unto may well be added to be thought of, that the faid par- 
liament 
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liament might be kept and ended before the Quene of Scotts 
return to her contrey. 

I. The firft article in this accord wold be in this manner 
or fuch like : That all things, (faving only the murder of 
the King) which have been attempted by the Quene, or a- 
ny of her party againft them, which took the part of her 
fon the Prince as their King : And all things on the faid 
Prince's part, and them which avowed their aétions in his 
name as King, from the death of the Quene’s husband, 
fhuld be committed, after this treaty ended, to a perpetual 
oblivion; and that no action, damage, offence, calumnia- 
tions or reproach, fhuld, at any time to come, be ufed or 
extended any manner of wife, be one againft the other, up- 
on fome great paines. 

II. It is moft neceffary to be provided, that by the faid 
Quene of Scotts own princely motion, upon good perfwafi- 
on to be made to her in that behalfe, it may be accorded, 
That the realme of Scotland may be governed under her as 
Quene of the realme, by a grand councell of a convenient 
number, to be now chofen and ftablifhed at the tyme of 
this treaty, of the noble and wife men of birth of that re: 
alme, and the fame to be alwife renewed by the more part, 
or two third parts of the faid councell, when any of the 
perfons of the faid councell fhall depart, or become impo- 
tent to ferve. For otherwife the quiet of the Quene herfelf, 
and the realme alfo, by private government, fhall be eafily 
broken, and the whole fruit of this treaty, and the Quene’s 
Majeftie’s labours, utterly fruftrate. In which matter alfo 
is to be remembred, iu what fort the principall officers of 
the realme fhall be appointed, being at the Quene’s difpofi- 
tion, as ambaffadors and meffengers to and from forrayn 
Princes, the Chancellor, the Archbifhops, Bifhops, the Lord 
Juftice, the Controller, the Treafurer, the Admiral, the 
Chamberlain, the Prefident and Lords of Seflion, the Ca- 
ptains of caftles, the Sheriffs, the Provofts of burghs, the 
Wardens of the marches, and all officers of finances, and 
fuch like, as may be for the good obfervation of this treaty. 

II. It is to be remembred, that the Quene, in refpect 
of 
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of her undefcrete marriage with Bothwell, may accord not 
to marry, nor contract marriage with any perfon, without 
the affent of her Thré Eftates, or the more part thereof, 
upon payne that the perfon with whom fhe fhall contraét, 
and all others counfelling or furdering the fame, fhall be, 
ipfo facto, adjudged as traitors, and fhall fuffer death and 
forfit, as in cafes of treafon. 

IV. That all good means be devifed and accorded how 
to procede feverely againft the faid Bothwell, and all other 
fubjects or fervants to the crown of Scotland, for the mur- 
der of the faid King, or for maintainance and comfort of 
the faid murderers, and their lands confifcated to the crown 
of Scotland, with a claufe, never to be granted away from 
the crown, without affent of parliament. 

V. That all laws and orders accorded upon by parlia- 
ment, as well before the Quene’s imprifonment as fince, for 
the helpe and fuftentation of the minifters of the church, and 
for advancement of true religion, and abrogating of idola- 
try and fuperftition, may remayne in full force, and conti- 
new without repealing of the fame, otherwife than by a fuf- 
ficient parliament. 

VI. In particular alfo, it is meet to be remembred, that 
no ftranger born be entertained in that realme in the room 
of a captain or of a foldier: Nor that any ftranger bora 
have any office fpiritual or temporal within the realme ; nor 
that any penfion be granted to any ftranger out of any 
office fpiritual or temporal; nor that any perfon bear any 
office within that realme, which openly by any act hereafter 
fhall hereaftar avow that the Bifhop of Rome ought to take 
any other preheminence within that realme, than fuch as the 
King or Quene of that realme and their fucceflors, with the 
confent of the Thré Eftates in parliament, fhall allow. 

VII. It is alfo very neceflary to provide for the fafety of 
the life of the young Prince, confidering all fuch as fhall 
live in Scotland having been indeed privy to the murder of 
his father, though not thereof convinced, fhall and may be 
fufpected, that they will defire the death of the Prince, fear- 


ing his avenge when he fhall come to age. And in this be- 
halfe 
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halfe it is to be well confidered, in what place, and with 
what perfon he fhall remayne, and with what allowance of 
the revenue of the crowne he fhall be maintained ; and if it 
may be indirectly procured to come of the Quene of Scotts 
herfelf, it feemeth good and fafe for all parties, that the 
Prince might be brought and nourifhed in England, in the 
charge and cuftody of perfons of the birth of Scotland. 

VIII. It were alfo meet, that the titles and challenges 
of the crown heretofore made, as well by one party as an- 
other, were made perfeétly clear and certainly eftablifhed, 
thereby to take away factions amongft the fubjects. 

IX. It may be reafonably required of the Erle of Mur- 
ray and others, that, confidering the many difficulties that 
may arife upon the underftanding of this treaty, and fpeci* 
ally in choice of the great officers of the realme, by reafon 
of many competitors amongft the Nobility, that it may bé 
at the requeft of the whole Nobility of Scotland, and with 
the good confent of the Quene of Scotts accorded, that the 
Quene’s Majefty of England may have power to be as um- 
pire and principal arbiter, to determine upon all contraver- 
fies aryfing upon this treaty, and {pecially in choice of any 
fuch officer, fo as her Majeftie make no other interpretati- 
on, nor name none to any office, but fuch as fhall be ad- 
judged or named by the Quene herfelf, or by one third part 
of the grand counfell of the realme for the tyme being: And 
that whofoever fhall intromit himfelf to do any thing theres 
in contrary, and without the judgment of the Quene’s Ma» 
ieftie of England, as above is limited, fhall be judged as a 
perturbator of the common tranquilitie of that realme, and 
fhall be incapable of any manner of office for ever, or other- 
wife punihed with fome fharp paine; and that it fhall be 
leefull for any of the Nobility or fubjects or Scotland, being 
grieved or injured with any thing committed againit this 
treaty, to refort to the Quene’s Majeftie of England, to make 
reafonable complaint, withont any impechment of the Quene 
of Scotts, or any other ; and that for fo doing they fhall in* 
cur no forfeiture of life, lands. or goods, nor be any wife 
damaged in their body. 

X. It 
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X. It is alfo neceffary, for the more affurance of the ob- 
fervation of this treaty in the behalf of the fubjects of Scot- 
land, to be accorded, that if the Quene of Scotts fhall wil- 
lingly break, or permit to be broken, any part of this trea 
ty concerning the furety of any of hir fubjects, which have, 
fince the death of hir husband, and before the prefent trea» 
ty, holden part againft her, and that fuch her breaking, or 
permiflion of the breaking, be fyrft notifyed to the Quene 
of Scotts, and adjudged by the Quene of England againtt 
the Quene of Scotts, having thereto the affent of the third 
part of the grand councell aforementioned, or of fix Lords 
of parliament of Scotland, being not parties againft the faid 
Quene at the time of this treaty, or their heyres facceeding 
them in their eftates, being above the age of twenty one 3 
In thofe cafes, without fuch reformation made by the Quene 
of Scotts, as to the faid Quene of England, and the faid 
third part of the faid councell, or the faid number of fix 
Lords of Scotland aforefaid, fhall feem meet, and be aflign- 
ed and notified to the faid Quene, 

It fhall be leefull, immediately upon publique knowledge 
gyven by the Quene of England, by open proclamation in 
the Towns of Berwick and Carlifle, conteyning the particu- 
lar brech of the treaty, and the manifeft refufal of the re- 
formation, for the Prince of Scotland her Son, or any of the 
Nobility of Scotland for him, whilft he fhall be under the 
age of fourteen, (if he, the Prince, be then living ;) and if 
he fhall be dead, then for the next heyre to that crown, to 
enter into the real poffeffion of the faid crown and king- 
dom, and every part thereof, in like manner as the faid 
Quene were departed from this life; and the faid Quene 
fhall, by virtue of this treaty, forbear to hold the faid ftate 
or title, as Quene of that realme, and {hall not enjoy any 
thing of the faid realme, otherwife than fuch provifion of 

the yerely revenue of the faid crown, as heretofore hath 
been allowed at any time to any wife ofa.King of Scotts for 
a dowry, if fhe fo will accept and obey the forefaid judg- 
ment of the Quene of England, being made with the affent 
of the faid third part of the faid- counfell, or of the faid fix 
Q Lords 
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Lords of Scotland, or their heyres béing of the age of twen- 
ty one. And whofoever fhall attempt any thing contrary 
to the faid Prince, or the next heyre to the crown, fayling 
the Prince, after his or their entry of clayme of the faid 
crown, fhall be ip/o facto taken and ufed to all intents, as à 
traytor adjudged and condemned. 


Certen other things neceffary to be remembred in this treatyy 
for the behalfe of the Quene’s Majeftie and her realme. 


Nprimis, That the treaty made at Edinburgh in July, Anno 
Dom. 1560; may be ratifyed and confirmed.’ Ih the 
treating whereof, if objection be made, that there are cer- 
tain claufes in the faid treaty, as namely in the fifth article, 
Which do bring great prejudice to the Quencof Scot#t, in 
that it is accorded, that fhe fhuld, fro the time of that tréa- 
ty, forbear to ufe the ftile, title, 6r armorieS-of England, 
whereby it may be indire&ly gathered, that fhe fhall be ex- 
cluded, not only during the life of the Quene’s Majeftie, 
and of the lifes of the heyres of her Majeltie’s body, (which 
indeed was expreffely fent on both parts at the time of the 
treaty) but alfo after the determination of the lifes of the 
Qiuehe's Majeftie, (which God long preferve) and alfo of 
the heyres of her body, of which caufe at the time of the 
treaty ho mentiôn was made; therefore now at this treaty, 
after the faid confirmation to be made of the faid treaty made 
at Edenburgh, there may be a provifo thereto now of new 
devifed, that rio part of the faid treaty made at Edenburgh 
fhall bind the faid Quene of Scotts, or her children, aftet 
the determination of the life of the Quene’s Majeftie, (which 
God long preferve) and the heyres of her body. 

II. It wold be alfo required, if it may be reafonably ob- 
teyned, that a league fhuld be made at this tyme betwixt the 
Quenes of England and Scotland for themfelves, their re- 
almes and fubjeéts ; that either of the realmes fhuld ayd the 
other, in cafe that any other prince fhould fyrft invade them, 
Or any parcel of them, without notorious caufe gyven by 
Open wars to the invador; wherein if any difficulty be made, 
becaufe of the of league of France and Scotland, firft, There 
may 
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may be much faid, and cannot be denied, of the commifli- 
oners of Scotland, to prove that Scot/and hath thefe many 
hundred years taken more harm than good by that treaty. 

And 2dly, Tho’ the treaty with France fhall be thought 
percafe not meet to be utterly diffolved, yet in this parti- 

cular fort to contract, as is exprefled in this article, may 
be faid, is not againft the true intent of the league of France 3 
for by that treaty the Kings of Scotland are bound to ayde 
France, if England fhuld move war againft France, but not 
if France fhall fyrt move War againft England. 

III. As it is well covenanted by ancient leagues betwixt 
England and Scotland, that neither of them fhuld receave or 
ayde any rebell as fugitive of the other; fo the like accord 
would be made at this tyme for Ireland and Scotland. 

IV. It wold be alfo accorded, that if the Quene of Scotts, 
during her life, fhall ayde, or willingly permitt any of hers 
to ayde any Prince or potentate, to invade, by hoftility, the 
realmes of England or Ireland, or any ifles, or members of 
any of the faid Kingdoms, that thereupon immediately the 
faid Quene fhall forfeit and loofe all manner of title or chal- 
jenge that fhe hath, or any wife can pretend, to be inheri- 
table to the crown of England or Ireland. 

_V. It were neceflary that the contraverfy yerely arifings 
by occafion of certen grounds upon the frontiers in the ealt 
marches, commonly called the threap-land, or debatable, 
were determined by judgment, that fuch of that which is 
to be proved not litigious, may be fo ftablifhed in the quiet 
poffeffion of them that have right ; and the reft that is liti- 
gious and doubtful, to be equally divided by metts and 
bounds, as the debatable was in the weft borders in the 
time of King Edward the VIth. 

VI. If the Quene of Scotts fhall fend any meffage or let- 
ter to the commiflioners, they fhall hear it ; and if the fame 
fhall require any anfwer, they fhall gyve or write fuch an- 
fwer as to their difcretions thall feem meet, being not re- 
pugnant to thefe inftruétions, and of their doings fhall adver?

HE Quene’s Majeltie’s Commyfioners thinkinge mete, 
firft to call the Commiflioners on the parte of the Quene 

of Scottes, caufed them to fitte downe: Which done, the 
the Quene’s Majeftie’s Commyflioners opened unto them the 
effect of the good intent and meaning of her Highnes, in 
wifhinge good end of the differences, debates and contenti- 
ons, growen and contynewed betwene her deare fifter and 
coufyn Marie Quene of Scottes and her fubjects ; for which 
intent they declared they weare fent hither with her Highnes 
commyffion, to comme and treate with bothe parties. And 
thereupon the Quene’s Majeftie’s Commiffoners fhewed 
them their commyffion ; which being read, demaund was 
made of the fight of theirs ; whereof at firft they made fome 
{taye, notwithftanding in end fhewed it. Then the Com- 
myflioners for the Quene’s Majeftie made offer unto them 
of a copie of their commyflion, fo that they might in like 
receive a copie of their commyflion ; wherewithall they were 
well contented, and promifed accordingly. Notwithftand- 
inge, when the Quene’s Majeftie's Commyflioners fent them 
their copie, and demaunded theirs, they anfwered, that they 
wolde caufe a commyflion to be drawen in fome better forme, 
and then wolde deliver a copie thereof. But the Quene’s 
Majettie’s Commifioners fent them word, that if they wolde 
firft deliver in a copie of that commyffion they fhewed them, 
they wolde after receive the copie of the other. -The mor- 
row after, being the sth daye, the Bifhoppe of Rafs promi- 
fed to deliver bothe a copie of the firt commyflion they fhew- 
ed, and alfo a copie of the other that they fhoulde receive ; 
how- 
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howbeit the 6th daye they browght in a copie of the fecond, 
but none of the firft.

HE fecond daye, the Quene’s Majeftic’s Commyflio- 

ners, called the Erle of Murray and others, fuche as 

they underftode to be joyned in commyflion, on the parte 

and behalf of thofe which have profeffed their obedience to

like, after they weare fet, and the intent of the Quene’s Ma- 
jeltie 
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jeftie by her Commyffioners was opened and declared, they 
read and fhewed her Highnes commyflion, demaunding the 
fight of theirs. Whereunto the Earle of Murray anfwered, 
that at their laft parliament, when it was thowght that he 
might not conveniently come himfelfe, it was concluded, 
that divers Noblemen fhulde be fent in this treatie, fuffyci- 
ently aucthorifed by commyflion under the Great Seale of 
‘cotland ; notwithftandinge now, forafmuche as he was pre- 
fent himfelf, he thowght himfelf fufficient warraunt to treate 
and conclude of anie thinge, whiche fhulde be moved in this 
treatie; confyderinge he was faithfully to promife that, what- 
ever fhulde be concluded in the fame, he wolde confirme by 
the Great Seale of Scotland : Howbeit, when he and the reft 
perceived that the Quene’s Majeftie’s Commiflioners weare 
not fatisfied therewith, they offered to exhibit ample com- 
myflion under the Great Seale of Scot/and, to authorize ther 
proceade with her Hignes Commyilioners accofdingly, aird 
fo to geave in a copie of the fame commyflion. After this, 
the Quene’s Majeltie’s Commyflioners fhewed them a forme 
of an othe, which her Highnes thowght requifite to be mi- 
niftred unto them, for the better fyrtherance of all trouthe 
in this treatie ; which when they had read, they thanckful- 
ly accepted : Notwithftanding required, they might in fome

things alter the fame.: In the afternoone they browght in 


the forme of their othe by them devifed, fomwhat differing 
in words, but little in effect, from the forme of that whiche 
the Quene’s Majeftie’s Commyifioners gave them. The 6th 
daye of October they delivered to the Quene’s Majeftie’s 
Commyflioners: their commyffion under the» Great Seale .of 
Scotland, and afterwards alfo fent a copie of the fame.

ag HIS daye the Quene of Scottes Commyflioners fhewed 
| a new commyffion, whereupon the Quene’s Majeftie’s 
Commyflioners well advyfinge, grew in queftion with them, 
afwell abowt the preamble of the fame, for that it did im- 
porte the Quene’s Majeftie of England had taken upon her 
to reftore the Quene of Scottes to her realme and authoritie ; 
as alfo for that by the fame the Commyflioners had power to 
treate of all things tendinge to the reduction of her fubjects 
unto her obedience, and not upon the caufes which’ have 
moved the controverfies. Notwithftandinge the Quene’s 
Majeftie’s Commyffioners did neither well allow, nor difal- 
lowe of that their commyffion, but took it as it was, till 
they fhould further underftande of the Quene’s Majeltie’s 
pleafure. Then the Commyflioners for the Quene of Scottes 
faid, it was not meante otherwife, but thereby to treate alló 
| of the caufes ; and therefore promifed, that if it lacke forme, 
| they would procure to have it amended, Upon this the 
Quene’s Majeftie’s Commiflioners moved them to take an 
othe for the trewe and finceare proceading in this treatic, 
like as before they had done to the Commyflioners on the 
other fide. Wherein they made fome difficulties; and e- 
{pecially the Lord Herryes, who was content to promife by 
Othe, to propounde nothinge but that was jufte and true, 
but in no wife to faye all in this matter which he knew to 
be trew: And fo they defired to pawfe thereon a while, and 
they wolde make an anfweare. In the afternoone, upon 
the repayre of the Scoffifhe Commyflioners on bothe partes, 
the Quene’s Majeftie’s Commyflioners thowght good, in the 
prefence of them bothe, folempnely to make their othe for th 


their finceare proceadinge in this treatie, which was myni- 
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ftred to them accordingly by the Deane of Yorke. And fo 
the Commyffioners on the parte of the Prince of Scotland 
did in like, folempnely, in prefence of their adverfe partie, 
make their othe to the effect of their true dealinge in this 
caufe.- The Commyffioners on the parte of the Prince of 
Scottes, when the fame othe fhould be myniftred unto them, 
mifliked. of the preamble thereof, and therefore required 
they might therein alter as they thowght good, and fo 
would the next daye bringe in the forme of their othe 
drawen, nothing differinge in the effecte, but only in the 
preamble,

A Letter to Queen Elizabeth from her Commiffioners at York 
the 6th of October 1568.

LEASE it your excellent Majeftie to underftand, that 
P on Sonday night we arived here, and the night before 
came hither the Quene of Scots Commiflioners, whofe names 
are conteyned in a fchedule here inclofed ; and before our 
entry into this city, they mette us two or three miles out 
of the fame to falute us. 

The Earles of Murray and Morton, and the other Com- 
miffioners on that fyde, whofe names alfo are conteyned in 
the faid fchedule arrived here not paft an hour before our 
coming hither; and on Monday in the. morning they came 
to the lodging of me Duke of Norfolk, where we faluted 
and welcomed them, uling none other fpeeche at that time, 
but friendlye talke of fundrie matters at large. In the af- 
ternoon of the fame day, becaufe we wold loofe no tyme, 
we called unto us the faid Quene of Scots Commyffioners, 
and, according to our inftructions, declared unto them the 
tenor of our commyfiion, and alfo did reade the fame unto 
theme, requiring the fight of theirs in likewife. But when 
they 
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they perceived our commyflion to be fo ample, and know- 


| ing the tenuitie and flendernefs of their owne, they pawfed 


upon the fhewing of it, as thowgh they weare loathe it 
fhould be fene, alledginge that it wanted good form of ma- 
king, by reafon that the Quene their miftrefs being in Eng- 
land, and they having had but little time of conference with 
her, neyther had leyfure, ne yet any expert or learned man, 


to devife thair commyffion in fuch forme as it were mete : 


We neverthelefs, fomewhat prefling theme in fuch forte as 
we thought good, ‘at lat thay produced a commyflion writ- 
ten in paper, fubfcribed by the Quene of Scotts hand, and 
fealed with her fignet, which the Bifhop of Ro/s did read 
unto us: The commyflion being very brief, did not only 
reftrain the Commyflioners by fpéciall words, to treate and 
agree upon any thing that might touch the faid Quene in 
her eftate and honour; but alfo, did bynd them to go no 
further than thay were limyted by certaine private articles 
and inftructions, whereunto their commyflion had relation = 
but what thofe articles and inftructions do conteyne, we 
know not; fo as in our opinions they be fo reftrained, that 
whatfoever we fhould agree upon, the faid Quene might al- 
wayes make exceptions to the fame, and fay, it touched her 
in honour. Neverthelefs, we feemed not to find any great 
fault therewith, but required them to deliver us a copie of 
their commyflion, to the intent we might confider of the 
fame, and they likewife fhould have a copie of ours, where- 
unto they agreed. And yet, perceiveing that we found their 
commyflion not to be fo ample, as were expedient for the 
treaty of fo great a caufe, they themfelfs feemed to find 
fome fault with it, and begane to excufe the fame again, in 
forte as they did before, defiring that the want of ample 
commyflion might be no caufe of hindrance of the treatie of 
their caufe; but that it might pleafe us to proceade, and 
they wold furthwith procure a new commyflion of more 
large and ample power. And fo we brake off for that time, 
and afterwards fent them a copie of our commyffion, rea 
quireing a copie of theirs, according to our Agreement. But 
they fent word againe, that they wold furthwith difpatch a 
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polt to Bolton for a new commyflion, whereof we fhould 
have a copie as foon ‘as it came sto:their hands. But of the 
other we can hitherto get no copie; though we fent againe, 
and defired to have it accordinge to their promyfe, beinge 
loothe, as it feemeth, that your Majeftie fhould fée how 
little truft and authoritie their Miftris hath committed unto 
them in this ‘behalfes This begyuning is fomewhat hard, 
your Majeftie may judge whats to'be looked for of the fe- 
guele of the fame. : Yefterdaye in'the morninge, the Earls 
of Murray and Morton, and the’ othet Commyflioners on 
that fide, repaired unto us, with whom we did deal in like 
manner, fhewing unto them the effect of our {aid commyfli- 
on, and requiring to fee and uhderftand the like! of theirs; 
whereunto the Earl of Murray anfwered, that at their laft 
parliament, when it was thought he might not convenient« 
ly repaire himfelfe into England, certen Noblemen and o- 
thers were appointed to come in this commyflion, and fhould 
have bene fufficiently authorifed by commyflion under the 
Great Seale of Scotland for that purpofe. But fithens that 
time, being determined to come himfelfe, it was not thought 
neidfull to have any other commyffion, for that by virtue 
of his office, as Regent, he had fufficient authoritie to treate 
and conclude upon all things which fhouldibe moved in this 
treatie, promyfing unto us that, whatfoever fhould be agreed 
upon, he would put the Great Seale of Scot/and unto it. And 
neverthelefs, after fome talke amonge us, when he and the 
relt perceived that we were not fatisfied therewith, they of- 
fered, and have promifed, to exhibit unto us ample com> 
myffion, under the Great Seale of Scotland, to authorize 
them to proceade with us, wherewith we found our felves 
contented. And as we perceive be their talke at large, they 
meane to make it evident unto us, that whatfoever they have 
done againft the faid Quene, they have proceaded therein 
upon good grounds, fache as fome of theme, as the Earle 
of Murray and the Lord of Lethington do faye, they are 
moft forré that it is now come to that pointe, that they muft 
necdes declare and make manifeft to the world, or elfe be 


accounted notorious rebelles and difloyal fubjeéts, Upon 
| this

this talke we thought itnot amyffe to move them to takean 
_ «othe before wefhould enter into the treatie of this action, to 
procede fincerely in the fame, ufing fuch perfwafions to in- 
duce them thereunto, as are geaveniunto us by your Maje- 
{tie in» our inftructions ; whereunto we found them right 
willing and agreeable. “And fo we ended our conference, 
and went togeather to the church, where we heard a good 
fermon, preached by the Dean of York. This morning we 
had another conference’ with the Commyilioners of the faid 
Quene, which fhewed unto us a new commyflion, the co- 
pie whereof your Majeftie fhall receive herewith. Upon the 
fight and hearing whereof did prow fòme queftions among 
us, not only for that the preanible of the fame did importe, 
‘that your Majeftie had ‘taken upon- you to reftore the faid 
Quene to her realme and authoritie; but alfo for that by 
the fame commyffion power is peaven to the Commyflioners 
to treate upon all things, which may tend to the reduction 
of her fubjeéts unto her obedience, and not upon the caufes 
which have moved thefe controverfies and troubles in Scot- 
land.  Whereunto- we faid, that we knew very well, that 
your Majeftie had a great defyre to releave the faid Quene 
their Miftrifs, and-indede wold do as much for her as your 
Majeftie’s honour, and the juftnefs of her caufe wolde per- 
hitte, wifhinge-that their commyflion had been as ample as 
ours in all points. ‘And yet confidering, that the caufes of 
the faid controverfies muft needs come in queftion in this 
treatie, we feemed' néither to allowe, nor diflallowe of their 
faid commyflion, bit to take it as it is, untill we may know 
Further of your gracious pieafure ; the rather for that they 
confeffed that it is good reafon, that the caufes of the AH 
controverfies fhould be heard on both fides, and that it was 
not meant otherwife; and if their commyflion wanted any 
good forme, they would alfo procure to have it amended. 
Then we moved them to take an othe for their fincere pro: 
ceedings in this treaty, like as before we did with the Com- 
myflioners on the other fide, wherein we found them to make 
a great {taye and difficultie. And indede they were very loathe 
to hear of it, Specially the Lord Herrys, who in his difcourfe 
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feemed to be content to promife by oath to propound or 
fay nothing, but that is juft and true; but inno ways to 
fay all in this matter, which he knoweth to bestrue *.>>In 
the end, after fuch perfwafions ufed to induce tthem there- 
unto, as your Majeftie hath delivered unto us by your-in- 
ftruétions, they defired that they might pawfe upon it a little 
while, and then they wold make us an anfwer ; whereby 
we judge that they will be content to receive fuch, an-oath 

themfelfs will devyfe, though not the fame that the Com 
myflioners on the other fide have agreed upon. And then 
confenting to geave them refpite, to thinke,and confider. of 
it, accordinge to their defire, we ended our, conference; and 
they departed to their lodpinpes ; and fone after they were 
dep: irted, the Earle of Murray, and others the Commyfho- 
ners on that fide, fent unto us their SD Oe under the 
Great Seale of Scotland, the copie whereof we fend to your 
Majeftie herewith. 

When we had written thus far, the Earle of Murray and 
his colleagues, and alfo the Commyflioners.of the, other 
parte, came to us at one inftant, being fo devifed and ap- 
pointed by us; and at their coming we, in their prefence, 
caufed the Dèane of Yorke to minifter an oath unto us, in 
forte as your Majeftie fhall perceave by the copy of the fame 
fent herewith ; and then, becaufe the Quene of Scots Com- 
myffioners were not refolved upon the forme of the oathe 
which they intended to receive, we thoght not good to. of- 
fer it unto theme in the prefence of the,others, hopeing, as 

they have promifed, that they wilkreceive it to-morrowe. 
The Commyffioners on the other fide did not ftick, in the 
prefence of the adverfe party, folempnely and willingly to 
receive fuch an cathe miniftred unto them by the faid Deane, 
as your Majeftie fhall perceive alfo by the copy of the fame 
fent herewith, And when the other Commyfloners have 
taken their oath, we will alfo fend your Majeftie a copie of 
the fame,

In the afternoone came the Commyflioners for the Kinge 
of Scotes. The Regent declared, that wheare’he had recei- 
ved from the Quene’s Majetti e's Commyflioners a note of 
certen wrongs and injuries wherewith their adverfe parte do 
feme to burden them, bothe he and the reft of the Commyf- 
fioners joyned with hym are defirous to underftand, that if 
in this action they fhall prove all things dire@tly, wherewith 
they maye and do burden the Quene their Sovereigne’s mo~ 
ther, how they maye be affured to’ be free and: without daun- 
ger of the fuid Quene’s difpleafure; and what furetie maye 
be had for the yonge Prince theire Kinge, if fhe fhould be 

eftored to her MERE chate. To whome it was faide by 
the Quene’s Majeftic’s Commyflioners, that as in few wordes

her Highnes had delivered them her pleafure therein, fo 
wolde they in few wordes deliver the fame unto them :

came : If from their adverfe partie, who can let them fpeak 
what themfelves will devife?

À ki Regent, and other the Commyffioners for the 

Kinge of Scottes, brought in certen articles of de- 
maund to the Quene’s Majeftie’s Commyffioners, wherein 
they required to be fatisfied, before their anfweare to the 
complainte of their adverfe partie. Which after that tHe 
Quene’s Majeftie’s Commyffioners had well advifed of, it 
was anfwered, that to their two firft demaundes or articles, 
they take their commyflion to be fo ample, as by the fine 
they may weil enter and proceade to that controverfie ; but 
yet wolde not prefume of themfelves to judge fo neare at 
hand. And for the thirde article, they declared, that if 
they thowght the Quene’s Majeftie in honor and confcience 
maye not deale in the fame, it weare for their Lordfhips 
beft to confider both of the fafetie of their yonge Prince, 
and in what manner the perfon of the Quene their Sove- 
reigne’s mother fhould be ufed : For they neither coulde, 
nor wolde undertake, how the Quene’s Majeftie will ufe her 
perfon; and yet durft well faye, that her Highnes wolde 
not therein otherwife do, then in honour and confcience 
fhe fhould fee requifite : Wherein they further fhewed, that 
as her Majeftie wold not thinke her worthie of a kingdome, 
af fhe weare convinced of that horrible crime, fo wolde not 
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feke to reftore her to a kingdome.. . Touching the fourth 
demaunde, the Quene’s Majeftie’s Commyflioners faide, that 
as they weare yet farre from entrie. thereinto, fo it weare 
hard for them before hand to make them anie anfweare, and 
therefore mynded to take further time to advife thereupon, 
It was then moved by the Lord Ledington, that it might 
pleafe the Quene’s Majeftie’s Commyfloners to heare their 
xcafons, whereupon they produced thies doubtes, beinge as 
they thinke upon good and reafonable caufes. 

Firff, For that they fee no expreffe wordes in the com- 

nyflion to auéthorize her Gyace’s Coïamyfloners to deale 
in this matteir of the murder. 

Secondly, If upon evident and plaine probations produced 
on their bel alf, delaye fhoulde be made in judgment by the 
Quene’s Majeftie, they doubt the fequeale thereof; and 
therefore it weare Better not to be begonne, then begonne and 
not determined. Whereupon it was RRA by the Quene’s 
Majeftie' s Commyflioners, that their Commyjffion extended 
to Las in all matteirs concerninge theis controverflies ; 
And if the murder of the Quene of Scottes husband be a 
particular mattier conteyned in this controverfie, then have 
they to deale therein ; for that the generall include the fpe- 
ciall. And for the athe which is the feare they have of 
de laye of judgment, they muft confider the caufe why Prin- 
ces in all great affaires do deale by commyflion appointed 
to others, which only is, for that they can not themfelves 
be prefent in perfon; and in that refpeé, albeit her High- 
nes hathe fubftituted them, yet the caufe is hers, and fhe to 
geave judgment : And therefore, upop plain declaration of 
the trouth on both parties, they neade not doubt but her 
Highnes will geave fuch order and determination, as beft 

fhall ftand with equitie of the caufe, and her Majeftie’s ho- 
nour. Then the Commyfhioners for the King of Scottes 
moved, that it wolde pleafe them to advertize the Quene’s 
Majettie of theis their doubts; fpecially for that it ftandethe 
them upon,.and they thinke it verie reafonable, that her 
Grace fhoulde put them in fufficient furetie to be fré from 
daunger of the Quene their Sovereigne’s mother, before 
the 
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they enter to declare againit her ; for if they maye not be 
refolved therein, they mynde not to enter, or deale in that 
matteir.

A Letter to the Queen of England from her Commi ffioners 
at York, the 9th of October 1568. ' 


From the Paper-ofhce, 


LEASE it your Royall Majeftie to underftand, that 
likeas in our laht letter of the 6th of this prefent we ad- 
vertized, that the Quene of Scottes Commiffioners had pro- 
mifed to geave their othe for their finceare proceadinge in 
this treaty, fo they did the nixt morninge repaire unto us, 
and reccived fuch an othe miniftred unto them by the Deane 
of Yorke, as your Majeftie fhall fee in writinge here inclo- 
fed, with proteftation made before they received their othe, 
in fuch forte as your Majeftie fhall perceive in the faid wri- 
tinge: Whereupon to meete with their proteftation, we 
thought goode to proteft againe immediately, in forte as al- 
fo fhall appcare to your Majeftie in writinge fent herewith. 
And fo we paffed over the matteir with them in merry and 
pleafaunt {peaches not yieldinge to their Opinion, nor they 
to ours, touching the matteir conteyned in our faid prote- 
flation. After they had received their othe, we fate downe, 
and when we were pleace 
Duke of Norfolk, That fithens we had proceaded fo fare, 
that now we weare ready to enter into the hearinge of this 
great matteir, we thought it meate to keape this order : 
That firft they, beinge the parties plaintiff, fhoulde, when 
fhew unto us their complaints and requeatts, 
And then their adverfe partie to make anfweare to the fame - 
Offerringe all good offices on our pairtes, which may tend 
to the honour and weale of the Quene their Soveraigne, in 
forte as we weare commaunded by your Majettie, 
Whereunto the Byfhoppe of Ro/s anfwered, requiringe 
to knowe whether we thought it beft to heare the fame in 
fpeache and communication, or to have it at their handes 


d, it was faid unto them by me the 
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in writinge: And we againe faid, that. we weare redie to 
heare their fpeeche in thofe matteirs, if they thought fo 
good, and alfo to receive it afterwards in writing. 

Whereupon the faid Lord Herries beganne to make fome 
difcourfe of the begynninge of their troubles, how the Quene 
their miftrefs evill and difobedient fubjects beganne to take 
armes againft her, committed her to prifon, depofed her 
from her feate royall, with many other circumftances touch- 
inge the fame, and then defcended to the declaratioun of 
other particular änjuries done to himfelf and other the 
Quene’s true fubjects, as he termed them. After him the 
Byfhoppe of Ro/s briefly and pithily repeating fome parte 
thereof confirmed the fame: And when they had faid all 
that they woulde, whereunto we give them good hearinge, 
we required that they woulde give us the fame in writinge, 
to the intent we might not only confider of it, but alfo con- 
ferre thereupon with their adverfe partie, to charge them 
with it, aud to heare what anfweare they coulde make unto 
the fame, wifhinge that they would leave owt all particular 
matteirs and griefs touching themfelves, and bepyne with 
the principall matteirs touchinge the difobedient and dif. 
loyall proceadings againft the Quene their miftrefs, where- 
with they charged their adverfe party; which they agreed 
unto, and accordingly delivered the fame to us in writinge 
the nixt daye after, fubfcrived with their handes, the cop- 
pie whereof we fend herewith unto your Majeltie : And after 
we had received and perufed the fame, we thought good to 
fend alfo a coppie thereof to the Erle of Murray, requyre- 
ing that he and his colleagues woulde confider of the fame, 
and prepair themfelves to make anfweare, as fone as they 
thought convenient. 

Whereupon they defired to conferr with us before they 
made their anfweare : And at their repaire unto us, the Erle 
of Murray declaired, that they had confidered of the com- 
plaints exhibited againft them by their adverfe partie, and 
albeit they coulde fo anfweare the fame, [ fo as all *] be- 
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ing well and godly affected, muft neadés confefs, that in’ all 
their actions and doings they had proceaded upon good 
ground and juit canfes ; yet before they knew your Maje- 
ftie’s pleafure, they woulde be loothe to proceade fo far as 
to charge the kinge their Sovereigne’s mother, with fuche 
things as hitherto they have beene content rather to hide 
and conceale, than to publifh and manifeft to the worlde to: 
her infamie and difhonour, in refpect that fhe was the Kinge 
their Sovereigne’s mother. Wherefore, if they might be fo’ 
bolde, they wolde gladly require of us, to know your Ma- 
jeftie’s good pleafure and intention towards them, how, in 
cafe they fhoulde fo proceade again{ft her, and prove all 
things directly, wherewith they do burden her, they might 
be free and without daunger of her difpleafure ; and how 
the younge Prince, their Kinge might be in fafety, if fhe 
fhall be reftored to her former ftate : In which cafe of her 
reftitution, they faid, they coulde not comprehende any 
mean how to live free from her difpleafure ; ne yet how the 
yonge King their Sovereigne might be in fafety. Whereun- 
to we anfwered, that we doubted not but they had well un- 
derftand your Majeftie’s pleafure, fignified by your gracious 
Jetters unto the faid Earl of Murray in fome parte touchinge 
the reftoringe of the Quene. And accordinge thereunto, we 
had alfo to faye furder unto them, in few wordes, from your 
Majeftie, That as indede your Majeftie heathe alwayis defi- 
red from the begynninge, that the faid Quene might be 
founde free, {pecially from the crime of the murder of her 
husband, fo neverthelefs, if your Majeftie fhall finde it to 
be plainly and manifeftly proved, (whereof you woulde be 
forrie) that fhe was the devifour and procurer of that mur- 
der, or otherwife gilty thereof, furely your Majeftie wolde 
thinke her unworthie of a kingdome, and wolde not touche 
your felfe in honour, ne ftaine your owne confciens in 
mayntenens of fuche a deteftable wickednefs, in reftoringe: 
her to a kingdome. The faid Erle of Murray then replied, 
That becaufe it had bene heretofore given out and publifhed 
thoroughont all Scot/and, and was alfo even now given out 
in this citie by their adverfe partie, that whatever matteir do 


fall 
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fall out or be proved againft the faid Quene, yout Majeftie 
wold neverthelefs either amplie reftore her, or otherwife by 
fome degrees relieve and fend her home among them; they 
weare therefore enforced to move this queftion tinto us for 
their better fatisfaction ;. afluring us, that their adverfe par- 
ty did not let to faye, that they had your Majeftie’s pro» 
mife to fhew in writinge to confirm the fame. It was an= 
{wered thereunto, that, we coulde not lett them to fpeak 
what themfelves would devife ; but from your Majeftie, or 
from anie other by your commiflion, we weare affured they 
coulde not affirm the famé: For when your Majeftie heard 
fo muche before by letters from the Erle of Murray, your 
Highnes did forthewith depeche your anfweare thereunto, 
in forte as he knewe (thowghe. we had fpoken nothinge 
thereof at this time) was fufficient to fatisfy their doubt and 
queftion. Herewith they femed not to be fully fatisfied, as 
thoughe they fufpected, that albeit your Majeftie did not re» 
{tore the faid Quene immediately, yet fome other meanes 
hereafter might be wrought for her relief or reftitution by 
fome degrees, which might brede unto them no little daun- 
ger. Neverthelefs, they promifed to bringe us their an- 
fweare to the complainte of theit adverfe partie, which we 
looke to receive at their handes this daye; whereof we will 
advertize your Majeftie in our nixt defpeche.

The Erle of Murray and his colleagues repairéd unto us, 
and propounded certaine articles, which your Majeftie fhall 
receive herewith, alleadging, that the weightnefs of the caufé 
was fuche, and touched them fo neare, that they durite in 
no wife proceade to the accufation of the Kinge their Sove- 
reigne’s mother in the caufe of the murder, before they weare 
refolved in theis articles, verie earneftly preflinge and res 
quiringe us to fatisfie them in the fame, and promifinge, 
that if they might be fo fatisfied, they wolde proceade to 
the triall. Whereupon havinge read the articles, we with- 
drew aparte and confidered of them, and then made this an- 
fweare for the prefent, To the firft and fecond articles, re- 
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quiringe bothe one anfweare, we faid, that they had a cop- 
pie of our commiflion, whereby they coulde judge of our 
aucthoritie, and yet we doubted but they being wife men 
wolde confider, that whatfoever power we had, our deutie 
to your Majeftie requireth, that the caufe beinge thorough- 
ly tried, we wolde, before we pronounce or geave any judg- 
ment, advertize your Majeftie of the ftate of the whole caufe, 
and fo proceade by your Majeftie’s order and direction. To 
the third article we faid, that they could not with a fafe 
confcience require the delivery of the faid Quene into their 
handes being her enemies; but for the reft we wolde ad- 
vertize your Majeftie of their defire, whereupon we fhoulde 
be able to geaye them a reafonable anfweare. To the fourth 
we faid, that if the Quene of Scottes be guiltie of the mur- 
der, then furder confideration is to be had upon the mate 
teir conteyned in that article, which dependithe upon the 
xeft: Not doubtinge but your Majeftie wolde therein growe 
to fuche conditiouns with them, as they fhoulde have caufe 
to be contented. Thus we anfweared their faid articles for 
the prefent, wherewith we finde them not fatisfied, and that 
they are fully refolved not to charge the faid Quene of Scots 
with this murder, untill they may be affured of your Maje- 
ftie’s intentioun to ayde and mayntaine them in this action, 
if fhe be founde guiltie: Whereby we are to fufpeét, that 
they be in hope and good comforte, that if they do not 
proceade to accufe her of this murder, ne produce the fame 
to triall, fhe may be induced to anie compofition, and that 
they fhall be able to make their owne waye with her and the 
other Lordes of that partie, at their pleafure. And on the 
other fide, if they fhoulde proceade to fuche extreamitie, as 
to charge her with the faid murder, then weare they out of 
hope of anie good compofition, and fo fhoulde they live al- 
waies in daunger, if your Majeftie fhould faille them ; where- 
of it may pleafe your Majeftie to: confider, and to geave us 
furder inftruétion how to proceade herein, as to your highe. 
wifdome fhall be thought convenient. And thus we be- 
feeche Almightie God, to preferve your moft excellent Ma- 
jeftie in longe life and good health, moft felicioufly and pro- 
fperouf- 
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fperoufly to reigne over us accordinge to his divine will and 
pleafure.!

P LEASE it your moft excellent Majeltie to underftand,

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the copie of which anfweare we fend herewith to your Mas 
jeftie. -And albeit they have in the fame touched nothing 
plainlie in the caufe of the murder, whereupon they ftaye 
and fufpend thair proceadings, untill they may be refolved 
in their articles proponed unto us, which we fent in our laft 
letters to your Majeftie, yet the faid Erle hath been con- 
tent privatlie to ‘fhew us fuch matteir as they have to con- 
cempne the Quere of Scottes of the murder of her husband, 
to the intent they wolde know of us, how your Mujeltie, 
underftanding the fame, wolde judge of the fufficiencie of 
the matter ; and whether, ii your Majeftie’s opinion, the 
fame will tri to condempne the Quene of Scottes of the

And fo they fent unto us the Lord of Lethingtoun, James 
Makgill; and Mr. George Boqwanirar, and at other being a 
Lord of the Seflion *, which in private and fecret confe- 
rence witlr us, not as Commyflioners, as they protefted, but 
for our better inftruction, after declaration of fuch circum» 
ftances as led and indyced to vehement prefumptions to 
judge her giltie of the faid murder, fhewed unto us a copie 
of: a-bond, bearing date. the roth of #prill 567, to: the 
which the moft part of the Lords and counfaillors of Scots 
land have put to their hands ; and as they faye, more for 
feare, than any lykinp they had of the fame, Which band 
conteyned two fpecial points, the one a declaration of Both:

Thear was alfo à contrat fhewed unto us, figned with 
the Quene’s haid, and alfo with Bothwell’s, bearing date 
the fifth of Aprill, written, as it is faid, with the Earl of 
Huntley s own hand, who, with one Thomas Hebourne, wearé 
the only witneffes to the fame, Which contract beareth 
date before Bothwell’s purgation of the murder, whereof he 
was not tried nor pourged before the rath of Aprill follow- 
inge, and alfo before the proceffe of divorce began between 
Bothwell and his wief, which was not begunne before the 
firt of May, and yet with fpeede ended within eight dayes, 
and the ungodlie marriage betweene the Quene and him fo: 
lempnized the 15th of May after; and alfo the 15th of 
Fune following, the Quene her felfe was taken by her No- 
bilitie. The counterfiete and colourable taking of the Quene 
by Bothwell, when he carried her to Dunbar, was the 24th 
of Aprill after the death of her husband, who was murder- 
ed the roth of February 1567.

Of Lethington told us, becaufe elfe theare could be no des 
vyfe in lawe to pardon his foul faé of the murder, affirms 
ing, that, by the lawes of that realme, a pardon for great 
offences includeth all leffer faétes and offences, but extend- 
eth to none greater than that which is pardoned; and there- 
fore, except he fhould commit the higheft offence, which 
is treafon, as he did’ in laying violent hands upon his Sove- 
taigne, no pardon culd: ferve to excufe him of the murder ; 
and having his pardon for the treafon, it fufficeth alfo for 
the murder. .A fit poilicie for a deteftable fad. 

After the devife of the murder was determined, as it feem- 
ed by the fequell, they inferred upon a letter: of her own 
hand, that there was another meane of a more cleanly con» 
veyance deviled to kill the King ; for: there was a quarrell 
made betwixt him and. the Lord Robert of Holie-roode-hoùfe, 
by carrying of falfe tales betwixte theme, the Quene being 
the inftrument, as, they fayde, to bring it to pafs; which 
purpofe, if it had taken effect, as itrwas very likelie, (for 
the one geving the lye to-the other, they were at daggers 
drawinge) it had eafed them of the profecution of the deve- 
lih fact, which, this taking none effect, was afterwards: moft 
tirannoufly executed. 

Afterwards they f{hewed unto us one horrible and long 
letter of her own hand, as they faye,, conteyning foule mate 
teir, and abominable to be either thought of, or to be write 
ten by a Prince, with diverfe fond ballades of her own 
hand; which letters, ballades, and other writings before 
{pecified, weare clofed in a little coffer of filver and gilte, 
heretofore geayen by her to Bothwell... The faid letters and 
ballades do difcover {uch inordinate love betweene her and 
Bothwell, her joothfomenefs and abhorringe of her husband 
that was murdered; in fuch forte as-everié good and godlie 
man can not but deteft and abhorre the fame. 

And thefe men heare do conftantlie afhrine- the faid let- 
ters, and other writings, which they produce of her own 
hand, to be her own hand indede; and do offer to fwear 
and take their oaths thereupon, the matteir conteyned in 
them being fuch; as could hardlie be invented or devifed by 
any 
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any other than by her felfe; for that they difcourfe of fome 
things, which weare unknowen to anie other than to her- 
felf and Bothwell : and as it is hard to éounterfiete fo ma- 
nie, fo the matter of them, and the manner how thefe men 
came by them is fuch as, it feemeth, that God, in whofe 
fight murder and bludfhed of the innocent is abhommable, 
wolde not permit the fame to be hid or concealed. 

In a paper here inclofed we have noted to your Majeftie 
the cheife and fpeciall points of the faid letiers, written, as 
they fay, with her own hand, to the intent it may pleafe 
| your majeftie to confider of them, and fo to judge whether 
| the fame be fufficient to convince her of the deteftable crime 

of the murder of her husband, which, in our opinions and 

confciences, if the faid letters be written with her own 
| hand, is verie hard to be avoided: Moft humblie befeach- 
ing your Majeftie, that it may pleafe the fame to advertife 
| us of your opinion and judgment therein ; and to direct us 
-with fuch fpead as to your Highnefs fhall be thought con- 
venient, how we fhall proceade further in this great mattier.

thairto. According to the quhilk hir dimiffioun and refi- 
gnatioun, the King, now our Soyerane Lord, was dewlie, 
richtly, and orderly crownit, inveflit and poffeffit in the 
kingdome: And I the faid Erle of Murray lauchfullie pla- 
ccit, enterit, and admittit to the faid office of regentrie. 
Quhilkis coronation of our faid Soverane Lord, and acce- 
ptatioun of the faid office of regentrie, wer not onlie refla- 
vit, and univerfallie obeyit over all the kaill realme, as lauch- 
full and fufficient, evin be the maift part of thame that, in 
thir fix monethis lalt bypaft, hes withdrawin thair debtfull 
obedi-

A brief note of the chief and principal pointts of the Quene of 
Scottes Lettres written tò Bothaïll, which may tend to her 
condempnation, for her confent and procurement of thé mur- 
der of her husband, as farre forthe as we coulde by the 
readinge gather *, 


F IRST, the plaine and manifeft wordes conteyned in the 


faid lettres, declaringe the inordinat and filthie love be- 
wene her and Bothaill. Next,

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Next, the like wordes plainely declaringe how fhe hated 
and abhorred her faid husband. 

Then for the declaration of the confpiracie, and her pro- 
curement and confent to the murder of her faid husband, 
how fhe toke her journey from Edenburghe to Glafco, to 
vifite him beinge theare ficke, and purpofely of intent to 
bringe him with her to Edenburghe. 

‘She wrote to Bothaill from Glafèo, how fhe flattered her 
faid husband, to obtaine her purpofe; and that the Earle 
of Lenox bis: father, that daye that fhe was devifinge to 
bringe his fonne to Edenburghe, did blede at the Noofe and 
mowthe, willing the faid Bothaill to ghefle what prefage it 
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was 

She wrote alfo, that fhe was about a worke that fhe hated 
greatly, and that fhe lied and àil lembled to get creadite with 
her husband, and to bringe her fafchious purpofe to paffe, 
confefling herfelfe therein to do the office of a traitereffe, 
which, weare it not to obey Bothaill, fhe had lever be dead 
then do it, for her harte did blede at it. 

Alfo fhe wrote that fhe had wonne her husband to goo 
with her to Edenburghe, and to do whatfoever fhe wolde 
have him to do, fayinge, Alas! fhe never deceaved anie be- 
fore, remittinge herfelfe altogether to the will and pleafure 
of Bothaill, wherein fhe wold obey him, whatfoever come 
thereof; requyring him to advife with himfelf, if he coulde 
fynde owt anie other fecreat invention by medicine, for her 
husband was to take medicine, and the Bath alfo at Crag- 
miller.

APTE R my moft hartye commendatyons to your good 
Lordfhip, I have forborne all thys whyle to writte 
ennye thyng unto you, becawfe the Quene’s Majeftye’s let- 
ters dide ever conteyne as muche as we cowld wrytte off 
ower procedynges -heare ; and at thys tyme alfo we have 
wrytten in her Hyenes letters what is chancyd off newe. 
Marrye, the occafyon of thys my wrytyng unto you at thys 
tyme, ys to putte you in remembrance off your promyfys 
made unto me, wyche was that you taryyng behynd wold 
furder us in thys her Majeftie’s farvys, as we in enye rea- 
fonable requeft cowld defyer. By thes ower too laft letters 
wrytten unto her Majeftie, you maye fee we are gone as far 
as we cane, tyll .we reteave anfwere from her Highnes a- 
geyne ; and for my none parte, I thynke I may aflurydlye 
faye, that the Regent and ther fyde (as by ther warie del- 
U yng 
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yng you maye perceave), mynde to proceede no furder tyll 

they maye aflure them felfis, what her Majeftye thynkes of 
thes cawfys, that they have fchewyd us to charge ther Quene 

withall, what her jugement fchall fall owte therupon, as a]* 
fo after jugement in what leage her Hyenes (the matter fal- 

lying owte manifeftlye) myndes to joyne with ther Kynge, 
aud them that nowe by ther parlement have the governg- 

ment of that realme. Thynk them not my Lords to be t6 
prefyfe: Juge them as we wold juge of ower felfis yf we 
wer in ther cace. They playe at no fmall game; they 
ftand for ther lyves, lands and goods; and they are not 
ygnorante yf they wolde, for yt ys everye daye told them, 
that as longe as they abfteyne from towching ther Quene’s 
honor, {che wyil make with them what reafonable ende they 
can devyfe. Yt ‘were pytye that they, for fo muche truft- 
yng to us, fchuld hender ther owne cawfe. ‘Ther ys but 
too wayes to be taken; the one, yf the fa&e {chall be 
thowght as deteftable and manefefte to you, as for owght 
we can perceave yt femethe here to us; that condynge juge- 
ment, with open demonftratyon to the holle world, with 
the holie cyfcumftancys, and playne, true, and indyfferent 
procedying therin, maye dyrectlye appeare ; of the wyche 
for ower owen dyfcharge we doe not omytté to kepe goad 
and fuffycyent memoryalls, not forgettying with what man- 
ner of perfon we have to deale, nor yeat howe the uptyght 
handlyng of thys cawfe fchall importe us bothe in honor 
and honeftye to the holle worlde. The other ys, yf her 
Majeftie {chall not allowe of thys, theñ to make fuche a 
compofycion as in fo broken a cawfe may be; of ether of 
wyche, for her Hyenys better farvys, we defyer to be ad. 
vertyfyd with fpede, havyng nothyng to doe tyll we have 
full refolutyon from her Majeftie, but to dryve:on the tyme 
by dylatorye plees; as by my Lord Regent's anfwere fent 
unto her Hyenes you maye perceave. Whether you take 
the fyrt waye or the laft, one thyng wold be prefentlye 
well wayed and confyderyd amongft you, and theruppon 
we to receave your refolutyon: What meanes and wayes 
you wyll have ufyd for the reconcylyatyon, and compond- 
yne 
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yng of the dyfferencys betwyne the Regent and hys partye 
of the one fyde, and the Duke with the Hameltons of the 
other, whoes partye I thynk as good as ther Quene's. And, 
for myn oune parte, what ende foever you take, I thynke 
you fchall make but boched work, yf you doe not fowndlie 
and perfeétlye conclude thowes dyfferencys : He beying ther 
ämongft you, you can better tell what humor for reconcy- 
lyatyon he ys in, than we heare ; and yeat I feare me, whan 
you have wrowgt hyme ther, he muft cume hether before 
enye full conclufyon wyll be made: As long as he dremes 
of a maryage to be hade betwyne hys fone the Lord of 4r- 
brothe and thys Quene, I thynke you fchall fynde that he 
wyll harkne to no ende, I fynd fo much by fume fecrete in- 
tellygenfe that I have heare. And thus you may fee howe 
farre, in friendchype to you as to my affuryit frynds, I wade 
in thys moft brykle cace ; for hear is no bodye of enye fyde, 
but that for feare, or myftrult, makes courtefye to utter 
playnlye ther mynds in that cace, wherein they knowe not 
the ende.

HIS daye the Lord Herries, and the Lord Boyde came

In the afternoone of the fame daye the Quene’s Majeftie’s 
Commyflioners fent to the Commyflioners of the Quene of 
Scottes, wifhing that they wolde, according to the Quene’s 
Majeltie’s pleafure in her late letters, procure their commyf- 
fion to be enlarged ; Whereunto in the end, after fome de- 
baitinge thereupon, the Lord Herries promyfed, that he 
wolde fend to the Quene his miftrefs for that purpofe, the 
alteration of which commyflion appeareth by their wordes 
hereafter following, which weare delivered in writinge to 
the Lord Herries,

ECAUSE your Grace defired me to write unto you 

of the humour that I fhould find this Quene in, now 
at my return unto her ; therefore it may pleafe the fame to 

under{ si that as I rade hitherward, cafting doubts with 
myfelf, whether her Majefty would anfwer the requeft of 
my ie i Murray and his party, for their affurance (a- 
forehand) to their fatisfaction, although it might be, that 
her Majefty would think meet, that they fhould probe 
fally and wholly to charge this Queen, an nd that your Lord- 
fhips, her Majeltie’s RANCE hh s, fhould proceed to the 

bearing of all things to the full on both fides : Therefore I 

mufed and did caft, and conceived in mine own. opinion, 
that although her Majefty would have the charge and hear- 
be ing to proceed on all fides to the full, yet there might be a 
| way left to a reconciliation, by a tha! of the publication of 
the odious accufations, if that it rio fuffice my Lord of 
Murray and his party, to content themfelves to proceed 
upon her Majeftie’s promife by your Lordfhips, that either 
fhe would, upon the full hearing, detain this Queen, and 
maintain the government of Scotland in the name of the 
young King her fon, or elfe that her Majefty would ftay the 
publicatio n of all the odious accufations, and would make 
conciliation to all their contentations.

the anfwer of her adverfaries, to the firft accufation of her 
Commiffioners ; but, faieth fhe, whether will they proceed 
to their odious accufations ? or whether will they ftay and 
be reconciled unto me ? or what will my good fifter do for 
me? I anfwered, That I knew no more, but that your 
Lordfhips had full authority to hear all the accufations and 
controverfies, and therefore I could not fee, but that the 
proceeding would follow accordingly, how flow foever they 
were in entring thereunto. Well, faith fhe, my Commiffi- 
oners fhall not begin feverely, but if they will fall to extre- 
mity, they fhall be anfwered roundly, and at the full, and 
then we are paft all reconciliation: Neverthelefs, as far as 
I could perceive by her, as long as there is no open publi: 
cation to the world of the odious accufations of her guilti- 
nefs of the murder, fhe may be eafily brought to a reconci- 
liation outwardly, fo-that fhe might be fet in the chief feat 
of government again. But how this reconciliation might 
ftand firm and’ fure. to her Majeftie’s benefit, I do not per-

Upon Wen/day Night late hither came the Bifhop of Roi 
and my Lord Boyd, her Commiflioners, and yefterdaÿ in 
the forenoon fhe had learned of them, that my Lord of Mar- 
ray and his party had privily uttered to your Lordfhips, that 
be her Majeltie’s Commiflioners, all that they were able to 

alleadge

from that to the end by his own hand, 
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alleadge againft her, and how that there would be a ftay of 
proceeding untill your Lordfhips were advertifed from the 
Quene’s Majeltie of anfwer of your letters lately fent up in 
that behalf; and my Lord Scroop can tell you of diverfe o- 
ther fpeeches that fhe uttered unto us; infomuch as we mar- 
velled how her Commiflioners could come by fuch intelligen- 
ces ; whereof we pleaded ignorance, and faid her adver- 
tifers deceived and abufed her: But fhe would not be per- 
fwaded.

Y¥ CAUSE I am advertifed from Yorke, that hyr Maje- 
{tie dothe hetherto {taye the anfweryng of the artykles 
of my Lord of Murraye and his partie, therefore I have 
thought good to ymparte unto you my doyngs in this mean 
tyme, by fending you herwith the copie of my letter which 
I fent to the Duke of Norfo/k’s Grace upon my returne he- 
ther: It femed a refolute opynyon at Yorke, that eyther 
there wold be no entrance into the odious accufations, or 
els the extreme perfecution of theyme owghte neceffarely to 
infue againfte this Queen. 
As towchyng the matter of my coulin George Corie, dc. 
I wrote the copies thereof alfo of myn owne hand, bycaufe. 
I thowght it not mete the underftanding thereof unto fer- 
vants : I doe fuppofe, that this Quene (to have hyr Maje- 
ftie’s 
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ftie’s favore) wold not ftyck to inklyne to fuch a one as he, 
and bycaufe he and his race have none other honor, credite 
nor countenance in. the worlde, but fuche as dependeth up- 
on her Majeftie’s favor towards theym ; therefore I cowld 
not thynk uppon any other that her Majeftie wold fo eafely 
allowe of in that behalfe. 

What is fytt for hyr Majeftie to do, paffethe my capace- 
tie to gyve cownfayle, the circumftances that have paffed 
are fo diverfe: All thyngs confydered, I fee not howe hyr 
Majeftie can with honor and fafetie detayne this Quene, un- 
les fhe fhall be utterlye difgraced to the worlde, and that 
contrarie partie be thorolye mayntayned. Agayne I fee not 
howe hyr Majeftié can fafelye make a reconciliation, and 
fet hyr in hyr feate with the ayde of a fixed counfayle or o- 
therwyfe, unlefs all forayn practifes may be avoyded by an 
Tnglyfhe maryage ; but althoe myn ygnorance be thus wyfe 
opened, yet without prejudicing of anye, I referr the judge- 
ment of thefe matters to theym that can fee farder.

Hir Hienes, we, 
and utheris hir trew fubjectis, dois maift forrowfullie lament 
that tragedy, mynding, with the avife and counfall of the 
Quenis 
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Quenis Majeftie of this reclme, maift rigorouflie to punifhe 
the fame ; and gif hir Grace had nocht bene trublit in hir 
auctoritie, the fame wald haif tane effe& or now. And be- 
caus in thair anfwer thay allege our faid Sovereigne volun- 
tarilie, uncompellit, to haif dimittit and refignit the gover- 
nament of hir realme and liegis to hir fone, the Prince, and 
confHtuted James Erle of Murray Regent, dureing his mi- 
noritie, with utheris inventit claufis, to hir Hienes difho- 
nour and difavantage, 

Firft, adhering to our former proteftatioun, That our faid 
Sovereigne, being ane fré Princes, with ane imperial crown 
grantit hir by God, acknawledgis na fuperior in erth : And 
thairfoir may not be content, that hir Majettie’s eftate and 
crown cum in queftioun before ony juge ; zit neverthelefs, 
for the declairing of the treuth and veritie to the Quenis 
Majeftie of this realme, your Grace and my Lordis Com- 
miffionaris, of fic thingis allegit be thayme contrare our So- 
vereigne, we do replie as follows : 

That quhairas it is allegit, that the complices of the Erle 
ef Murray tuke occafioun to put thame felfis in armis aganis 
the Quenis Hienes thair Sovereigne, becaus Fames Erle 
Boythwell being in fic grete credit and audoritie with his 
Sovereigne, being knawin, as thay affirm, the chief autor 
of the horrible murder comitted on her faid husband, ec. 
Quhilk can na ways excuis thair unnatural and difobedient 
fact, for thair part; for, gif he was principal autor of the 
murder, the fame was never knawin, nor manifeftit to her 
Hienes, bot the contrare did weill appere to her Grace, be 
refloun the faid Erle of Boythwell being fufpectit, indytit, and 
ordorlie fummounit be the lawis of that realme, was ac- 
quite be ane aflyfe of his Peiris, and the fame ratifiet and 
confirmit by auctoritie of parliament, be the greiteft part of 
the Nobilitie, afweill of the principallis guhilk now with- 
drawis thame felfis fenfyne from the Quenis Majeftie thair 
Sovereigne’s obedience, as utheris hir faythfull fubjectis, 
quhilkis alfo confentit and folicitit our faid Sovereigne to 
accomplifhe the faid marriage with him, as the man maift 
fitt in all the realme of Scot/and ; in fo doing promifing him 
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fervice, and her: Hienes loyall obedience: And mony of 
thame felfis gaif thair bandis unto him, to defend him aga- 
nis all thais quhafoever mycht challenge or perfew him thair« 
efter for the faid cryme, as thair hande-writtings can tefti- 
fie. And farther thay, nor nane of) thame, either befoir 
the marriage, or efter, cam to her Hienes, as the part of 
trew fubjects fhould haif done, knawing at that tyme (as 
thay affirme) the contrare, either privatelie or oppinly to 
find fault with the faid Erle concerning the murder forfaid, 
Or yet in ony ways feemit to grudge or difallow the faid 
marriage, unto fic tyme thay had pra@ïzit the keipar of the 
caftell.of Edinburgh and Proveft of the town, to be thair af- 
fiftaris; and then fecreitlie tuke armis, and upon the fud- 
dan on the nyght, with thair forces environit the caftell of 
Borthwik, quhair her Majeftie was iw quiet and peaciabill 
manner. So that thair firft warning was be fownd of trum- 
pet and thair {ycht in armes. And her Grace efchaping to 
Dunbar, quhairthrow thay could nocht attain to thair con- 
fpyrit purpos, returnit fuddenlie to Edinburgh, raifit bandis 
of men of weir, fet’ out thair proclamatiounis, affirming the 
fame to be for her releif, umbefett 'hir way betwixt hir 
Grace’s caftellis of Dunbar and Edinburgh, ‘And her Maje- 
{tie willing, for the tender luif her Hienes bair her fubjedtis, 
to ftanch all effufioun of blude amangis thayme, did nocht 
prefer the impunitie of the Erle Boythwell to her awn hd- 
nor, in féing him conwoyit away, as in their anfwer is con- 
tenit : For thay being on the feild in arrayit battell aganis 
hir Majeftie, fend the Laird of Grange to her Hienes, and 
defyrit her Grace to caus the Erle Boythwell/ pafs off the 
feildis, alleging him fufpect of the faid cryme, unto the tyme 
the caus mycht be tryit ; and that her Grace wald pafs with 
thame, and ufe the counfall of her Nobilitie, and thay fould 
honour, ferve.and obey her Majeftie as thair Princes and 
Sovereigne: And ypon thair promeis, for efchewing of 
bludefhed, as faid is, her Majeflie confentit thairto, and 
paft with the faid Laird of Grange to thame, quho at the 
famyn tyme tuik the Erle Boythwell be the hand, and baid 
him depart, promifing, that na man fhowld folow nor pet- 

few 
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few him : And fwa be thair awin confent he palt away : 
And gif thay had bene myndit to perfew him onlie, thay 
wald.nocht haif left the doing of all diligence was poflible, 
quhairthrow he mycht haif bene tane ; bot fra thay had got- 
tin her Majeftie’s perfoun in thair handis, thay maid na tra- 
vell nor perfuit aganis him fa lang as he was in the coun- 
trey neir thame, quhair he remanit ane gryte fpace, and 
mycht haif apprehendit him more eifilie, nor quhair lang 
tyme, he being furth of the realme and unrecoverabill, maid 
ane colorit maner of feiking him upon the fey; as now it 
appeiris manifeft, it was nocht him they focht, bot thair 
awin particular profit ; quhairthrow to all men of haill judge- 
ment it may appere, hir Grace preferrit nocht his efchaiping 
and impunitie to hir awin honour: For quhatfoever was 
left ondone in that behalfe, it may maift juftlie be laid to 
thair awin charge. 

And thairafter, at her Grace’s firft cuming to thame on 
the feildis, the Erle of Mortoun faid to hir Majeftie, with 
gryte reverence, Madame, heir is the place zour Grace 
fhould be; and we will honour, ferve, and obey zow, as 
ever the Nobilitie of this realme did ony of zour progeni- 
tors of befoir; and, haifing ratifyit the promeis maid be 
the Laird of Grange in thair names, hir Majettie pafling 
with thame to Edinburgh, being ludgit in ane fempill bur- 
ges hous, (fetting afyde her awin pallaces and caftellis) and 
ruidlie and rigorouflie entreatit be thame, contrare thair 
promeis, being thair Princes and Sovereigne, it was na 
wounder in cafe her Majeftie had gevin thame quick and 
fcharp anfweris, (as we belief) nocht unreafonablie, bot was 
always content, tuitching ‘ony thing allegit be thame, to of- 
fer the fame to be reformit be the tryall of the haill Nobili- 
tie, and Eftaitis of the realme, her Grace being prefent and 
heard ; and to that effect direétit her Secretare Lethingtown 
to thair counfall that held her captive at that tyme, and was 
aluterlie refufit thairof; and maid na offer to leif the re- 
alme, that her Grace mycht poifeffe the Erle Bothwell, as 
thay allege. 

And thairefter her Grace was fecretlie convoyit perforce, 
and 
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and aganis her will, in the nycht, and inprifonit within the 


fortalice of Lochlevin. Quhair, thay allege, her Hienes find- 
ing herfelf irkfum and wearie of the governament of her re- 
alme and liegis thairof, for the quhilk and uther confiderati- 
ounis moving her, her Majeftie dimittit the fame in favours 
of the Prince her fone, conftituting the faid Erle of Mur- 
ray his Regent during his minoritie, willinglie and uncom- 
pellit thairto ; 

It is manifeft the trueth to be otherwife, as evidentlie may 
appere be mony findrie and infallible refounis. For firit, 
her Majeltie is nocht of fic aige, or fubjeét to maladies and 
feiknes, (thanks to God) or fo unhabil of her perfoun, for 
to refufe that quhilk God had gevin her Hienes to reule. 
And it is certane, before the fubfcryving of the allegit di- 
miffione, that the Erle of Athole, Lardis of Tullibardin and 
Lethingtown, being principallis of thair counfall, fent Ro- 
bert Melwile to her Hienes with ane ring and tokenis, coun- 
falling hir Majeftie to fubfcryve fic writingis as would be 
prefented to her Grace, for dimifioun of her crown, for to 
put off that prefent deith quhilk was preparit for her Hie- 
nes, gif fhe refufit the fame; affuring her, quhatfumever 
her Majeftie did in captivitie mycht nocht prejuge her Hie- 
nes in na fort: And als the faid Robert /Melwile brocht at 
the fame time ane writing fra Sir Nicolace Throgmortone 
writtin with his awin hand, defyring her Hienes to fub- 
fcryve quhatever thay woulde require her unto ; for the e- 
ftate, quhairin her Grace was then, coulde not prejuge her, 
quhatever her Majeftie fubfcryved : Quhom to her Grace 
fent anfwer in writ, that her Hienes would ufe his counfall, 
and prayit him to declair unto hir derreft filter, the Quenis 
Majeftie of England his maftres, how hir Hienes was handi- 
lit be hir fubjeétis, and quhat eftaite her Grace was in for 
the tyme; and to declair alfo, that the fubfcryving of that 
dimiffioun was again{t her will; and doubtis nocht, bot the 
faid Sir /Vicolace {chewit the famyn unto the Quenis Maje- 
ftie of this realme, her Hienes being myndit, at that tyme, 
to haif fend an armie in Scot/and for the delyvering of her 
Majeflie farth of prefoun, war not her Majeltie was fuirlie 
adver- 
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advertifit in cafe her Hienes had fo done, the blude of our 
maltres had payt the /ou/d * of her Hienes fouldiouris. And 
at the prefenting of the faidis writingis of dimiflion of her 
crown to hir Majeftie, be the Lord Lyrdfay, he minaflit her 
Grace, that gif fhe wald nocht fubfcryve, he had command 
to put her prefentlie in the towre, and wald do the fame, 
and counfalit hir to fulfill thair defyre, or ellis war ** would 
fchortlie follow; quhilk her Hienes fubfcryvit with mony 
tearis, never luiking what was contenit in the writings : 
Declaring plainly thaireftir, gif ever hir Grace come to li- 
berti, [fhe] wolde never abyde thairat, becaus it was a- 
gainft her Majeftie’s will, 

And ais the Laird of Lochlevin, being then her keipar, 
would nocht cum prefent, and defyrit ane writing of her 
Hienes, to teftifie that he was nocht prefent the tyme of 
her fubfcriptioun, becaus he knew the fame to be done a- 
gainft her will; and that the fame fhould nocht be impuit 
to him in time cuming; quhilk writing he obtenit: And 
gif probabill appearance fhould haif place, hir Grace’s con- 
ditioun had bene verray {trait and miferable in the faid di- 
miflioun, quhairin nather hir Hienes had refervit onie por- 
tioun of hir revenue quhairon to haif leivit, nor obtenit 
thairby hir libertie, nor zit fuir promeis nor affurance of 
the faiftie of her lyfe. 

Quhilk premiflis being confiderit, our faid Soverane has 
na wayis prejugit hir titill and eftait in the faid forfit di- 
miflioun, quhilk neither law of God nor man dois appreiff ; 
for at hir furth cuming of the faid prefoun, in prefence of 
ane gryte part of her Hienes Nobilitie in Hammyltown, re- 
voikit the faid pretendit dimiffioun of hir crown, and all 
that followit thairupon, affirming the fame be ane folemn 
aith to haif bene done for feir of her lyfe. 


The pretendit coronatioun of hir Hienes fone, in réfpect . 


of the premiflis, alfweill undewlie as unorderlie led, can 
prejuge hir Majeftie in na wayis ; for quhair in that realme 
thair is ma Erlis, Bifchopis and Lordis, haifing voice in 
parliament nor an hundreth, off the quhilk the haill, or, at 
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the leift, the greyteft part fhould haif confentit thairto, and 
to all uthir publick actiounis of confequence, wer onlie four 
Erles ; quhairof the moft honorabill hes focht the fevint or 
eight place in parliament amangis the Erlis, nor the firft of 
twenty voitis, amangis the haill Eftatis ; fex Lordis onlie, 
quha wer all at her Grace’s taking, together with ane Bi- 
fchope, and twa or thré Abbotis and Prioris: Quhilk could 
be na fufficient number to determine and conclude fa weigh- 
tie an caus, proteftations being openlie made, “ Quhatfo- 
«© ever was done at the faid coronatioun, contrare hir Ma- 
< jeftie’s eftait royall, hir perfoun, or zit in affirming onie 
66 Regent, fould in na ways prejuge hit Hienes felf, nor hir 
 eftate royall, nor zit the nerreft lauchfallie defcendit of 
“ hir Majeftie’s progenitouris blude, Kingis and Quenis of 
€ Scotland : Becaus her Grace had hene lang time bygane, 
6 and at that time, ftraitly and rigorouflie kepit within the 
& fortalice of Lochlevin ; quhair nane of her faythfull fub- 
“ jectis, nor the King of France’s Ambaffador, being pre- 
& fent for the tyme, nor zit the Queen of Jngland’s that 
« com thairefter to that effect, mycht haif frie accefs to her 
6 Hienes, to know quhidder the faid dimiflion was willing- 
« ly done be her Majeftie, or nocht,” as authentick inftru- 
mentis, in prefence of the forfaid number of the Nobilitie 
thair prefent takin, will proport. For gif her Grace had 
willingly dimittit the fame, as hir Hienes did not, hir Hie- 
nes could nocht haif nominat the faid Eple of Murray Re- 
gent, for thair wet utheris, to haif bene preferrit to him, 
quha wer mair lawfull, and had mair right thairto, and wor- 
thelie ufit the governament of that realme, in our faid Sove- 
ranis minoritie. 

Quhairthrow the faid pretendit coronatioun, the allegit 
invefting, and wrongous electioun pf the faid Regent, nor 
the affirming thairof be pretendit parliament, was nather 
dewlie, richtlie, nor ordourlie done, as in thair anfwer thay 
affirme, nor zit obeyit univerfallie within the haill realme ; 
becaus ane gryte part of the Nobilitie, and fpeciallie of the 
mailt principallis, never obeyit, voitit, or fubfcryvit with 
thame, but ever enrollit, and held thair courtis in the Quenis 
Maje- 


_ te 
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|-Majéftie thair Sovereignis name. And utherts, quhilk did 
| compere in the faid pretendit parliament, tuik inftrumentis 
| and proteflatiounis, baith in articlis, and at the voiting 


tyme in plane parliament, that thay confentit to na hurt of 


| the Quenis Majeftie’s perfoun, eftait royall, nor crown, far- 
(«ther nor her Hienes wald frielie appreif hirfelf being at 
| -libertie, nor yet wald voit in onie thing concerning her 
| Grace's honor nor lyfe; bot planelie opponit themfelfis in 


the contrare, howbeit thay haif caufit infert uthirwayis in 


| thair pretendit atis, and will fuffer in na wayis thair Glarkis 


to gif furth the forefaid proteftatiounis. 
And quhair it is allegit, that certane of the faid Nobili- 


| tie, favoraris of the Quenis.Majeftie thair Sovereigne, wer 


impatient to fee the puir pepill of that realme enjoy quict- 


| nes, and difdaning to fee juftice proceid, to the punifhment 


of the offendaris, over the haill realme : Be the contrare, 
the eternal God knawis, and men in erth dois teftifie, quhat 
murder and bludfhed, quhat thift and reif, quhat deftructi- 
oun of policeis, in cafting downe cathedrall kirkis, and 
true Barronis houfis, and taking up. of true mens gudis to 


| fatisfie thair fouldiouris, haif bene committit fen that pre- 
| tendit coronatioun and ufurpit regiment, as be the particu- 


laris will appere, quhen thay fhall be gevin in; the like 


| quhairof in croniclis hath nather bene heard, nor fene, nor 
| writtin thir mony hundreth zeiris. 


And to the laft allegit offencis, comittit be our faid So 
vereigne’s liegis and true fubjectis, in withdrawing thame 


from the faid pretendit authoritie, in haulding of houfis, 


cuming to the feildis in weirlik manner, taking and inpref- 


| foniñg of officiaris for making of proclamatiounis aganis 


thair authoritie, we affirm the fame, in fa far as it was be 
the commandment of our faid Sovereigne Ladie in executis 
on of juftice, to be maft juftlie, dewlie and ordourlie done, 
as thay that had lauchfull powar and auétoritie of her Hies 
nes grantit thaitto; and quhafoever hes done ony fic attis, 
nocht auétorizit be hir Majeftie, we affirm the fame maift

It is thaixfor requirit in her Hienes behalf, that her Grace 
Y may 
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may be fupportit and fortifeit be the Quenis Hienes of Jng- 
land, to peaciablie enjoy and govern her realme, and liegis 
thairof, according to it that God hath callit hir Grace unto, 
and thair ufurpit and pretendit auétoritie to be null fra the

bill enfew thairupon: Alwayis protefting to add to thir 
preiniflis, as tyme and neid fhall requyre.

Part of a letter from Queen Elizabeth to her Commifioners, 
16th October 1568. 


From the original in the Paper-office. 


W E grete you well. We have of late receaved your fe- 
verall letters of the 9th and 11th of this Month, with 
all fuch other matters conteyned in fundry writings, as by 
your faid letters hath been mentioned. Upon confideration 
wherof, with fuch of our counfell as now attend upon us, 
we have, after good deliberation, found fuch. difficulties 
how to make a certen refolute anfwer unto yow, as we are 
rather moved to have furder advife of others of our coun- 
fell now abfent, and likewife of you ther, then prefently to 
make any foddayn and incertayn determination upon the 
whole body of the matter. Wherefore like as we meane to 
fend for certen of the Lords of our counfell as be now ab- 
fent, to have and ufe their advife, fo we are defirous to 
have fome underftanding of your opinions, and therwith al- 
fo to feele the minds of both the parties with whom you 
have 
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| have there to doo. For which purpofe we wold have you 
| Sir Raff Sadleir make your repaire hither to us, as you may 
| with fpede, by whom having your advifes therto, we may 
| be afferteyned in certen queftions and matters conteyned in 
| a writing here included: And likewife we defire to have 
here the Lord of Lyddyngton and James Makgill; and on 
_th’other parte, the Lord Hereys and the Abbot of Killwyne 
| ning. And yet, for the procuring of them to come hither, 
we think good thefe meanes be ufed : We wold have yow to 
declare unto the Commiffioners on both partes, either feve- 
| rally or joyntly together, that upon the complaints made 
| on the Queen's behalf, and the anfwers made therto on the 
| other parte, (wherof yow have fent us the true copies, and 
| have required to know our furder pleafure for your furder 
proceeding) we have found it very neceffary, for our owne 
information, and for the more fpeedy and good ending of the 
| wholl matters, to have fome one of ether party, ether of the 
| Commiflioners themfelves, or of fuch as they fhall allowe, 
| to come hither unto us; with whom, as with perfons of 
| underflanding, and having credit, we may fo confer, as 
| thereby we may finally tak fome refolution how to direct 
| the doing of you our Commiffioners for the fpeedy ending 
| of the wholl caufe ; wherin you may faye, we do find cer 
| ten fuch difficulties, as without fuch a conference, by way 
of fpeche with fome of ether party, we cannot give you fuch 
a direction as might without furder delay of time, by fend- 
ing to and fro, make an end of the wholl caufe, for the 
| commodity and fatisfaction of both parties. And having 
propounded this motion unto them, you may, as of your 
felves, procure the Quecn’s parte to allowe of the fending 
of the Lord Hereys, and of the Princes parte to fend the 
Lord of Lyddyngton, if you fhall think that th’Erle of Murs 
ray will committ as much truft unto him as we think he is 
here able to conceave and difcharge in conference with us, 
And therwith you the Duke and the Erle may adde, that 
yow will be bold to fend Sir Raff Sadleir likewife unto us, 
to be prefent with them at our conference, who may be 
therby the meeter at his returne with themto bryng to yow 
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our perfect refolution for the wholl matter, “And this being’ 
done and accorded, we think it good that fome private mo- 
tion be made apart to the Abbot of Killwynning, by way of 
a friendly manner, to advife him, in refpect of the Duke of 
Chatilrault’s caufe, to come up and be here at this confe- 
rence alfo. And if it be found, that Lyddyngton fhall not 
be thought by the Erle of Murray mete ynough for his 
parte, than though he fend any other of his collegues in 
commyfhon with hym, yet we cold be content that Lyd- 
dyngton might alfo come, in refpeét of the acquayntance he 
hath here.” For the time of their comming, you may move 
them to ufe as much diligence as themfelves fhall allowe of, 
and, as foon as you can, to wryte therof unto us. And 
the more willingly to induce them of the Queen’s parte 
therunto, who, we think, will moft fufpect the fame, we 
wold have yow to ufe all good meanes, wherby the Queen 
may underftand, that this our conference is enténded to take 
away the delay of time, which of force we fee like to en- 
fue, by fending to and fro by way of letters and writing be- 
twixt us and yow our Commiffioners, in fuch uncertayn 
forte as we cannot fee any lykilood, but by this means, how 
to end this caufe in honorable forte, and mete for all par 
ties. 

In the dealyng herin, yow fhall doo well to have good 
regard that none òf the Queen of Scots Commiffioners may 
gather any dout of any evill fuccefs of her caufe, but that 
they may imagyn this ‘conference of ours principally to be 
ment how her reftitution may be devifed with fuerty of the 
the Prynce -hir fonne, and the Nobility that have adhered 
to hym ; and therin yow fhall doo well to underftand theit 
intentions in as many refonable degrees as may be devifed} 
fo as, at the coming of you Sir Raff Sadleir, v we may have 
the more facility to treat thereof, &c. 
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The Duke of Norfolk, Earl of Suffex, and Sir Ralph Sadleir, 
to the Quene’s moft excellent Majeftie.

LEASITHE it your Highnes to underftand, that like 

as by our laft letters it may appeare to your Majeftie, 
that the Earle of Murray and his colleagues had put in an 
anfweare to the complainte exhibited apain{t them by the 
adverfe partie, (the copie of which anfweare we fent to your 
Majeltie :) So did we alfo deliver a copie of the fame unto 
the Byfhoppe of Rofs, and his colleagues, requyringe them 


to replie thereunto, as they fhould thinke convenient. Where“ 


upon they pawfed a whole daye and more, and at laft fhew- 
ed unto us, that it behoved fome of them to fpeake with the 
Quene their Sovereign, before they could make their replie ; 
for that thereby fome matteir were like to growe and come 
in queltion, whiche they might not treate of, untill they 
knew the Queen their miftrefs pleafure : Which we referred 
to their owne will, and fo on Wenfdaie laft in the morn- 
inge, the Byfhoppe of Rofs and the Lord Boyde tooke their 
waye from hence to Bolton. In the meane feafon arrived 
heare your Highnes lettres addrefled to me the Duke of Nor- 
folk: According to the continue thereof, I moved the Farle 
of Murray, of the Queen of ‘Scottes requeaft made to your 
Majeltie for the removinge of the Lord Seton and others, 
her frendes, being prifoners, owt of Edenborowgh caftell ; 
for that the fame was vifited with ficknes : Whereunto he 
anfweared, that thowghe the towne were vifited with the 
pleague, yet he heard not, but that the caftell was cleare, 
and that theare weare of his deareft frendes within the fame, 


fuche as he loved dearely, which had the cuftody and charge 
of the caftell : neverthele 


ffe, if theare weare any danger 
within the caftell, | 
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plifhe your Grace’s pleafure. We moved alfo the Lord 
Herries, and other his colleagues now beinge heare, for the 
amplification of their commiflion, in forte as your Majeftie 
hathe fignified by your faid letters: Whiche the Byfhoppe 
of Rofs, and the Lord Boyde, beinge now returned from 
Bolton, have accomplifhed, and browght with them a new 
commiflion of like effect as the other was, (favinge that mo 
wordes be added) geavinge them auéthoritie, and power to 
treate, conclude and decerne upon all matteirs and caufes in 
controverfie betwene the Queen of Scottes and her fubjeéts ; 
fo alwaies as the fame do not touche the title of her crowne, 
nor fovereignetie thereof. They have alfo now delivered 
unto us their replication to the anfweare of their adverfe 
partie, the copie of which replication we fend herewith to 
your Majeftie.

and we have conferred with the Scottifbe Commiffioners a- 
parte, accordinge to the contynence of her Majeitie’s faid 
letters: And the Erle of Murray and his colleagues have 
agreed 
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agreed to fend forthewith to her Majeftie the Laird of Le» 
thington, and Mr. James Makgill. And the Erle of Mur» 
ray, alleaginge, that they might percafe have fome occafion 
to fend again to him, before they coulde refolve with her 
Majeftie upon fome things, whiche may come in queftion, 
which, as he faid, woulde be a delaye and traéte of time, 
fhewed himfelf therefore right willinge to have come him- 
felf, fayinge, he had liver go with the firt, than have oc» 
cafion to come at the laft; fo as if her Majeftie’s pleafure 
fhal be to have him come thither, we fee that he will not 
be unwillinge to accomplifhe the fame.

And now the faid Erle of Murray being permittit to come 
in hir prefence, quhilk gif the like benot grantit us, as is 
reffonabill, and zit our fifter will condemn us in our ab: 
fence, not haveing place to anfwer for ourfelf, as juftice re» 
quires; in Confideration of the premiflis ye fhall brek your 
conference, and proceid na further therin, but take your 
leive and cum away. And gif our fifter will alledge, that 
at the beginning we were content our caufis fhould have 
been conferrit on by Commiflioners, it is of verity. But 
fen our rebels, and principals thairof, have free accefs to- 
wards 
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wards hir, to accufe us in hir prefence, and the fame de- 
nyit unto us, quhairthrow perfonally we may declair our 
innocence, and anfwer. to their calumnies, beand haldin as 
prifoner from/hir prefence, tranfportit fra place to place as 
prifoner, cuming into hir realme of our fré will to feek hir 
fupport and natural amitie, we have tane fic refolution, that 
we will nothing to be further conferrit on, except we be 
prefent afore her, as the faid rebels. To the reft, gif our 
gude fifter will confider our caufe juftly, putting partiality 
afide, that unjuftly the faid rebels imprifonitus, and reft us of 
our fortreffes, artillery, munitionis, ftores, and reft our 
hail rich jewels from us, require hir, in the prefence of al} 
the {trange Ambaffadors, and Nobility of her realme, that 
we may have the faid rebels ftayit and arreftit, wha are un- 
der hir powar ; and in fa far as we fhall preif againft them, 
that falfely, malicioufly, and trateroufly thay have attemptit 
againit our proper honor, quhairof we defire reparation. 

And ye, my Lord Herris, we pray you in all thingis for- 
faid to employ yourfelf, and follow our intention with fuch 
dexterity as you can very well ufe; and to add heirto, as 
ye fhall think neceflar, following the knawledge quhilk ye 
have of the premiflis and proceedings bypaft, quhairin ye 
travellit in the maift part thairof. Swa committing yow to 
the protectionn of God Almighty, Oc, Off Bolton, the 22d 
day of November 1568. |

C'LIZABETH, by the grace of God, Quene of Eng- 
gland, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. 

To all manner of perfons to whofe knowledge theis pre- 
fents fhall come, greeting. Whereas heretofore upon fun- 
dry requefts made unto us by our good fifter and couzine 
Marie the Quene of Scotts, we did make, conftitute and 
ordeine, by our letters patents under our great feale of Eng- 
land, bearing date the 20th day of September laft, our right 
truftie and right entirely beloved coufine and Counfaylor 
Thomas Duke of Norfolk, and our right truftie and right 
wellbeloved coufine and Counfaylor Thomas Earle of Suffex, 
and our truftie and right wellbeloved Counfaylor Sir Ralph 
Sadler, Knight, to be our Commiflioners and deputies {pe- 
ciall, with authoritie to commun, treate, and conclude with 
our faid fiter or her rn, ag and alfo with Fames 
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Erle of Murray and others coming with him, in the name 
of the Prince, fonne of our faid fifter, howfoever he fhould 
be named, Kinge or Prince of Scot/ande, upon all manner of 
controverfies, matters and debates, betwixt the faid Quene 
and any other perfon of the realme of Scotland adheareinge

Sir Nicholis Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seale of England, Thomas Duke of Norfolk, Erle Marfhall 
of England, Thomas Erle of Suffex, Robert Erle of Leyces 
fier, Edward Lord Clynton and Saye, &c. Sir William Cecil 
Knight, dc. and Sir Ralphe Sadler Knight, Gc. beinge af: 
fembled as her Majeltie’s Commiffioners ahd Counfaylors, 
and fittinge in the faid chamber at a long table, beinge á 
table of counfel, declared to Zohn Bifhop of Roffe, Robert 
Lord Boyd, John Lord Herries, and Gawin Commendator

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fhop and his “colleagues, and alfo of the faid Erle of Mur- 

ray and his colleagues, the Lord mar of the gréate Seale, 
in the name of the reft, declared to-them the Quene’s Ma- 
jeltie’s finceritie and good meaninge forthe treatie hereof, 
haveinge ftraightly charged them her Commiffionaris in this

And afterward the faid Bifhop of Roffe and his colleagues, 
Commiffionaris of the faid Quene of Scotts, offered them- 
felyes to take their oath, (and willinglie layeinge their hands 
upon the faid book, beinge in the hands of the faid preben- 
dary, made their oath as follows, ut fupra, pag..125. the 
names of the new Commifioners being fuperadded. 

After which oaths fo made, the faid Bifhop and his col 
leagues beinge by the Quene’s Majeftie’s Commiflionaris de- 
maunded, whether they meant to perfift and awowe their 
former writings’ delivered by them at York, wherof the one 
was ane accufation of James Erle of Murray, and divers o- 
thers of the Nobilitie of Scot/and, for mifufeinge themfelves 
towards the. Quene of Scotts. The other was entituled, 4 
replication exhibited by the fame Commiffioners to the anfwere 
made by the Erle of Murray and his Colleagues. The faid 
Bifhop and his colleagues anfwered, That they were verie 
well content to acknowledge all manner of writings, and 
{pecially thofe two above mentioned, to be their owne acts, 
and that they weare ready to recognife the fame againe at 
this fame tyme, Wherupon they having the faid two feve- 
rall writings fhewed unto them, and fignéd with their owne 
proper hands, they perufeing the fame, did delyver and pre- 
-fent the faid writings to the Quene’s Majeltie’s Commifho-

HE Quene’s Majeftie having report made to her of 
four articles, being in forme of queftions, which the 
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Erle of Murray ‘and his colleagues produced at York, and: 
required anfwer therto, hath willed us her Majeftie’s Com- 
miflioners to declare to them, that confidering her Majeftie 
hath appointed the hearing of the whole caufe betwixt the 
Quene of Scotts and them by her commiflion, to us of fpe-. 
cial truft of faithfulnes and uprightnes directed, and that we: 
have taken our corporall oaths, to do therein fincerely and 
uprightly, there needeth not upon the matters confidered a- 
ny furder anfwer to the faid articles, but to affure them, 
that hir Majeftie will herein, upon the hearing and determi- 
nation of the fame caufe, do, or caufe.be done, that which 
fall be agreeable to the honor of Almighty God, and to the 
maintenance of the innocent, and reproof of the guilty ; 
with which anfwer hir Majeftie trufteth they will be con- 
tent. 

And if this manner of anfwer fhall not content them, but 
that they will perfift in requeft to have furder particular an- 
fwer, hir Majeftie then would have them to underftand, that 
though fhe fhall anfwer the fame according to the fincerity 
of hir good meaning and intention, yet fhe meaneth not 
nor will, that any perfon do thereof interprete, that there-

The Anfwer. We have fuch authoritie to procede hetk- 
in,

On may appear unto you. 

II. Article or Queftion. “ Next, having fufficient com- 
“ miffion, whether ye mean and will promife us to pro- 
& nounce according thereunto, and without furder delay, 
« the matter being firt deduced ?” 

The Anfwer. We will certenly report to the Quene’s 
Majeftie, that which we fall in our confciences, according 
to our oaths, find to be true, and her Majeftie will alfo 
pronounce and notify that which to her fall appear in this 
caufe to be true, without any furder unneceffary delay. 

III. Article or Queflion. <“ In cafe fhe be found guilty, 
“ we defire to be refolved beforehand, for our fureties, quhe- 
& ther the Quene our Soveraigne’s mother fhall be deliverit 
“ in our handes, or fic order put to hir perfon within the 
& realme of England, as the King and we thall be affurit to 
“ be fauf from all danger, that may enfue upon hir liberty 
“ in time coming ?” 

The Anfwer. If the Quene of Scotts fall be juftly pro- 
ved and found guilty of the murder of hir husband, which

T HE Quene’s Majeftie’s Commiffioners, which were here 

yelterday, came all hither this Friday in the forenone, 
before whome came the Erle of Murray and his colleagues, 
and being required what they had to fay, they required, 
that before they fhould enter into any further matter for 
aunfwereing further to fuch matters wherewith they were 
chardged by the writinge of their adverfaries, entitled, A 
réplication, &c. that they might deliver a proteflation in 
writinge, fubfcribed with their hands, and that the fame 
might be heard and confidered by the Quene’s Majeftie’s 
Commiflioners before they fhall proceed any furder in this 
caufe ; and fo the fame was redd and heard, and thereupon 
they alfo requyred it might be inferted amongft the acts of 
this {eflion, the tenor whereof is as followeth : 
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Proteflation by the Earle of Murray and his colleagues, when 
they exhibited their accufation againf} Queen Mary.

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Kingis murther, and, be juft executioun thairof, to dryve 
the sklander of that, abominabill fa@ from the haill nation, 
upon the heidis of a few, according to there deferts, may 
ferve for a fufficient teftimony to the warld, how unwilling 
we have alwife been to twiche the King our Soveraigne 
Lordis moder in honour, or to publifh unto ftrangeris ma- 
teris tending to her perpetual infamy ; zit fhall it not bea- 
mifs upon this prafent occafion to twich briefly, what has 
bene and yet is our meanyng thairin. Sic was our devotion 
towards hir, alfwell by private affectiorin, quhairby every 
ane of us was led to wifhe hir weill, as alfo for publiét re- 
fpectis ; that, rather than we wald fpott her honeftie with 
the fociety of that deteftibill murder, we were content to 
wink at the fhrewd reportis of the warld, quha, not being 
privy to the groundis quhairupon our actions were foundit, 
and fwa, for lake of information, mifcon{truying our do- 
ingis, blaifonit us as traitoris and rebellis to our native 
Prince, in quhais perfoun we had putt handis without ony 
deferving. It had bene eafy for us to have wyped away 
thir and the like objeétiounis with a few wordis, pif we 
wald have utterit matter quhilk we kept in ftore for the la- 
ter caft: But fa defireous were we to cover her fhame, that 
we were content to beir a part of hir burding, fuffering the 
warld to live ftill in doubt of the juftice of our quarrell, and 
confequentlie to fpeke every ane as thair affectiounis were 
inclynit, fa far furth, that when we were preflit be the 
Quenis Majeltie of England, and King of France’s Ambaf- 
fadors, to gif a refloun quhy we detenit the Quene in Loch- 
levin, we never came further for anfwer to thame, bot on- 
lie, hir affectioun was fo exceflive towards Bothwile, chief 
author and executor -of the murther, that fhe being at li- 
bertie, it wald not be poflible to punifh him ; and therefoir 
it behovit us for a feafon to fequeftrate hir perfoun, till he 
might be apprehendit. In what danger this dealing was like 
to caft us is mair than evident, quhairas we could luke for 
nathing bot plaine hoftility from France, and the Quenis 
Majeltie of Englandis mynd was clene alienatit from us, for 
Jake of due information, and by refloun of our filence, kë- 


pand 
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pand back the chiefeft caufes of our emotion; quhilk being 
hid from her Highnes, and not utterit to the warld, it was 
to be fearit, fcho wold call the juftice of our caufe in doubt ; 
and fo gif fcho fhould difallow of our doyings, we were left 
deftitute of her Majeftie’s ayde, at quhais handis we princi- 
pallie loukit to reffave comfort in all times of daunger, be- 
ing the Prince of Chriftiandom, quha has grciteft intereft to 
profequute the punifhment of that murther, in fa far as the 
King, in quhais perfoun it was perpetratit, had that honour 
to be fa nere of hir Majeftie’s blude ; befides that he was 
born hir fubjeét, quhairby, be God's ordnance, {cho is bound 
to crave his blude out of the handis of the murtheraris. In 
the fame moderatioun we could ftill be content to conteine 
our felfis, gif the continewance of Scotland in the ftate of a 
kingdom, and the profeflioun of the true religion, wald per- 
mit it; for we remember quhat perfoun fcho is quhom this

TS prefent 29th, at one of the clock in the after- 

noon, the Quene’s Majefty’s Commiffioners fytting in 
theyr accuftomed place, having with them the Erle of Mur- 
ray and his colleagues, required of them whether they wold 
have the wryting lat aforementioned, named, 4n eik to 
theyr former anfwer, to be delivered to the Bifhop of Rofeé 
and his colleagues, without any furdre matter ; who an- 
fweared, that they wear well content that it fhuld be deliver- 
ed, requyring that, if theyr adverfaryis wold deny the fame, 
they might be called to make their proofes therof, which 
they had in readynes whenfoever the fame fhuld be requy- 
red. And fo, after the fayd Erle and his colleagues were dè- 
parted, the Erle of Lennox, father to the Quene’s husband, 
that was murdred, cam to the faid Commiffioners, and, af- 
ter lamentable declaration made of his naturall grefe, where

After this don, about the hour of three the fanie after- 
noone, cam to the faid Commiffioners the forefaid Bifhop 
of Roffe and his collegues, to whom it was declared, that 
wher at York they had exhibited in wryting an accufation of 
the faid Erle of Murray and others, wherunto anfwear was 
made by the faid Erle at the fame tyme, and in the end ther 
was one claufe in manner of a refervation of a powre for 
them to add therto; to which anfwer the faid Bifhop and 
his collegues had ‘exhibited a replication : Now the faid Erle 
and his collegues, fot furdre anfwear, have exhibited a wry- 
ting fubfcribed with theyr-handes, named by them, 47 ¿if 
to their former anfwear, which they have delivered, after a 
proteftation firft maid of theyr great greife, in being therto 
compelled by theyr adverfaries ; which wryting, named 4» 
eik, was fhewed to the Bifhop and his collegues, offring ta 
them the liberty to doo what they fhuld think fit herin, 
Whereupon they receaving a true copie therof, withdrew 


| themfelfes into an other chambre, and after refonable tyme 


they retourned, faying, that they had perufed it, and found, 
it very ftrange, and as a thing unlooked for, that the other 
partie wold put in wryting any fuch matter with fuch bold- 
nes, and in fuch forte, {pecially confidering the Quene they 
Soverayn had fo much benefited the greteft nombre of them, 
and howfoever they did in theyr wryting charge the Quene 
theyr Soverayn, they for theyr parts wold as boldly defend 
her ; adding in the end, that howfoever the nature of that 
cafe was, yet it becomed not them as fubjeéts to touch het 
in this manner. After which fpeches ufed, they requyred 
not to have the fame taken now for theyr anfwear, for that 
the matter was of great weight, and requyted fome furdré 
tyme of advyfe ; wherin they wear offfed to take what tymé 
they pleafed, and fo they offred to return to-morrow in

red fummarely all the whole proceedings, as wellinthe com 
million at York as'in this alfo : And for his more particuler in- 
formation, the copies of the accufation, the anfwear, the re4 
plication, and the laft proteftationn and addition made by the 
Erle of Murray and his colleagues, having:bein fhewed ta 
him, his Lordfhip did the better underftand this manner of 
fummary. declaration by word of mouth ; and, amongft-o- 
ther thinges, mention being made to him, how the Commifs 
fioners on all three parts had taken their othes for-their ups 
| right 
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right proceeding herin, his Lordfhip having underftoode by 
fight in wryting what was conteyned in the othe, fayd, he 
was content to take the like othe if it were offered him, and 
fo laying his hand upon the New Teftament, the lyke othe 
being redd unto him, as was at the firit begyning to others 
of his colleagues, he toke it. 

After this immediatly the Bifhop of Rofe and the reft 
came to the Commiflioners, and fate downe at the counfell 
table, where the Bifhop of Roffe fayd, they had confidered 
of the writing called, The eik, and before they wold fhew 
what they thought thereof, it was required, that the Lord 
Hereys, who had ben beft acquainted in this matter from 
the beginning might be heard to fay fomewhat, which was 
granted. And fo he began to fay, that he having certen 
things herin to utter, and dowting his memory, he had 
made fome notes in writing of that which he had to fay, and 
fo he redd the faid writing, wherin he alledged, that the o- 
ther parties had invented this accufation of the Quene for 
mayntennence of their owne treafons, fhewing, that where 
fome of the beft of them had receaved great benefites of the 
Quene whilft fhe was of tender yeres, and how fhe had in 
that time difpofed away fo much of the revenues of her 
crowne as fhe had diminifhed two parts therof, leaving for 
hir felf and hir fucceflor but a third, which fhe confidering 
when fhe came to twenty five yeres of age, and finding, that 
though fhe might for hir lief indure the lack therof, in re- 
fpect of her dowery in France, and other cafualtyes, being 
no parcell of her crown, yet her fucceffors fhuld not be able 
fo to do; whereupon fhe made, according to the order of 
the law, revocation ; and thefe parties which now accufé 
her, fearing that in time comming fhe wold extend the fame 
upon fome of them, knew no other way to maynteyne them: 
felves in their rules and lyvelyhoodes, but to invent thefe 
kind of flaunders againft their Soveraigne Lady, whom, it 
fhuld well appeare when the truth of the caufe fhuld be 
knowen, the world fhuld playnly underftand to be free from 
thefe flanderous and treafonable accufations : And therefore 
the faid Lord Hereys requiring the Quene’s Majeftie’s Com-

the moft ancient and noble blood of the realme, to fufpend 
their opinions herein, and to confider how dangerous this 
example may be for fubjeéts to devife falfe calumniations a- 
gaint their Soverayne, and confequently to feeke the depo- 
fition of her from her crown and ftate, and to take to them: 
felves fingular rules and authority for mayntenence of their 
own ambition. And in the end was added, that when the 
caufe fhuld be furder tryed, it wold be proved, that fome 
of them which be now the accufers, were privy to the ma- 
king of bandes and writings for the confpiracy of the death 
of the Lord Daraley the Quene’s fpowfe. And fo enlarging 
his fpeche with like matter, he remitted to the Bifhop of 
Roffe the furder anfwering of the matter for which they 
came, who began to declare, that they had confidered the 
writing which was delivered to them the other day, wher- 
in they found fuch weighty and high matter towching the 
honor of the Quene their Soverayne, as could not procede 
any furder untill they had firft fpoken with the Quene’s Ma- 
jeïty ; for fo they were of late commanded by the Quene 
their Soveraigne, by fpecial letters of inftruétion, that if the 
other party fhuld procede in any thing otherways than they 
had don at York, to the prejudice of her honor, that then 
they fhuld not procede to anfwer them: For which purpofe 
they defired they might have accefs to fpeke with the Quene’s 
Majefty. And after a little pawfe the Bifhop faid, the very 
caufe why they ment to fpeke with her Majeity, was to de- 
clare unto her Majefty what commandment they had recea- 
ved from the Querie their Soveraigne to flay herin, and alfo 
to require, that for the anfwer of thefe infamous calumnia- 
tions the faid Quene might come in proper perfon to the 
prefence of her Majelty, and there before her counfell and 
Nobility, and fuch Ambafladors as were here in this realme 
for any foreyn Princes, anfwer for her felf, for defence of 
her innocency ; and in the meane feafon, that the other par- 
tie, havyng in this fort accufed her, might be here arrefted and 
ftayed untill the end of this caufe might be feen what they 
had deferved. According to which fpeche of the Bifhop, 
4 he 
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he produced and fhewed furth lettres figned with the name 
of the Quene their Soveraigne, dated the 22d of November 
laft paft, wherof he. redd certen feverall parts agreable with 
his fpeche, and did alfo fhew furth another wryting in pa- 
per, wherin was conteyned the requeft which they ment to 
make to hir Majefty agreeable to his former fpeche, as fol- 
lows :

E are hartly fory to heir that thir our contrymen fhuld 
intend to colour their moft unjuft, ingrate, and fhame- 
full doings, as to the warld is patent, aganis thair natural 
Soveraigne liege Lady and Miftrefs, that hath bene fa bene- 
ficent to them. Hir Hienes maid the greiteft of thame of 


meane men, gif thay had ufit thair owne calling, Earlis and 


Lordis ; and now, without ony evil deferving on hir Grace’s 
part to ony of thame in dede or worde, to be thus wife re- 
compenfit with calumnious and falfe inventit bruitis, sklan- 
derit in fa greit a matter, till hir reproche, quhairof thay 
themfelfis, that now pretend herewith to excufe their own 
treafouns, were the firft inventaris, writers with their own 
handis of that devilifh band, the confpiracy of the flaugh- 
ter of that innocent young Gentleman Henry Stewart, lait 
{poufe till our Soveraigne, and prefentit to their wickit con- 
federate Fames Earl Bothwell, as was maid manifeft befoir 
ten thoufand pepill at the execution of certain the prin- 
cipall offendaris at Edinburgh, But féing thay can get na 
uther excufe to this their treafonabill ufurpatioun and 
manifef: wrangis, yea fuch ufurpatioun and wrangis, as 
never 
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never have'beeri feen the like for fubjectis to have done or 
attemptit of befoir ; for the firft and beft of them hath not 
in ‘parliament the fr vote of eightene of that realme. No, 
no! my Lords, this is not the caufe wl vy they have put 
their handis in thair Sove eraign the anointit of God, maift 

often be. his word rere prohibitit, a matter to other 
Princes richt dangerous, and worthie to be forfeen, : for if 
this in thame ay tolle rat, what Prince lives upon the face 
of the erth that ambitious fubjeétis may not invent fome 
sklander in thair living, to come! to thair fupreme authori- 
ty? Becaufe zour wifdoms underftand well how farr thefe 
thair doings pafleth the bounds of fubje&is permittit in the 
Holy and Sacred Scriptures, and loyal duety to:their native 
Princes in humane lawis, we will not fpeke thereof ; only 
will we plainly declare the very treuth and caufe of thair 
ufurpatioun : 

The Quenis Highnefs, our and thair native Soverain, be- 
ing of hir felf (as well is knawn) a liberal Princes, gave 
fhame in hir zouth, for thair unfharnefaft begging, without 
uther thair worthie defervings, the twa part of the patrimo- 
hy perteyning to the crowne of Scotland and when hir 
Grace came to farther zeiris, and mair perfect underftand- 
ing, féing, that hir fucceffouris, Kings of that realme, micht 
not mainteyne thair eftate upon the third) part, (albeit hir 
Grace micht for hir tyme, having fo great a dowry of France, 
and other cafualities not proper to the crowne) for thair ex 
vil defervingis and mailt subi contemption, procuring hir 
flaunder fo far as in them was, flaying hir Secretar in hir 
Grace’s prefens ; caufit hir ufe the privilege of the lawis 
alwayis grantit to the Kings of that realme of befoir;

Thay underftanding right well this to be a waye, when it 
pleafit hir Grace, or hir fucceffouris, be the lawis to take 
from thame the livings before given.them, and thus wife e- 
vill defervit, quhem thay had herin advifit with thait Ma+ 
chavellis doétrine, {cing hir fone, an infant not a zeir old, 
culd find na better way than a cutt off thair Soveraigne 
liege Ladie, which, if it had not ben the Quenis Majeftie 
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of this realme hir greit diligence, without doubt had ben 
don ; for that thay underftuid thay might lang poffefs 'thefe 
roumes, or that infant had wit or power to difplace them 5 
and, in. the meanityme, get greit riches under the colour of

i fe HE faid Bifhop and his collegues, before they came to 
the court, fent a meffage to the Erle of Leiceffre and 

Sir William Cecil, requiring to fpeake with them twoo a- 
parte,

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parte, before they fhould receave any anfwear from the 
Quenis Majefty to theyr requeft delivered the day before, 
which, with the knowledge of her Majeltie, was to them 
accorded. And thereupon the faid Commiflioners came in- 
to the Erle of Leice/ter’s chambre, where the faid Bifhop, in 
the name of the reft, fayd, that before they fhuld com to 
her Majeltie’s prefence, they thought good to propound à 
matter to them twae, which was this; That although the 
Ene of Murray and his complices had delivered in wryting 
a greevous accufation again{t the Quene theyr Souverain, and 
that they weare prohibited to make any furdre anfweare to 
any fuche matter, but only to defyre the Quene of Scotts 
might com in perfon to the prefence of the Quene’s Majeftie 
to make anfweare therto, as was conteyned in thair requeft 
exhibited yefterday : Yet they having confidered with them- 
felves their Miftreffe’s intention to have bene always from 
the begynning, that thefe caufes fhuld be ended by the 
Quene’s Majeftie by fom fuch good appoyntment’ betwixt 
her and her fubjectis, as might be for her Grace’s honour, 
and the commonweale of the countrey, with feurty alfo to 
the Erle of Murray ‘and his partie, notwithftanding theyr 
former doinges, thought good to declare thus much to the 
faid Erle and Sir William Cecil, and to require that this mo- 
tion might be fignified to her Majeftie, and her pleafure ther- 
in knowen, before any anfweare fhuld be geven to theyr 
former requet. For that they faid, if this motion fhuld not 
e allowed, nor the anfweare to be made to their requeft fall 

out to theyr fatisfaction, they could proceede no furdre in 
this conference. To which matter‘fo propounded by the 
faid Bifhop, the Lord Harris alfo added fome furdre fpeache, 
which the faid Erle and Sir William Cecil finding (as they 
thought) to differ fomwhat from the other, ‘and thereby the 
motion feemed to them at the firft fomewhat doutful and 
obfcure, how they might make due reporte therof to her 
Majeltie, and perceaving alfo by fom fpeache of the faid Lord 
Harris, that they had fum wryting hereof, it was required 
to fee the fame in wryting, only to reade it, or heare it read, 
without caryeing away the fame wryting for the more direct 
| reporte 
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reporte therof. But they anfweared, that they had but cer- 
tain notes theròf in wryting, conteyned in a memorial mixt 
with other thinges ; and fo the Bifhop repeting the fame 'a- 
gaine, it was at length conceaved and accorded in effect as 
isabove written.’ And fo being reported to her Majeftie, in 
prefence of her counfell, it was concluded by her Majeltie, 
that they fhuld be anfweared as hereafter followeth, upon 
theyr acceffé unto ‘her in the prefence of the fame her coun- 
fell, i 7 

Her Majeftie firft moved them to repete their motion 
made to the faid Erle of Leiceftre, and Sir William Cecil, left 
they two had (as they might for lack of memory) mifcon- 
ceave the fame, And after the faid Bifhop had reiterated 
the faid motion, as above is mentioned, the Quene’s Maje- 
fie faid, That it was not unknowen unto them, and efpe- 
cially unto the Lord. Herris, who had longeft treated here- 
in, how defirous fhe always had bene to have this caufe of 
theyr Quene het “good filter well ended to her honor, and 
fpecially that ‘fhe might be proved free from the great hay- 
nous crimes’ by:common fame imputed to her, And ther- 
fore, howfoever they had the ‘office to fpeake on her be- 
halfe as her fervants, in this manner to make a motion of 
appointment; ‘fhe could not forget ‘her office as a friend/and 
fiter.” And therefore trufting and: wifhing that the Quene 
her fifter fhuldsbe found innocent, as they themfelves had 
always given good affurance therof, the thought it better 
for her fil’er’s honour, and declaration .to the world of her 
innocency, to have the Erle of Murray and his complices 
charged and reproved for this theyr“ fo:audacious defaming 
of the Quene their Soveraigne, and to receave that which: 
was due for their:punifhment, than to have it ended by ap- 
poyntment, except it might be thought, that they fhould 
be able to fhew fome apparent juft canfes of fuche ane at- 
tempte, wherof her Majeftie wold be forry to hearé, :And as 
for the: Quene of Scotts comming in’perfon to her Majeftie, 
to make anfwear hereunto, the fame being of no fmall mo- 
ment to her honor, but rather likely to touche her in repu- 
tation; in that it might be thought the accufation fo pro- 
mail! Por bable, 
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bable, as it wear not to be improved by:any other, but that 
fhe fhuld be forcit to come herfelf, being a: Quene, in per- 
fon, to anfwear for herfelfe, her Majeltie faid, fhe wold not 
have the Quene’s honor and eftate in that manner indaun- 
gered, without this theyr acculatiom might. firit appeare to 
have more likelyhud of juft. caufe than the did firide therine 
For fhe rather hoped that the fame fhuld be found to be de= 
vifed without juft grounde ; and fo fynding it, the Quene’s 
honor fhuld be thereby faved, without eyther any compofi- 
tion by appoyntment, or any neceflitie of anfweare : And 
fo the accufers might be ufed according to theyr defertes : 
And therefore her Majeflie concluded it to be beft for the 
faid Quene, that the faid accufers fhould be roundly char- 
ged and reproved, herein, and, according to that which 
they fhould anfweare therto, the Quene’s Majeftie wold let 
them knowe her meaning and opinion, eyther for this mo- 
tion of ending the caufe by appointment, or otherwife, for 
the coming 'of the#Scotti/h Quene into her prefence, which 
fhe fo: muche had allways. defired, as nothing could have 
ftayed the fame but this unhappy chaunce, and! common re- 
porte made of her im fo horrible a caufe, 

Hereunto the Quene of Scotts Commiffioners faid, that 
this laft motion for an appointment cam not from the Quene 
fince the accufation given in by the Erle of Murray, and fo 
alfo the Quene’s Majeftic-affented therto, but of theyr owne 
confideration, partly gathered óf: the defire they had to have 
things quietly ended, partly alfo upon the Quene theyr Mi- 
ftrefle’s difpofition knowen unto them at the begynning of 
this treaty, and alfo: before, that this whole caufe fhuld be 
ended. by the Quenc’s: Majeftie, by fome appointment. And 
{éing her Majeftie lyked not therof, they renewed their re- 
queft, that their Miftrefs might com up in perfon to an= 
fveare. Wherupon the Quene’s Majeftie contynuing in her 
former refolution, faid as before, that fhe thought it better 
for the honour of the Quene her fifter, to have her cleared 
upon reproving the accufers, as fhe trufted fhe fhuld, than 
to have the matter wrapped up by any appointment.

{tie ment nevir to deny the fame, if caufe fo required, ey- 
ther before her felf, or before other meet perfons, or any 
other ways that fhe might fynd convenyent and honorable. 

Wherunto the faid Commiflioners faid, that her Maje- 

{tie might herein do her pleafure ; but they thought it not 
reafonable in the caufe of private perfons to have any 
prooves required of accufers until fom aunfwear wear made. 
To which her Majeftie anfweared, that fhe meant not to 
require any prooves, but contrariwife to charge the Erle of 
Murray, as reafon was, and to reprehend and impugn the 
accufation by all good means in the favour of the faid Quene 
of Scotts : And yet if the accufers wold needes therin per- 
fift, and for theyr defence fhall allege any thing, her Maje- 
{tie wold receave the fame for her own fatisfation, and 
therupon the fame fhuld be duly declared to them the Quene’s 
Majeftie’s Commiflioners, or to her felf, as they fhuld find 
it mecteft. And therupon they fhuld have anfweare to thefe 
theyr motions, as well for the ending of the caufe by ap- 
pointment, as fork her anfwering for her felf, as caufe fhuld

Quene’s Majeftie’s Commiflioners weare aflembled in the 
accuftomed chamber to have declared to the Erle of Murray 
and his collegues, the Quene’s Majeftie’s miflikeing of their 
late accufation of the Quene their Soverain, for which pur- 
pofe the faid Erle and his collegues ought for to be theare 
prefent, the Bifhop of Rof and his collegues fente one Mr. 
Borthick to require that they might com to the faid Com: 
miffioners to declare certen matter. Whereupon the faid 
Gommiflioners preferringe the faid motion to be confidered

charged, -proceedéth not of them, nor of any pleafure they 
can take to hear her any ways touched ‘in honor; but'of 
their adverfaries, who hereby may appear to have lefs re- 
gard of the Queñe, though they pretend to be'her Commif- 
fionérs themfelves.

younger of Tallow, the 13th of September Anno 1567, the 
fecond of Fohn Hot n, called Fohn.of Bowton, being exa-

And after the fame was produced and 
read, the depofition of one William Powry, one of the four 
that was executed at Edinburgh, as the fame depofition was 
exhibited the 8th of December. Next wherunto was pro- 
duced, read and viewed, the original writing, fuppofed to 
be written by the Erle of Huntley, being a Contract of ma- 
riage betwixt the Quene and the Erle Bothwell, dated at 
Seaton the sth of Aprill, and fubfcribed by the Quene and 
the Erle Bothwe// with their own proper handes, as was al- 
ledged : The true copy wherof is amongft the things exhi- 
bited the 7th of December. After this was alfo produced 
and read the extract of the arraynment and deliverance of 
the Erle Bothwell, by an aflife, at Edinburgh the 12th of A- 
pril 1567, according to the copy thereof, being amongft 
the writings exhibited the 7th of December. Nixt after this 
was alfo produced, read and viewed, a writing fubfcribed, 
dated the roth of this month of December, fubicribed by 
the Erle of Murray and his colleagues, to teftify the former 
writings produced, as written by the faid Quene of Scotts, 
to be hir own hand-writing. Which alfo is to be feen a- 
mongit the writings exhibited to the Commiffioners the 
2th of December. [9,V. fupra, pag. 92+] 
There was alfo produced and read a writing of another 
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depofition of Thomas Crawfurd, upon his oath exhibited to 
the Commiflioners the 13th of December, concerning certen 
anfwers made to him by the forefaid Fohn H epborne and 
Jobn Haye, upon the fcaffold in Edinburgh, inftantly bee 
fore their execution. 

There was alfo produced, read and fhewed to them, the 
form and manner of the holding of the parliament at Edin- 
burgh the 15th of December 1 567, wherin the numbers of 
the three Efates were there exprefled, and aliedged to be 
as great an aflembly of the faid eftates, as had been any time 
by the fpace of one hundred years before : Which writing 
alfo is conteyned amongft the reft exhibited the oth of De- 
cember. 

There was alfo report made unto them of an a& of par- 
liament made at the fame time, conteyning the confirmati- 
on of the dimiffion of the crown by the Quene of Scotts, and 
of the coronation of hir fonne, and of the regency in the 
perfon of the Erle of Murray, At which parliament hath 
bene alledged, that the Erles of Huntley and Argile, and the 
Lord Herrys, did acknowledge the fame authorities : And 
for that purpofe, as a writing was produced before the 
Commiflioners the 8th of December, to prove the fame, fo 
was the fame writing read this prefent day ; which writing 
is among{t others exhibited the faid 8th day. 

Befides the production, reading and fhewing of thefe fun- 
dry kinds of writings here before mentioned, confidering the 
length of time that was fpent in the reading the forefaid wri- 
tings, many of them being of great length, there was a fhort 
and juit report made of fundry other matters which were 
exhibited to the faid Commiffioners, as the fame may plain- 
ly appear amongft the a&s of the feverall feffions of the 
faid Commiflioners at We/tminfter ; as, the acts of the two 
feverall divorces, which are of great length in writing, and 
the acts of parliament for the attaynder of all the per- 
fons charged with the murder. And it is to be noted, that 

at the time of the producing, fhewing and reading of all 
thefe forefaid writings, there was no fpecial choyfe nor re- 
gard had to the order of the producing therof, but the whole 
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writings lying altogether upon the counfel table, the fame 
were one after an other fhewed rather by hap, as the fame 
did ly upon the table, than with any choyfe made, as by 
the natures therof, if time had fo ferved, might have been.

have the fame kept in fecret by them as hir Counfellors in 
this caufe. And that where the Quene of Scotts Commifli- 
oners being made privy of this the accufation of the faid 
Quene, have forborn to anfwer to the fame, and refufed 
alfo to have any furder conference in this matter, prefling 
only to have the Quene their Miftris permitted to come to 
the prefence of the Quene’s Majeltie to make her anfwer, 
and otherwife to make no anfwer at all ; it hath been con- 
fidered by her Majeftie, and not thought unmect, in this 
fort following, to anfwer the faid Csi A if they 
fhall perfift in the faid requeft : That hir Majeftie will be ve- 
ry willing and defirous, that fome good anfwer may be made 
by the faid Quene, either by her Commiflioners and dele- 
gates, or by her own felf, before fuch fufficient perfons as 
her Majeftie would fend to her: But confidering ber Maje- 
fie had at her firt coming into the realm, found it not 
mete for her own honour to have her, being fo commonly 
defamed of fo horrible crimes, to come to her prefence, be- 
fore fhe might be therof fome wife purged, fo alfo now the 
crimes, wherewith fhe hath been by common fame burden- 
ed, being by many vehement allegations and prefumptions, 
upon things now produced, made more apparent, fhe can 
not, without manifeft blemifh of hir own honour, in the 
ficht of the world, agree to have the fame Q. to cum into 
hir prefence, untill the faid horrible crimes may be by fum 
juft and reafonable anfwer avoidit and removit from hir, 
which hir Majeftie would wifh might alfo be. 

And in this fort hir e s intention being opened to 


the faid Erlis, in prefence of the faid privy council, the 
faid 
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faid Erlis feverally made anfwer ; Firft acknowledging thems 
{elves much bound unto hir Majeftie, that it had pleafed hir 
to impart to them the flait of this great caufe, in fo plain 
manner, as they did perceive it; wherin they had fene fuch 
foul matteris, as they thought truly, in their confciences, That 
hir Majeftie had juft canfe herein given to make to the faid 
commiffioners fuch ane anfwer, being as reafonable as the 
cafe might bear; and the rather for that they could not allow 
it as meet for hir Majeftie’s honour to admit the faid Q. to 
hir Majeftie’s prefence, as the cafe now did ftand.

To ye firt, I 
fchew you of befoir, the caus quhy fhe was fufpendit fa 
lang fra my prefens, was, be reffoun of the evill bruit was 
palt upon hir, as being participant of fic ane haynous crimé 
as fhe wes chargit with by hir fubjeéts ; and thought not 
nedefull to travell hir to cum heir, unto the tyme I myght 
underftand quhou thay myght verifie thair allegeance. And to 
that effect, incontinent thairéfter I direétit my Lordis my 
Commiflionaris to Londown, to charge the Erle of Murray 
and his collegues with thair audacious procedyng, and to fee 
and inquire of thaim quhat they had to pfruif the fame 
quhilk they haif hard and fchawin to me. And but dout, 
gif I had caus to fufpend hir of befoir fra iy prefens, I 
haif much moir now to hald me in fufpens, heirand the pres 
fumptionis and uthers thingis, quilk Í haif fence. Thairfoir 
I haif deliberat, or fhe cum to my prefens, to gif hir thré 
thingis in hir optione, quilks thay fall declare unto hir. The 
firft is, Quhidder fhe will anfuer be yow bir Commiflionaris, 
or ony uthers auéthorized be hir thairto, befoir my Commif- 
fionaris, of theis thingis quilks ar laid to hir charge. 

Secondly, Gif the will not do that, to anfuer hirfelf be hir 
awin writing to the fame, 

Thirdlie, Gif the thinks not that to be done, Lat hir an- 
fuer to fum nobill men, quhome I fall fend with commiffion 
to that effect, quha hes heird and reffonit the matter with 
the uther party. And gif fhe will not anfuer be ane of thit 
wayis foirfaid, it will be thought alfmekill as the wer culpa- 
bill in the caus ; and in that caife I can not with my honour 
admit hir to my prefens : And this is my determinat anfwer.

Majeftie’s command, to cum from London to Hamptoune 
court, to reffave the anfwer to thair fupplicatioun, and ane 
direct and refolute anfwer thairto ; becaufe the uther was 
dilatorie, quhilk was gevin to thame of befoir : Thay being 
prefent befoir the Quenis Majeftie, and hir honourabil] 
counfall heirefter namit, hir Majeftie pronuncit this anfwer 
as followis, quhilk thairefter was deliverit to thame, in 
form, be hir Hienes’s Secretarie fubfcrivit, as the famin 
beareth : 

Tue fomme of hir Majeftie’s anfwere to the Bifhop 
of Roffe, the Lord Boyd, the Lord Hereys, and the Abbot 
of Kilwyning, in the prefence of the Lord keper of th 
great feale, the Duke of Norfolk, the Marques of Northam- 
pions the Erles of Suffex, Bedford, and Lecefler, the Lord 
Clynton Admyrall, and Lord Howard Chamberlayn, Sir Wil- 
liam Cecil! Knight, principall Secretarye, &c. was : Wher, their 
requeft lately exhibited to hir Majeftie, confifted upon two 
points ; the one, that the Quene their Miftrefs might come 
to the prefence of hir Majefty, and there make anfwer to 
the matters wherewith fhe was charged : the other, if that 
wer not admitted, that they might be permitted to forbeare 
from any further conference herein : Hir Majeftie had at 
the fame tyme anfwered, as they knew well, that fhe 
thought it more meyt to have the fayd Quene’s fubjectis re- 
proved for their audacious manner of accufation of thé 
Quene their foveraigne, the fame being but generally alled- 
ged in words, than (as thoughe the fame were to have bene 
creditted) to have had hir come up to anfwer in perfon : 
Ac- 
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Accordinge to which hir anfwer than fo gyven, hir Majelty 
told them, That fhe had caufed the Lords hir Commiflion- 
ars furthwith to call the Erle Murray and his company be- 
fore them, and very fharply to charge them for their fo au- 
dacious procedings, as being difloyall, and contrary to the 
duty of good and true fubjects, and not to be fuffred to 
palle unpunifhed, Wherupon the faid Erle, and his being 
accordinglie reproved, anfwered, “ That none of them 
& meant at any time to have uttered any thing in reproof of 
the Quene : But being directly charged by their adverfa- 
ries with fuch great crimes as they coulde not paffe over 
without condemning themfelves unjuftly ; therfore, ac- 
cording to a proteltation which they had before that time 
to that effect exhibited, and to avoyde and acquyte them 
felves of the fame crymes, they were unwillingly forced, 
for their own juft defence, to procede as they have done, 
And, for mayntenance therof, they produced and fhewed 
to the fayd Lords, hir Majeftie’s Commiflionaris, fuch 
matteris, as are very great and apparent prefumptions 
and arguments to confirm the former common re- 
& ports of the crimes imputed to the faid Quene.” Of 
which matters hir Majeftie, by the declaration of hir 
Commiffionars, had alfo -underftanding, to hir great admira- 
tion, and no fmall grief; never looking to have heard of 
fuch kind of matters, and fo many againft hir. And now 
therfore confidering they wer come againe, to require a fur- 
der anfwer, hir Majefty fayd they fhuld have a refolute ane 
{wer in this fort : 

“ Hir Majelty wold caufe the fame matters to be oppen- 
€ ed and difcovered to hir, if fo that fhe wold be content 
“ to agree to make direct anfwer therto ; for fo hir Majefty 
& thought it neceffary, and alfo wifhed it to be fo fufficient 
é as might acquite and difcharge hir. For the manner 
wherof, fhe fayd, fhe wold propound to them three man- 
‘€ ner of ways: The one was, for hir to fend fome one 
‘ trufty fufficient perfon, or moe, therto authorifed, with 
& hir anfwers: The other was, for hirfelf to give bir an- 
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fwer to fuch noble men as hir Majefty wold, (if the lyk 
ed)-fend to hir ? And the laft was, to appoynt and aus 
thorife either thefe hir late Commiffionars, or any others, 
to mak anfwer before hir Majefty’s Commiffionars. But 
as for hir coming to hir prefence, confidering at the firft 
when fhe came into this realme, hit Majefty could not 
fynd it than agreable to hir honor, beinge defamed only 
by common report, both here and abrode, in moft parts in 
Chriftendome ; much tefe could fhe now think it ether 
mete or honnorable for hir to cum to hir préfence, con- 
fidering the multitude of matters and préefumptions now 
lately produced againft hir, fuch as in dede greved hir 
Majefty to think of. And therfore hir Majefty required 
them to accept this as hir anfwer, and to make report 
therof, by fending the fame to hir, or otherwife, as they 


“ wold, all or fome of them, to carry the fame to hir; 


thinking it always very neceffarie for hir to make anfwer : 
For otherwife whofoever fhould advife hirto forbeare ma- 
kyng anfwer, having fo many wayes to do the fame, on- 
ly becaufe fhe might not come to hir Majefty’s prefence, 
howfoever they fhuld feme and appeare to be good fer- 
vants for hir, furely they fhould rather bé thought and 
judged. for fome other refpects to betray hir. And ther- 
with hir Majelty required them to confider well, as hit 
fervants, of this that fhe fayd. For it can not be well 
taken in the world for a reafonable excufe, if fhe be inno- 
cent, as hir Majefty wifheth hir to be found, to fuffer 
hir felf to be noted culpable of fuch horrible crimes, on- 
ly for lack of coming to hir Majefty’s prefence ; and in 
Hb wife to cleare hirfelf to the world by any manner of 
anfwer: Nether could fhe fynd how the Quene fhuld 
more redely procure hir condemnation, than to refufe to 
anfwer.” And fo with many moe fuch like wordes and 


fpeeches, uttered at good length, not here remembred, hir 
Majefty’s erneft meaning did appeare, that fhe wold gladly 
the faid Quene might acquite hirfelf by fome reafonable an- 
fwer : And fo ended, 


And 
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And the faid Bifhop accepting this anfwer, and requiring 
to have it in writing, was anfwered, “ That if he wold 
€ himfelf put the fame in writing as he could remember it, 
6 and fhew it to hir Majefty, or fend it to hir Secretary, if 
“ any thing were therin miftaken, it fhould be reformed.” 


And immediatlie efter the faid anfwer was pronouncit be 
the Quenis Majeftie, the faid Bifhop of Æo/5, in name of 
his Soverane and Maiftrefs, did declair to hir Hienefs, be- 
foir hir Grace’s counfal, the petitiounis and articlis follow 
ing :

_ And zour Majeftie caufit 'hir to be thankfullic reflavit, 
and weill enterteinit ; and taking the cair of bir caufis upon 
zour Majeftie, defirit our Soverane maift earnefllie to leive 
off all feiking of ayd from France or Spainzie, or ony u- 
ther countrie, and tak bot one {tring in hir bow, quhilk was 
only zour Majeftie’s awin ayd ; and tuik upon zour Hienes' 
to drefs our Soverane’s caufis to hir hohour and content- 
ment, S 
And becaufe zour Majeftie thought guid the matter fould 
be firft eflayit be appointment, rather than be force of arm- 
is, thair was a conference and meiting appointit at Zork, 
quhair your Majeftie’s Commifionaris and we, and uther 
Nobilmen, in our Soverane’s name, did meit : Quhair we 
declarit, “ That our Maiftrefs, of hir awin clemencie, and 
& be zour Majeftie’s advice, wald give reffonabill appoint- 
ment to hir difobedient fubjeétis; and that, notwithftand- 
< ing thair former evil behaviour, upon thair recognofcing 
€ thair debtful obedience toward hir Majeltie, quhom God has 
& callit to be thair heid in Scotland, thay might be reconcilit 
f< and re-unite to the body of that commoun-weal quhair- 
« fra thair evil behaviour had caft thame off.” And for fa- 
tisfying zour Majeftie’s pleafour thairintill, and for the com- 
moun weall, and quietnefs of hir countrey, hir Hienes has 
left nathing undone and unofferit, for hir part, guhilk 
might fland with hir honour; and all utterlie refufit be 
thame.

Majefty, zour Nobilitie, and Ambaffadouris of uther éoun- 
tries refident within this realme, hir awin innocency, als 
weill as hir faid rebellis had bene permittit to calumniat hir 
honour ; and in cais of refufal thairof, it being fa reffona- 
bill, and nathing being done in the caufe quhairfoir this

Further, fen the matter hath not procedit conform to 
our Maiftrefs’s meaning and expectation, quha, at zour Ma- 
jeftie’s defyre, left off the feiking ayd of all uther Prin- 
ces ; fwa that it appeiris, that not onlie our Soverane fall 
not be haiftelie reftorit, bot alfwa hir trew and faithful fub- 
jectis fall be opprelt by the tyrannie of the ufurparis with 
hir.awin pois, jewellis, and ftrengthis ; that zour Majeftie 
thairfoir be not offendit, in cais heirefter our faid Soverane 
feik the ayd of uther Chriftian Princes, for redrefling of the 
greit wrangis and injuries done be hir rebellis towardis thair 
liege Lady and anoyntit Soverane. 

Quhilk being weill weyit and confiderit be indifferent ear- 
is, thay quha fa oft have bene remittit be thair Soverane, for 
thair haynouscrimes, fall not be found habile to be compe- 
tent accufaris of thair faid Soverane; and doubtis not, 
quhen zour Majeftie has weill digeftit and confiderit the 
haill matter, zour Hienes will not admit fic exampil, preju- 
dicial to all Princes: And prayis zour Majeltie to remem- 
ber the exampil of guid Emperouris, and in fpecial Trajans, 
quka wald never fuffer ony man to fpeik evil of Princes in 
his prefence, howbeit thay had bene deid, lat be to fpeik of 
utheris that ar alive and abfent. 

Alfwa, gif zour Majeftie thinkis zou cannot guidly reftoir 
our Maiftrefs, be zour Hienes’s ayd and fupport, to hir awin 
eftait and realme, at the leift zour Majeftie will permit hir 
to pafs into hir awin countrey, for the adminiftrationn of 
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the famin, and for the releif of hir faithful fubjectis, quha 
ar opprelt dayly by hir ufurparis, in féing of fouldiouris and 
men of weir with hir Hienes’s awin geir, in refpect fhe came 
here voluntarily on the truft fhe had in zour Majeftie’s 
honour and promife befoir pakt. 

Item, In cais zour Majeftie thinkis not this guid, tho' it 
be mailt reffonabill, at the leift lat bir pafs into France, 
quhair hir dowarie lyis, that fhe may live ane honorabill 
lyfe, according to hir eftait. 

It will pleis zour Majeftie alfwa, that we may have ane 
refolute anfwer in writ to thir premiffis, quhairwith we 
may difcharge us of our duty, conform to our commiflioun, 
at our Mailtres’s handis ; and that we may have zour Maje- 
{tie’s pafport to retire to our awin countrie, fen our Mai- 
fires’s bufines takis na effec according to our expe¢tatioun : 
For we ar conftranit in ane manner thairto, becaufe it is not 
for the like of us to remane heir upon our awin charges, 
(our livingis at hame being violentlie reft fra us) as it isto

proofs of her guiltinefs ; but contrarywife fhe would, in 
refpect of the innocent child her fon, (whofe life could not 
be without manifeft danger, by reftoring of the mother and 
her party, the Hamiltons, notorious enemies to the child) 
mantain the faid child, and all the favoureris thereof, and 
likewife the ftate of the realm wherein fhe found the fame 
at her calling the matter in queftion, as therein the rules of 
juftice do warrant her, 

Thirdly, Seeing the Queen’s Majefty cannot (without ma- 
nifeft offence to her confcience, which fhe will prefer be- 
fore all earthly things) furder her to her former efate, the 
Queen of Scots muft in good wifdom think, that, confider- 
ing the faid Queen hath heretofore manifeftly, in the fight 
of the whole world, a thing alfo now regiftred in Chro- 
nicles, made title to this crown, and hitherto hath ‘never 
made fatisfaction for the wrong, nor now cannot, fhe may 
not, without great folly, permit the faid Queen to be at li- 
berty, to become her enemy, and fo to ftirre troubles by 
her allies abroad, which her Majefty muft needs affuredly 
look for at her hands, if fhe fhould be put to liberty with- 
gut fome good former agreement, 
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Fourthly, The Queen's Majefty doth certainly perceive in 
this conference, that all the Queen of Scots party, at this 
time, for the moft, are wholly the Hamiltons, and all the 
Other party are meerly of the Lennoxes and Stuarts; by 
which means her Majefty eafily feeth, if the Queen fhould 
be reftored, and the Lennoxes and Stuarts opprefled, as o» 
therwife it cannot be, what very fhortly will enfue of the 
crown of Scotland, by the Hamiltons, and their dependants 
in blood, as Huntly and Argyle, and fuch others are, that 
neither the Queen herfelf, nor yet the child, could have 
Jong continuance ; and befide that, how the Hamiltons, ta 
-mantain their faction for the crown, and to keep down the 
other, would knit themfelves with France, and bring French 
and other ftrangers into the land; which how unmeet it is 
for England to endure, is eafily to be feen. 

Fifily, The faid Queen of Scots may be induced to allow 
beft of the education of her fon in this realme of England, 
confidering the defire that fhe hath always had to have fa- 
vour fhewed to fuch title as fhe fuppofeth to be due to her, 
and her iffue of her body, to the crown of England, in cafe 
God fhall call the Queen's Majefty to his mercy, without 
having iffue of her body ; And in this behalf there may be 
much enlarged to move her, not only to allow hereof, but 
by all good means to fue for the fame.

E grete you well. Wheras the Erle of Murray, and 

uther Noblemen and Gentlemen of Scotland, came 

into this our realme, upon our requélt, and by our faife 
conduct for their entry and departure, we lett you know, 
that we have licenfed him, and them all, with their traynes, 
to returñe into Scotland, there to continue in their former 
eftates. Wherfore they, dowting of fome impediment to 
them, or to their trayne, nere to our borderis,'as well on 
this fide, as fomewhat beyond the fame, have required of 
us, that you our Wardens, fpeciallie of our eaft and middle 
marches, fhuld procure and gyve them afliftance and conduét 
for avoyding of the attempt of their contraries : Wherunto 
we have agreed, confidering otherwife it fhuld towche us 
in honor if they fhuld receave any loffe, comming as they 
have doone upon our requeft. Wherfore we wold have 
you the Wardens of our ealt and middlé marches gyve or- 
der, that the faid Erle, and all his company, may be furely 
conveyed, if they fhall require the fame, from Newca/tle to 
the bounds of Scotland: And if you fhall find any neceffi- 
ty to fee them conduéted fomewhat furder within their own 
limits, from the danger of their contraries, fo alfo to ayde 
them. And further, upon the requeft of the faid Erle of 
Murray, and in refpe& of his long continuance here, and 
of the inwarde trobles which we heare are fturred by his 
contraries to his difadvantage, wherby, as it femeth, he 
can not prefently attend the due adminiftration of juftice 
upon the frontiers, as he femeth he gladly wold, we wold 
have you forbeare fome reafonable time from prefling of him, 
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in any exact maner, to caufethe due reftitution to be made 
for wrongs done upon the frontiers, except it fhall be for 
the flaughter of any of our fubjects ; for that he will make 
you good affurance of due reftitution and recompence for 
all maner of wrongs, as fone as he may {tay the trobles 
within the inward parts of the contrey. Furdermore alfo, 
we wold have you give like affiftance, as hertofore in times 
paft hath bene ufed, for mayntenance of good orders up- 
pon the frontiers, to the faid Erle and the Officers uppon 
the frontiers, for the fupprefling of all owtlawes, and other 
diforderid perfons, that fhall attempt to breake the lawes 
and ordinances of the marches, and violate the publick 
peace ; fuffering none fuch to abyde or refort into any part 
of our realme, or their wifes, children, fervants, or goods, but 
to be expellid or deliverid to the oppolit Wardens ; Nether 
fhall you fuffer any Scottj/bman to come into this our re- 
alme, without fpeciall recommendation of the faid Erle of 
Murray, having prefently the government of that realme, 
And becaufe we have hitherto found no matter to move us 
to difavowe the authoritie wherin we have found him, 
knowing him to be well difpofed to manteyn juftice and 
peace betwixt both thefe realmes, we wold have you nether 
do, nor fuffer to be don, any maner of thing within your 
rules, prejudiciall to his government, before you fhall have 
direction from us ; but generally to furder him in all rea- 
fonable caufes during the time we fhall allow therof. And 
for that it is mooft likely that you the Lord of Hun/don fhall 
have the furft fight of theis our letteris, cumming furft into 
your hands, our will and pleafure is, that ye fend furthwith 
feveral copies of them, duly examined and fubfcribed be 
you, unto the Wardens of our middle and weft marches 
there, wherby they may likewyfe underftand our pleafure 
ere exprefled.

PIC HE Quene’s Majelly of this realme of England, under- 
ftanding that there are publithed fundry matters lately 
in Scotland, contrary to all truth and meaning of the faid 
uene, as it appeareth, maliciouflie devifed to blemifh the 
ionour ahd fincerity of hir Majefty, and bring the Erle of 
Aurray in hatred with his own frendes, being native good 
Scotiifbmen, hath thought it good to let it be openly noti- 
ied to all perfons, both Englifh and Scotti/h, that are difpo- 
fed to heare the tras that, howfoever it be fayd or writ 
ten by any parfon, of what ftate foever the fame be, that 
any fecret practice hath ben made betwixt hir Majetty and

true, and are devifed by parfons of mere malice and rancor, 
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being difpofed to nourifh factions and difcords, and hatyng 

the good quietnes and concord betwixt the two realmes 

of England and Scotland. For this hir Majefty likewife af- 

feureth all parfons, that, as of thefe untruths and falfhoods 

there was never conventioun nor accord betwixt hir Majeily 

and the faid Erle, nor betwixt him and any of hir Minilters, 

to her Majeltys knowledg ; fo was there not at all any con- 

ventioun or pact, ether by word or writing, made betwixt

And likewife hir Ma- 
jefty affeureth all manner of parfons, that fhe ellemeth alk 
other reports falfe, that are fayd alfo to be niade, of any 
league and intelligence betwixt the Erle of Murray and the 
Erle of Hartfurd, with other ficlike improbabill falfe devi- 
fes and flanders: All which hir Majefty wold have to be of 
all honet parfons, boih Englifh and Scotti/h, that love 
truth, and hate falfhood, to be eftemed for falfe, and to 
have ben feditioufly and malicioufly invented, devifed and 
publifhed. 

Finally, This hir Majefty willeth all perfons to under-

And the Quene’s Majeflie of Jngland, in prefence of hir 
Hienes’s counfal, declarit unto the faid Bifhop of Rof and 
Lord Herris, € That there wer certane proclamatiounis 
<< maid in Scot/and, and writings fent in the Quene thair 
€ Mailtres’s name, in the quhilk hir Hienes’s honour was 
“ touched ;” and thairfoir defirit to knaw “ gif thay had 
« gevin hir counfal, or informatioun, to caufe mak fic 
<€ proclamatiounis or writingis ;” And to that effe& defi- 
red thame to write to thair Maiftres, to declair thair paxt 
thairof, and to report hir anfwer thairupon ; unto the 
quhilk time hir Majeflie commandit thame to temane ftill 
at London, Kingfton, or thairabout, albeit the Duke of Cha- 
flelherault departit : Quhilk neceffarlie thay obeyit ; and

fwa of my faithful fubjectis, fufficientlie authorizit to the 
conference appointit be my faid guid filler the Quene of 
Ingland and me; and the caufe of this meiting to be, be 
reffoun that at my firt cuming within this realme of Ing- 
land, Vfent unto my faid derreft filter the Quene, our traift 
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and faithful Counfallour my Lord Herreis, defyring of hir 
Grace, in maift freindly manner, to confider the eftait of 
my caufe, and how grievous it was, not onlie to me, bet 
alfwa to all uther Princes, to fuffer fic practices, that the 
fubjectis, at thair plefour, fould overfé thamefelfis fa far, 
forzetting thair natural and debtful obedience, as to put 
handis to thair foverane and native Prince, quhilk the Erlis 
of Murray, Mortoun, and findrie utheris thair adherentis, 
has praétifit aganis my perfoun, doing that lay in thame, 
not onlie to tak from me my awin authoritie, and govern- 
aent of my realme, bot alfwa intrometting and fpuilzieing 
my ftrengthis, difponing and wafting my jewellis, mova- 
billis, and haill patrimonie, opprefling my faithful fubjectis 
be flauchter, and imprifoning of thair perfounis, and rifling 
and fpuilzieing thair gudis, downcafting thair houfis, forta- 
lices, and places, to the greit deftructioun of the policy of 
my realme, and hurt to the commoun-wealth thairof : And 
having maift fuir truft and confidence in my guid fifter, and 
maift tender coufigne, the Quene’s Hienes of Ingland, be 
reffoun of proximitie of bluid, and divers promifis of kind- 
nes palt of befoir, and affirmit be our familiar Writingis and 
meffages betwixt us, defirit effeGuonflie hir Majettie to give 
me fupport of hir awin guidnes, be the quhilk I micht be 
reponit in my awin realme of Scotland, the auétoritie and 
government thairof, as I, quha am native juft Princefs and 
Quene thairof, aucht to be, and to caufe my inobedient fub« 
Jectis recognize thair offences, and thair unnatural dealing 
with me, rander my ftrengthis, reftoir my jewallis and 
movabillis, and to defift and ceis fra all ufurping of my au- 
étoritie in time cuming, within my realme ; Quhilk being 
done be hir Grace’s fupport and fortificatioun, fould not 
tend onlie to my weill and comfort, bot alfwa to hir Hienes’s 
great honour, befoir all uther Princes, and wald oblifs me 
to be mair dett-bund all my dayis unto hir Hienes. 

To the quhilkis my defyris 1 reffavit maift freindlie and 
loving an{weris and writingis with the faid Lord Herreis, 
quhairby hir Grace, of hir guidnefs, did promife to fupport 
me, 
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me, and to repone me in my awin realme, be hir Grace’s 
forces onlie, quhairthrow I mifterit not to require ony u- 
ther Prince for affiftance in my caufis, and in hoip thairof, 
defyrit me erneftlie to defift and ceis fra all fuit at the King 
of Spain and uther Princes handis for fupport : Quhilk de- 


-fyre I obeyit, putting my haill confidence, nixt God, in hir 


Grace's promifis. 

And hir Grace thinking it to be mair meit, that all aiy 
caufis fould be fet forward be fum gude mel rather than 
be force, hir Hienes defyrit me alfwa very erneftlie, to fuf- 
fer hir a fhort {pace to travel with the Erle of Murray and 
his adherentis, (quha had fubmittit thair baill caufis in hir 
handis) to caufe thame repair the wrangis and attemptatis 
committit aganis me, thair Soverane, and contrair thair al- 
ledgeance and dewtie, and to defift and ceis in times cuming, 
quhairthrow I micht be reponit in my realme, auctoritie 
and government thairof, but ony impediment, and be hir 
Hienes’s labouris and moyen, rather than be force of arm- 
is ; defyring alfwa, that I wald ufe hir counfal toward the 
wrang and aifehtes committit be thame, how the famin 
fould be repairit to my honour, and my clemencie be ufit 
towardis thame, be hir Grace’s ficht: And féing hir Hienes 
of fa guid mind towardis me, I willinglie tomdefcehdit un- 
to hir Grace’s defyris, diling to ufe hir Majeftie’s counfal 
towardis my fubjectis, without prejudice of my honour, e- 
{tait, crawne, auétoritie and titill, as mait derreft fifter, 
and tender coufign to hir Hienes. 

II. Ze fall produce zour commiffioun gevin to zou be us, 
and excufe us that the famin is under our fignet onlie, Br 
fubfcriptioun, be Ae ti that our greit feill, as weill as uther 
jewallis, are with-haldin fra us ; bot the ai fall be rati- 
fyit, approvit si reformit as une beis, till it be fufficient : 
And gif thay produce thair commiffioun, ze fall get the co- 
pie thairof, 

IHI. Or ze enter in ony conference, ze fall a that 
albeit I be beft contentit that the caufis reh lie in difference 
betwix me and my difobedient fubje&tis be confiderit, and 
dreflit 
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dreflit be my derreft fifter and coufigne the Quene’s Majeftie 
of Ingland, or hir Grace’s Commiflionaris, auctorizit thair- 

>, befoir all utheris, that thairby I intend on na wayis to 
recagnofce myfelf to be fubject to ony Judge on zeird, in 
refpect I am ane fré Princefs, having imperial crowne ge- 
vin me of God, and acknawledges na uther fuperiour; and 
thairfoir that I, nor my pofteritie, be in na wayis prejudgit 
seirby. 

IV. Ze fall fchaw, in my name, to the Duke’s Grace of 
Northfolk, and the relt of the Lordis Commiflionaris of the 
Quene’s Hienes of Jngland, our derreft filter and coufigne, 
That * James Erle of Mortoun, ohne Erle of Mar, Alex- 


inder Erle of Glencairne, the Lordis Hume, Lindefay, 
Ruthven, Sempill, Cathcart, Uchiltrie, with utheris thair 


affiftantis, affemblit in armis ane greit part of our fubjectis, 
declaring be thair proclamatiounis it was for our releif, um- 
befet the gail in our paflage betwix our caftellis of Dumbar 
and Edinburgh, and tuik our perfoun, committit us in ward 
vithin our awin place of Lochlevin, and efter intromettit 
vith our cuinzie-houfe, prefling-irnis, gold and filver, cuin- 
zeit and uncuinzeit, paflit to the caftel of Striv aide and 
maid thair fafhioun of crowning of our fone, the Prince, then 
but xiij. monethis auld. James Erle of Murray tuik upon 
him the name of Regent, ufurpand thairby the fupreme au- 
&oritie of our realme, in the name of that infant, intromet- 
tit with the haill ftrengthis of our realme, jewallis, muni- 
tioun, and patrimonie of our crowne, als weill propertie as 
cafualtie : «And quhen it pleifit God, of his greit mercie, 
to releiveus out of that ftrait thraldome, quhair we wer de- 
tenit elevin une fa hardlie, that nane of our trew fub- 
jeétis micht have fré accefs to befpeik us ; thairefter in Ha- 


miltour we maid opin declaratioun, that our former conftra- 


nit writingis in prifoun wer altogidder aganis our will, and 
done for feir of our lyfe, affirmit the famin be our folemn 
aith. Zit for the godlie zeal and natural affe&ioun we, buir 

to 
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to our native realme, and fubjéétis, gave powar to the Erlis 
of Argile, Eglintoun, Cafillis, and Rothes, to agré and 
confirm a pacificatioun with the uther Erlis, and thair parta» 
keris ; and pafling to Dumbartan left the hie-way, for avoid- 
ing of troubill : The faid Erlis of Murray, Mortoun, Glen- 
cairn, and Mar, with thair adherentis and partakeris, um- 
befet the way, and be thair men of weir, quhilk thay had 
-wagit with our awin filver, overthrew our powar, flew fin- 
drie richt honeft and trew men, tuik utheris prifoneris, and 
ranfomit thame; condemnit to the deith, under colour of 
thair pretendit Leis: greit landitBaronis ind gentilmen, for 
na uther caufe bot for ferving of us, thair native Severane. 
Thir thair unreffonabill and andesiit ful proceidingis Frs 
us cum in this realme, to require the Quene’s Majettie, our 
maift derreft fifter, and in blude narreft coufigne in n 
warld, (our promifis of luif, freindfhip, and affiftance’ fa 
effectuoutlic affirmit) favouris and’ fupport, -that we may 
enjoy peciabillie our awin realme, according to God’s cal- 
ling, and that our inobedient fubjectis may be caufit recog- 

nofce thair debtful obedience, reform to us and our obedi- 
ent fubjectis the wrangis thay have done, as fall be gevin 
in fpecial; that ze and thay may live under us in zour cal- 
ling as gude fubjedtis, under that heid that God has : appoint- 
it zow; quhilk in our name ze fall defyre. 

And zit at the ingiving of the faid complaint ze fall de- 
clair, That notwithftanding I am willing to caufe the 
Quene’s Hienefs of Zng/and to underftand the evil behaviour 
of my fubjeétis towardis me, zit I will not fubmit my e- 
fait, crowne, auétoritie nor titillis, to ony Prince or Judge 
on zeird ; bot is content to ufe the avrg Of Lnglana’s 
counfal tòwdrite my fubjectis, for the offences committit be 
thame in extending my clemencie towardis that allaner- 
lie. 

V. How fone ony thing beis anfw 
fubjeétis to the complaintis foirfaidis, y 
min to be gevin in writ, to the effe& ze may advife thairon 
myfelf, Or ze brake thairto, I 
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fpeciallic gif the famin tuichis my honour, quhilk I efteme 
mair tender nor my lyfe, crown, auctoritie, or ony uther 
thing on zeird. ! 

And gif thay prefs zou for anfwer, and thair alledgance 
beiring ony thing fpeciallie, quhilk may appeir to alledge 
me culpabill of my husband’s deith, or demifioun of my 
crown and auctoritie; under proteftatioun foirfaid, ze fall 
anfwer, That I lament mair heiehlie the tragedie of my 
husband’s deith, nor ony uther of my fubjectis can do 3 
And gif thay had fufferit, and that I had bene permittit to 
ufe my auctoritie, untroublit be my fubjectis, I had punifht 
the committaris thairof as apperteinit: Likeas: I am zit 
willing to do the famin as law and juftice will require, 

And ze fall afirm fuirly, in my name, That I had never 
knawledge, art nor part thairof, nor nane of my fubjectis 
did declair unto me, befoir my taking and imprifounment, 
that thay quha ar now haldin culpabill, and principal exe- 
cutouris thairof, wer the principal auctoris and committaris 
of the famin : Quhilk gif thay had done, affuritlie I wald 
not have proceidit as I did fa far; fuppois I did nathing 
thairintill bot be the advice of the nobilitie of the realme. 

VI. Gif thay alledge, that my marriage with the Erle of 
Bothwell will be ony prefumptioun aganis me, ze fall an 
fwer, That I never condefcendit thairto, unto the time the 
greitelt part of the nobilitie had cleinfit him be ane aflife, 
and the famin ratifyit in parliament, and thay had gevin 
thair plain confent unto him for my marriage, and follicited 
and perfwadit me thairto, as thair hand-writing, quhilk was 
{chawin to me, will teftifie. 

VII. In cais thay alledge thay have ony writingis of 
mine, quhilk may infer prefumptioun aganis me in that caufe, 
ze fall defyre the principallis to be producit, and that I my- 
felf may have infpectioun thairof, and mak fanfwer thairto, 
For ze fall affirm, in my name, I never writ ony thing con- 
cerning that matter ‘to ony creature : And gif ony fic wri- 
tingis be, thay ar falfe and feinzeit, forgit and inventit be 
thamefelfis, onlie to my difhonour and fclander : And 
thair 
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thair ar divers in Scotland, baith men and women, that can 
counterfeit my hand-writing, and write the like maner of 
Writing quhilk I ufe, as weill as myfelf, and principallie fic 
as ar in cumpanie with thamefelfis*. And I doubt not, gif 
I had remanit in my awin realme, bot I wald have gottin 
knawledge of the inventaris and writeris of fic Writingis 

or now, to the declaratioun of my innocencie, and confi 

fioun of thair falfet. 

VIII. In cafe the Erle of Lennox, or ony of his name, 
propone ony thing contrair me, ze fall advertife of the fà- 
min, quhairthrow f may caufe zou mak anfwer thairto :

Wardis me, quha have bene fa beneficial to him and his, 
and thairfoir will not. fpair to declair, for his ingratitude, 
that thing may tend to his difadvantage, as fall be gevin in 
particularlie. 


IX. In cais thay propone orny thing concerning thair 


actis of parliament, alledging that thay have fet a parlia-

to hald the famin; and I, being thair lauchful Prince, and

and the famin is ratifyit in parliament, to that ze fall an- 


fwer, That the place and dait contenit in the faid alledgit 
dimiffioun declaris the famin to be maid 1 being in prifoun, 
and fwa be the law is of nane avail, albeit I had not bene 
compellit thairto, as was verifyit and declarit be Robert 
Melvil the time of my being in Hamiltoun, efter I efcapit 
furth of ward, quha affirmit folemnlie, that he came to me 
to Lochlevin, immediatlie befoir the alledgit dimiffioun, fent 
direct furth of Edinburgh be the Erle of Athole, the Secre- 
tar, and utheris partakeris in that caufe, and advertifit me, 
that it wald be laid to my charge to renounce my crowne 
and, if I obeyit not the famin, I wald be put fhortlie to 
deith, ‘Thairfoir thair counfal was expreflie, to obey the 
faid defyre, for my faiftie, alledging alfwa that the famin 
wald do na hurt afterwardis to my richt, and heirfoir, but 
doubt, I had juft caufe of feir. Sicklyke, Sir Nicholas 
Throgmorton, being Ambaffadour for the Quene of Jngland, 
and then remaning in Scotland, fent me the famin counfal 
in write, quhilk I obeyit. Nottheles, how fone as. I was 
releivit, I revokit the faid alledgit dimiflioun, in prefence 
of the Nobilitie, and maid faith I was compellit thairto up- 
on feir of my lyfe, as faid is. 

And as to the ratificatioun thairof in parliament be the 
eftaitis, the famin proceidit upon a wrangous ground, quhilk 
was compulfioun in me to renounce my crown afoirfaid :

of my crown and auctoritie, the murthour of my husband, 
and never to cum to my crowne quhill my fone be of xxj. 
zeiris of age, and then to be in his will; and the Lordis 
that tak part with me, to be tratouris, and to be juttlie 
foirfaltit ; the difcharge of all my geir, jewallis, rentis, and li- 
vingis; andalfwa to mak thame Judges, to fit and accufe me 
of my life, and divers uther inconvenienientis. 

Quhen ony uther articlis beis proponit in name of the 
Quene’s Hienes of Zngland, concerning the weill of baith 
the realmis, peace, amitie and concord to be enterteinit be- 
£wix thame, or concerning the Quene of Jngland’s particu- 
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Bot or ze enter in reffouning heirnpon, it fall be guid to 
the Quene’s Hienes of /ngland to end the contraverfie 
{tanding betwix me and my ‘fubjectis, quhairthrow I may 
be recognofcit ane fré Princefs, and Quene of my awin rë- 
alme, having powar to aggré and contract upon fic thingis 
as may ftand with the weill of baith our realmis and coun- 
tries, quhilk mon neceffarlie require the confent of the e- 
{taitis of my realme, quha will mair eafilie confent and ac- 
cord thairto, knawing me to be thair Princefs, but ony 
contraverfie or repugnance, rather than quhen thay knew

nourifhit in that religioun quhilk hath ftand lang time with- 


in my realme, and bene obfervit be 
lit the auld religioun, zit neverthele 
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that isin me to caufe the famin have place throuch all my 
realme, as it is proponit, to the glory of God, and uni- 
formity of religioun in time cuming. 

Quhair it is defyrit, that thair micht be a mutual band 
of freindfhip betwix the realmis of Jngland and Scotland, 
perpetuallie to remane, ze fall anfwer, That thair is na- 
thing on zeird that I defyre mair erneftlie than to ftand in 
amitie, love and freindfhip, with the Quene's Majeftie of 
Ingland, and all the fubjectis thairof, and to keip mutual 
focietie, peace and tranquillitie betwix us 5 becaufe I am 
hir mailt tender fifler, and configne to hir Majeftie, and de- 
{cendit laitlie of the ancient and principal bluid of hir re- 
alme. And gif hir Grace will refpeét me fwa as to place 
me in fic honouris as proximitie of blude requiris, then 
will I, be the advice of the eftaitis of my realme, prefer 
the freindfhip of hir Hienes, and hir realme, to all uther 
Princes and confederatis. And fuppois the Quene’s Hienes 
of Ingland be not prefentlie movit to advance me thairun- 
till, zit will I leive nathing undone, be the advice of my 
eftaitis foirfaidis, that may ftand with my honour, to con- 
tract with hir Grace, for enterteining of perpetual amitie 
and freindfhip betwix us and our twa realmis, in time cum- 
ing, and fall, at my arriving within my awin realme, con- 
yene ane parliament of the eftaitis for that and uther caufis, 
quhilk I underftand to be for the commoun weill of baith 
our realmis. .

wardis our derreft fifter the Quene of Ingland. 


I. roy E fall give hearty thankis to our faid derreft fitter, 
Á, for the greit care and folliciting {cho takis upon 
our affairis, being thir times paft troublit be certane our 
difobedient fubjectis, tending to put the famin to our quiet- 
nefs, quhairthrow we may enjoy peciabillie our awin realme, 
and all our fubjectis to recognofce and do thair natural and 
debtful obedience unto us thair Soverane, and, be our der- 
reft fifter’s gude labour and drefs, to be maid, rather nor be 
force of armis.

And likeas, 
the famin tendis not onlie to the prejudice of our Soverane 
allanerlie, bot to all Princes, to be oppreflit be thair fub- 
jectis, fwa it wald pleis hir Hienes to regard the famin ; 
guhilk gif hir Grace dois, it will procure the heartie luif 
of all trew Scotti/men ; utherwayis it may be prejudicial to 
hir Hienes, and all Princes, to fuffer fic inconvenientis to cum 
in practice.

It is to be diligentlie advifit, in cais our Soveranc be 
advifit to underlie the judgment of the Quene of Zrgland, 
and to have the difference betwix hir Grace and hir fubjectis 
tryit, admittand the Quene of Jngland as Judge ; It is to be 
reffounit with our Soverane, That the famin appeireth to be 
very hurtful and prejudicial to hir Hienes, becaufe hir 
Grace, being ane fré Prince, having imperial crown, thair- 
foir is fubjeét to na uther Prince on zeird, nor can nocht 
be judgit be thame; and thairfoir, be order of tryal and 
judgment, hir Grace’s caufis ar not to be fubmittit on that 
manner. Zit nottheles, in refpect of hir Hienes’s honeft, 
juft, and richteous caufe, and of hir guid and clene con- 
Gaence i in all proceidingis, we are affurit hir Grace will 
not refuis, in prefence of greit Princes, to declair hir hono- 
rabill part in all thir caufis inventit calumniouflie aganis hir 
Grace ; provyding alwayis thay be not admittit Judges to 
hir Hienes ; not for feir of ony decreit may be gevin aga- 
nis hir Majeftie, bot onlie of the prejudice may be ingender- 
it to all uther Princes in tyme cuming, throw fic praétick, 
gif it cumin ufe. Bot in cais it be our Soverane’s plefour 
to 
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to have the caufe reffounit in prefence of the Quene of Jng- 
land, or ony hir Grace’s Commiflionaris appointit thairto, 
ze fall ufé thir reffounis, anfweris and defenfis, to be reform- 
it, eikit, or changit alwayis be our Soverane’s advice, as 
followis.

firft arriving, bot has appointit the Minifteris ftipendis 
quhair thay had nane of befoir. 

And farther, the Quene’s Majeftie, be advice of the thré 
eftatis of hir Grace’s realme, fatisfyit the defyre of the 
haill Nobilitie, be ane a& of parliament maid concerning 
all the punctis of the religioun, in the parliament haldin at 
Edinburgh the xv. day of April, MpLxvii. as the famin 
proportis at length. 

‘And as to anfwer the uther part, it is to be diligentlie and 
advyfitlie rememberit and confiderit, how fchortly efter our 
Soverane’s hame-cuming fra the realme of France in Scot- 
land, the Erle of Murray having refpeét then, and, as ap- 
peiris, zit, be his proceidingis, to place himfelf in the go- 
vernment of this realme, and to ufurp this kingdom, ig 
his counfal caufit the Quene’s Majeftie become fwa fubjeét 
unt? 
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unto him as bir Grace had bene ané pupil; in fie fort, that 
hir Hienes’s fubjectis had not accefs unto hir Grace, to pro- 
pone thair awin caufis, or to reflave anfwer thairof, bot be 
him onlie ; fwa that he was onlie recognofcit as Prince, and 
hir Majeftie but a fhadow. And quha preflit to find fault 
with his abufes, he did purfue thame with fic crueltie, that 
fum of the principal men he caufit put to deid, deftroying 
thair bairnis, houfis, and memorie; and caufit utheris to be 
banifhit the realme, and put uther Nobilmen in prefoun, 
and detenit thame there. And having the principallis thus 
dejectit of thair places, he proponit to the Quene’s Majeltie 
to have the crown tailzeit, and himfelf to have the firft 
place; quhilk hir Grace plainlie refufit, alledging fcho 
wald not defraud the richteous heirs; and als feirit thairby 
the wrecking of hirfelf, and fecluding of hir Grace’s fuc- 
ceflioun, in refpect the defyrer of the faid tailzie wald never 
confent ony way that hir Majeftie fould marry ony fic 
Prince as maid fuit at hir Hienes thairfoir, cullouring the 
famin upon the alledging of mony inconvenientis that 
micht follow upon the marriage of greit Princes: Quhilk 
hir Majeftie partlie confiderit to be of truth, and fwa by 
the commoun inclinatioun of all Princes, and uther wo- 
men, quhilk rather defyris to afcend nor defcend, for re- 
taining the realme at libertie, and to be thrallit to na utheris, 
was content to dedaigne hir Hienes to accept the Lord 
Darnly to hir husband, thinkand thairthrow to obtene 
greiteft favouris of all thame of that furname. Bot the con- 
trair is knawin, and quhat impediment was maid thairto 
be the faid defyrer of the faid tailzie, quha, be himfelf and 
his affiftaris confpirit the flauchter of the faid Lord Daraly, 
being then appointit to be marryit with hir Grace, and als 
of his father, and divers uther Nobilmen being in hie 
Grace’s cumpanie and followaris at that time, and fwa to 
have imprifounit hir Hienes’s felf in Lochlevin, and dete- 
nit hir Grace there all the dayis of hir lyfe, and he to have 
ufurpit the government. Quhilk confpiracie was neir put 
to executioun in the moneth of Fune, 1565, at the kirk of 
Baith, 
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Baith, as mony quha wer in counfal with hifh, and drawin 
ignorantlie thairon, can teftifie. And he féing the famin 
revelit, drew findrie to his opinioun, under colour of reli- 
gioun, quha were banifht with him, and tuik refuge in Ing« 
land, 
— And thairefter, he perfaving that thay could not ftay the 
marriage, and als that it pleifit God that hir Grace was a- 
bill to have fucceflioun, and fwa being greit with child, thay 
inventit the flauchter of hir Majeftie’s Secretar, in fi Hie- 
nes’s prefence, and cruellie performit the famin, and held 
hir maift nobill perfoun in prifoun, intendand be that way 
the deith of hir Majeftie throuch heich difplefour, feclu- 
ding of hir fucceflioun, and als of hir faid husband, be ref 
foun he was fedücit to confent thairto. Bot then féing 
that hir Grace, with the plefour of God, did efcaip thair 
handis, and releive hirfelf of prifoun, quhairthrow that 
the doaris thairof wer banifhit for thair enterpryfe, and 
als heiring of the zoung behaviour, throw fulage counfal, 
of hir faid husband, thay caufit mak offeris to our faid fo- 
verane Lady, gif hir Grace wald give remiflioun to thame 
that wer banifhit at that time, to find caufis of divorce, ou- 
ther for confanguinitie, in refpect thay alledgit the difpen- 
fatioun was not publifhit, or elfe for adulterie ; or then to 
get him conviét of treffoun, becaufe he confentit to hir 
Grace’s retentioun in ward ;. or quhat uther wayis to defs 
peche him ; quhilk altogidder hir Grace refufit, as is mani- 
feftlieknawin, Swa that it may be cleirly confiderit, and 
is ane fufficient prefumptioun in thir tefpectis, hir Grace 
having the commoditie to find the meanis to be feparate, 
and zit wald not confent thairto, to appeir, that hir Grace 
wald never have confentit to his murthour, havand fic u= 
ther likelie meanis to have bene maid quit of him, be the 
Lordis own device; bot that it may be inferrit that thay 
wer the doaris thairof onlie, as was deponit be thame quha 
{ufferit deid thairfoir ; quha declarit at all times the Quene 
cür Soverane to be innocent thairof, 

And quhair thay alledge bir Grace is found guiltie thair« 
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of be act of parliament haldin be thame, it'is to be an{werit, 
There was nathing done in thair parliament that micht 
prejudge the Quene’s honour in ony fort, hir Grace never 
being callit nor accufit thairof. For quhat was done, it 
was not to declair hir Grace guiltie of ony crime, quhilk 
of reffoun na wayis could be done contrare hir Majeftie un- 
callit, bot onlie ane act maid for fafetie of thamefelfis fra 
foirfaltour, quha treffounabillie put handis in hir Maje- 
ftie’s nobill perfoun, emprifonit hir Grace, allanerlie found- 
and thair proceidingis upon juft meaning, as thay alledgit ; 
quifilk findrie Nobilmen that was hir Grace’s favouraris, 
then prefent, buir withall, maift principallie for fafety of 
hir Grese’s lyfe, quhilk, or thair cuming to parliament, 
was concludit and fubfcryvit be ane greit part of hir taker- 
Is, to be taken fra her in maift crewel manner, as is no- 
tourlie knawin ; fuppois findrie of the Nobilmen partaker- 
is with thamefelfis refufit to fubferyve the famin, or confent 
to hir deid in ony wayis. And in cais ony fic aé had bene 
maid, the famin cannot prejudge hir Majeftie in ony fort, in 
refpeé thay had na lauchful powar to hald parliament.. And 
als it is aganis all lawis and reffoun to condemn ony crea- 
ture on lyfe, quhill thay be firft callit to ufe thair lauchful 
defence, or, at leift, prefentit in judgment and heird. 

And ficklike, it is aganis all lawis and reffoun, and alg 
it was never fene in practice that ever the fubje@tis were 
Judges of the Prince, bot fould alwayis obey thame, zea 
albeit thay be wickit, as the feripture declaris: And it is of 
truth, as thay cannot deny, that hir Majeftie, immediatlie 
efter hir'taking, divers times was content to „admit the 
haill Nobilitie and thré cftatis of the realme Judges, hir 
Hienes alwayis being heird to declair hir awin part in thair 
prefence, quhilk altogidder was refufit. 

Swa everie man inay#iérfave thair haill fuit is according 
to thair firft pretencey’to feclude hir Grace, and hir fuccef- 
fioun of hir bodic; and alfwa thame of line, as the ufing of 
my Lord Duke, and his freindis, inftantlie declaris. 

And gif it beis alledgit, that hir Majeftie’s writing, pra- 

| ducit 
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ducit in parliament, fould preive hir Grace culpabill, it may 
be anfwerit, That there is in na place mentioun maid in it, 
be the quhilk hir Hienes may be convict, albeit it were hir 
awin hand-writ, as itis not. And als the famin is devyfit 
be thamefelfis in fum principal and fubftantious claufis. And 
fic alledgit privie writingis canemak na probatioun in cri- 
minal caufis ; quhilk will be cleirer nor the licht of the day, 
And fwa be the faid writing nathing can be inferrit aganis 
hir Majeftie. 

And in cais it be alledgit, that the marrying of the Erle 
Bothwel is ane greit fufpicioun of hir Hienes’s knawledge ;

tem, Gif it beis proponit, that our foverane Lady the

thairof, and that the famin was ratifyit in parliament : 

To that it may be anfwerit, The dait and place thairof 
declair the famin to be maid, hir Grace beand in prefoun, 
and fwa be law is of nane avail, albeit hir Hienés had not

conicience, that I reverence the famin nixtmy awin Mai- 
ftres, throuch the tendernefs’ of bluid,and the greif truft 
and confidence {cho has in zour Hienes,:befide: that of my 
duty and vocatioun I fould uprightlie:deal in all thingis 
guhairin I amemployit, and- tor forewarn thofe thingis 
quhilkis may falkinto ony -greit inconvenient, fa far as I 
may tak knawledge ; for Lam, praifit be ;God, not fo fim- 
pill or ignorant, thouch I be not weill:inftrudit in the lawis 
of zour realme, zit I'undérftand fomething (fuppois it be 
littill) in the civil law, be the oquhilk: all natiounis are go- 
vernit, quhairin Ti have bene ane ftudent twentie zeiris and 
more, and am not utterlie ignorant in: the lawis of my awin 
eountrie, quhairby I am affurit, quhatever my Maiftres’s ad- 
verfaris hes faid, or:may fay eos hir Hienes, zea, and if 
it wer contrare. ony private perfoun, and:as this is. treatit 
bot. be conference, it wald not prejudge hir honour, eftait, 
nor perfoun. And fuppois I will not ahfwer thairunto as a 
Commiflionar, zit for defence: of my Maïtres’s honour, 
and informatioun of zour Majeftie, will:declair: fum part of 
thefe thingis alledgit be hir adverfaris, quhilk may feme to 
mak aganis hir; for quhat can be alledgit bot prefumpti- 
punis, and that not fa vehement as the law requiris to con- 
viét ony private perfoun, Cum non`fint adeo vehementes, ut 
contra quas non admittatur probatio incontrarium ? 

And quhat is brocht to verify thefe letteris, alledgit writ- 
ten with hir awin hand, quhilk in na wayis is probabill, nor 
can be verifyit ; bot there are greiter, prefumptiouni$ that 
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may be deducit to the contrary ; as that hir Majeftie, being 
fa wife a Princefs, of fa greit renown over all Chriftendom, 
havand at all tyme refpe@ to hir high honour and eftait, 
wald never condifcend to fa cruel and ungodlie a deid ; 
and being alfwa fa wife, circumfpect, and fa weill honourit 
and obeyit within hir realme, wald never commit fic ane 
caufe to writing, nor hazard hir eftait thairon, quhilk na 
private perfoun, of fober judgment or wit, wald have done 
in fic cafe and ane abominabill fa& as this, quhilk fcho ne- 
ver did think in hir mind, much lefs to confent thairto, 
And thairfoir thefe prefumptiounis, and mony utheris quhilk 
micht be alledgit, are mair vehement and probabil} in de- 
fence of hir innocence, nor the utheris are to mak hir efte- 
mit culpabill, cum proniores debemus efe ad abfolvendum, 
guam ad condemnandum, and fpeciallie in the caufis of Prin- 
ces treatit befoir ane uther Prince, as the guid Emperour 
Trajan wit in his time, quha wald not fuffer ony to fpeik 
evil of ony Prince, fuppois he had bene deid, in his pre- 
fence, lat be to calumniate ony Prince being on lyfe ; for 
{en the eternal God hath placit thame in thair offices, it be- 
cumis the fubjectis to obey, and not to refift God's will and 
ordinance ; and quhen the Princes tranfgrefs the boundis 
of thair duty, the fubjeétis fould onlie call upon God to 
tak thame away, or change thair hartis and myndis, and 
not to rebell aganis thame, fen the hart of the Prince is in 
God's hand, as the fcriptures declair be mony exampillis. 
And in this cais thir prefumptiounis can have na ftrength, 
for my Maiftres does affirm conftantlie, {cho never did write 
ony fic letteris as are alledgit, bot the famin are forgit and 
maid expreflie be hir adverfaries, to colour thair ungrate and 
ungodly behaviour toward hir thair native Prince and fove- 
rane ; as thair are findrie quha can counterfeit hir hand- 
writ, quha have bene brocht, up in hir cumpanie, of quhom 
thair are fum affiftand thamefelfis, as weill of uther natiounis 
as of Scottis, as I doubt not bot zour Majeltie, and divers 
utheris of. zour Hienes’s court, has fene findrie letteris fent 
here from Scotland, quhilk wald not be kend by hir awin 
hand 
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hand writ, as fall prefentlie be maid knawin, that fic thingis 
may be and has bene ufit. And it may be fa weill prefumit, 
in fa weichty a caufe, that thay quha have put handis in thair 
Prince, imprifounit hir perfoun, and committit fic hainous 
crimes, gif a counterfeit letter be fufficient to fave thame, 
maintain thair caufe, and conqueifh to thame a kingdom, at 
leift the fupreme government and auétoritie thairof, for a 
long fpace, will not leive the famin unforgit, cum, fi vio- 
Jandum ef} jus, imperii caufa violandum eff. So it being dif- 
allowit be the alledgit author or writer, the prefumptioun 
fould be greiter for hir innocence, nor to repute hir Maje. 
{tie culpabill for fic frivole and vain alledgit writingis. 

And in cais hir adverfaris will affirm it to be hir awin 
hand writing, thay are nather lauchful accufaris nor wit- 
neflis, being firft accufit of fic greit crimes as imprifouning 
of thair Prince, and fic uther hainous doingis as thay are 
culpabill of, and lir Majeftie wald lay to thair charge, if hir 
Hienes wer prefent, quhairof thay fould firft purge thame- 
felfis, e’re thay, either be law or reffoun, be admittit to accufe 
ony private perfoun, lat be thair Prince: And gif thay wald 
prefs to verify the famin be comparifoun of letteris, the fa- 
min is na wayis fufficient, cum de jure fallaciffimum genus 
probandi fit per comparationem literarum, qubilk requiris mo- 

“ny infallibill reffounis or it be found fufficient to verify, as 
be authentick writingis publifhit, undoubtit and not denyit, 
with mony utheris contenit in the lawis, quhilk in this cafe 
will not be found. For the alledgit writingis, in form of mif- 
five letteris or epiftles, quhilk makis na faith fpeciallie, 
quhair, in the famin, no word is difpofiting or giving ex- 
prefs command, as in this may be fene; and alfwa thay are 
not fubferivit be the alledgit writer thairof, nor feillit nor 
fignetit, and contain na dait of zeir, moneth or day, not 
zit direét to na man ; and in the famin thair is na menti- 
oun maid of ony beirar, as is alledgit, quha was never zit 
knawin, as did receive thame fra hir, or deliver thame at 
hir command, to ony uther in the warld. Quhairfoir I be- 
feck zour Majeftie to weigh and confider advifitlie quhat 
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kind of probatioun this can be; being denyit be the partie, 
with the imperfectiounis foirfaid ; quhilk can prove nathing 
contrare ony private perfoun, much lefs aganis the Prince. 

As to ony uther prefumptioun alledgit aganis our Sove- 
rane, in making ony pretendit mariage with the Erle Both- 
well, the famin is fufficientlie anfwerit in the reply prefentit 
at Zork; for the famin cannot be ane vehement prefumptis 
oun contrary hir Majeltie, in refpect the famin was “ be the 
“ procuring of the beft part of the nobilitie of the realmes 
“ quha affirmit that mariage to be maift fit and convenient 
“ for hir Majeftie of ony uther within that realme, con- 
“ fenting thairfoir to the famin, and procuring and folift- 
“ ing thairto, obliging thamefelfis in that cais to do him 
« fervice, and to thair Soverane lauchful obedience,” (fup- 
pois fum of thame now feme to miflyke the famin) as a 
writing fubfcrivit be thair handis to that effect can te- 
tify. 

Thir, and divers uther very probabill and reffounabill 
defences, as alfwa the accufatiounis of my Maiftres’s adver- 
faris, wald be proponit, gif hir Majeftie wer admittit to 
cum to zour Hienes’s prefence, for defence of hir honour, 
as equitie and refloun doth require, be quhilk zout Maje- 
ftie fould be fullie fat isfyit of the truth of this caufe, and 
ind innocent thairof, and hir 


t my Maiftres’ fould be fou 
difobedient fubjeétis culpabi ill of the famin; and thairfoir 
f 


efeik zour Majeftie to confider, that albeit thair be fum 
flicht prefumptiounis alledgit, qubilk micht feme to mak 
fumquhat aganis my Sov erane, zit the famin are not fuffici- 
ent to induce ony kind of pruif aganis hir Majeftie, efpeci- 
allie quhair as vehement and greiter prefumptiounis appeir 


n the contrair, as I have faid ; fo that zour Hienes cannot 
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bot think guid of hir caufe. 

And in cais zour Majeftie micht be inducit, be thir fri- 
vole prefumptiounis, or rather be the perfuafioun of the 
adverfarie, to think or declair ony thing tending to the 
hinderance of my Maiftrefs’s honour, it will be faid, (cra- 
ving zour Maiftres’s maift humbill pardoun, I fpeik for 

zour 
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zour Hienes’s honour that thing I traift is conceillit fra 
zour Majeftie) the famin to proceid of fum auld quarrellis, 
for fic attemptatis alledgit to be begun be hir freindis in 
France, quhen {cho was under thair tutelage, and marryit 
to the King of France, quhilk will be judgit of all Princes 
in Chriftendom to be partiallie done, principallie being, hir 
Majeftie’s inobedient fubjectis to be weill treatit, and ad- 
mittit to zour Majeftie’s prefence, and my Maiftres refufit 
to cum thairto for declaratioun of hir-innocence ; and fa 
quhatever beis done in the contrare, will have na faith aga- 
nis hir, bot augment hir honour, rather than difhonour or 
difcredit hir in ony wile. 
Thairfoir, in the name of the eternal’God, quho is au- 
thor of concord, unitie-and peice, and hates feditioun and 
the authoris thairaf, quhom I tak to witnefs in zour Maje- 
{tie’s prefence, that, not onlie in my Maiftres’s name, bot 
alfwa according to my. awin vocatioun, and for difcharge 
of my confcience,. 1. maift humblie befeik zour Majeftie to 
luik fa upon my Mailtres’s. caufe, and, to tak fic ordour 
thairwith as may ftand with the plefour of God, zour Ma- 
jeftie’s awin honour, and my Mailtres's honour and eftait, 
the commoun weill and quietnes of. the realme and fubject- 
is, in drefling and handling of this matter, be ane perfect 
reconciliatioun, as was meinit firft. Through the quhilk, 
“befides that the famin fall be. wondrous acceptabill to al- 
michtie God, zour Majeftie fall conqueis the perpetual luif 
and favour of my Mailtres, and all hir fubjeétis, and have 
thame debt-bound’ to aflift zour Majeftie, befoir, all uther 
Princes on zeird, and the famin fall be to zour, Majeltie’s 
greit praife and honour, befoir uther Princes, to have taken. 
fic pains to. put this controverfie to ane quiet end. 
And as for.ony particular caufis concerning zour Majettie, | 
and zour realme,, zour Hienes fall have fic honorabill drefs 
as may ftand to zour Majeftie’s contentment, with all fure- 
tie as accordis:, And on the contrare, gif zour Majeftie 
proceidis rigorouflie thairintill, all guid Princes will tak na. 
guid opinioun, for exampill’s caufe ; and. fum perchance. 
D.dd will, 
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will repute zour Majeftie as authour of ‘the differences s 
quhairthrow zour Majeftie’s awin honour may be minoref- 
fit amangis uther Princes ; quhairof I tak the boldnefs to 
advertife zour Majeftie, praying zour Hienes may not be 
offendit with my familiar intreating, quhilk Daindertake of 
the zeal I have towardis zour Majeftie’s eftait and honour, 
quhilk I tender nixt to my Maiftres’s awin, as I have faid: 
And gif the reconciliatioun may not be had, as was 
meanit at the beginning of this conference, that, at leiit, 
it wald pleife zour Majeftie to incline to that quhilk the e- 
quitie of the caufe, proximitie of bluid, and the commoun, 
eftait and conditioun of Princes dois require, in reftoring 
fo my Soverane and Maiftres to hir native countrie, amangis 
hir faithful and trew fubjectis, and fupporting hir to pacifie 
thir inftant troubillis, and peciabillie to enjoy that realme 
and countrey, to the government of quhilk, be the. voca- 
tioun of God, {cho is callit : And, if this be thocht charge= 
able to zour Majeftie, that zour Hienes in na wayis will fup- 
port the inobedient fubjectis in hir contrary, nather be of- 
fendit that fcho defire the fupport of all uther Chriftian 
Princes to that effeét, quhilk {cho has fpairit fa lang to do. 
at zour Majeftie’s defire. Séing thir heidis wer publiétlie. 
be us proponit, it will pleife zour Majeftie to let us have ans 
{wer thairof, quhilk maift humblie I do require. 
Prefentit the vj. of December, 1568,
